this country should not rush to imitate Ger- 
many. Germany built up its army (the army 
that was condemned by the world at the outbreak 
of the war as barbarous) by years of painstaking 
preparedness in every department of the nation. 
Not only did it train its men to become soldiers, 
but it trained its chemists, scientists and in- 
ventors to supply the machines to carry on suc- 
cessful warfare; it trained even its women and 
children so that they would become useful in case 
the long-expected blow fell. We cannot imitate 
Germany’s preparedness, since conditions are not 
similar. This country should build up a reas- 
onably large army and in building it should not 
disregard every other essential. Rushed prepared- 
ness without system or method only means a 
waste of billions, with no results. 


We’ve Fewer Soldiers Than Police. 

James P. Whiteside, Tribune, Cape Girardeau: 
The European war, in my judgment, has proved 
that universal peace is but an iridescent dream. 
It is natural to hope that the friends of the United 
States may never be its enemies, but a nation 
cannot endure alone on hope and over-confidence 
in the good intentions of others. The United 
States is big enough, strong enough, to protcct 
itself and it behooves Congress to see to it that 
what is needed most should be granted with the 
minimum delay. For a nation with 100,000,900 
people, a standing army of 250,000 and 261,000 vol- 
unteers as provided in the Senate amendment is 
inadequate, but it is so much larger than our jit- 
neyfied army of today that it seems sufficicue. 
Yet this total is less than the number of men now 
engaged in police duty in the cities and towns in 
the United States, and if it is necessary to employ 
a force to protect us from ourselves, it does not 
seem unreasonable to expect some guarantee of 
safety from foreign foes. The members of thie 
lower branch of Congress will prove unfaithful 
to their trust if they defeat the Senate amend- 
ment to the army Dill.

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DEMAND FOR PREPAREDNESS. 

The preparedness parade in New York was an 
impressive demonstration of public sentiment in 
favor of adequate military preparation for national] 
defense. There were 151,000 men and women in 
line, representing every walk of life. The appli- 
cations for places in the line, rejected on account 
of inability to place them and to handle a larger 
bedy, reached 60,000. 

When men and women in such vast numbers 
turn out for laborious marching through city 
streets to express their opinion, it is impossible 
to question their sincerity and earnestness. Nor 
can it be doubted that the sentiment they express 
by action is held by hundreds of thousands more. 
It is a resounding call upon Congress to act. 

Demonstration, however, is not so much needed 
in New York as in other cities farther west, where 
the sentiment for preparedness is thought by 
timid, time-serving Congressmen to be less pro- 
nounced for, or even opposed to thoroughgoing 
preparedness. 

We believe that congressional politicians are 
wrong. We believe that the sentiment for ade- 
quate preparedness in the Middle West, while not 
sc overwhelming in numbers or force as in the 
East, is strong and predominating. We believe 
@ great majority of the people throughout the 
West want prompt and effective action on the 
part of Congress to put the country in condition 
to meet with rapid success any contingency that 
We believe especially that an over- 
whelming majority want Congress to provide 
ample forces and equipment to handle the Mexican 


situation in the most efficient manner. 


The Post-Dispatch has proof that the sentiment 
in Missouri, which is a typical Midwertern State, 
is strongly in favor of preparedness. The re- 
plies published today from editors of Missouri 
newspapers give a fair indication of the senti- 
ment of Missouri people. About five-sixths of 
the editors, who answer the Post-Dispatch’s in- 
quiries, favor preparedness. 

The sentiment in St. Louis is stronger than in 
the interior of the State. A great popular dem- 
onstration in this city would have a tremendous 
effect on public sentiment and on Congress. It 
may be necessary for the men and women of 8t. 
Louis and other Western cities to express by pop- 
ular demonstration their demand for adequate pre- 
paration. It would be well for the Mayor, a3 the 
local representative of the Municipal Security 
League, and the local officers of the National Se- 
curity League to consider tha wisdom and prac- 
ticability of a St. Louis demonstration. 

Why not have a National Preparedness Day, 
with demonstrations in all cities? This would 
arouse Congress to a sense of duty.

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A BUREAU OF NATIONAL PARES. 

The bill creating a Bureau of National Parks 
has made progress to the stage of a favorable 
committee report in the House. Its passage even 
at an early date would be too late to effect any 
changes of benefit during the coming tourist sea- 
son. But it would give ample opportunity to plan 
wisely for the season of 1917. 

The bill should not be sidetracked during the 
press of business that will occupy Congress from 
this time to the date of adjournment. 
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, MAZATLAN’S. NEW CURRENOY. 
Other countries have asset-secured currency, 
bond-secured currency, specie-secured currency 
and even currency based on genera! faith and cred- 
it. Mazatlan, Mexico, has a Carranza currency 
based on the citizen’s title to life. It is expected 
to circulate, because any person refusing it is to be 
summarily executed. 

And still maintenance of its face-value parity 
will probably not be easy. The plain people have 
some stubborn prejudices about legal tender. They 
have often braved fearful penalties in showing 
their old-fashioned preference for gold or its 
equivalent to a circulating medium redeemable in 
life, liberty, pursuit of happiness or other things.

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A GOVEENMENT TURNS FARMER. 
France has entered upon a new _ economic 
phase—the Government has turned farmer. 

In his report to the Chamber of Deputies M. 
Meline, Minister of Agriculture, announced the 
fact, and stated that the most urgent need of 
France now and immediately after the war was 
foodstuffs; not that there is actually a shortage 
in that commodity, or likely to be one; but for 
the economic reasons which make {ft imperative 


that France shall be self-supporting. He said: 
We have made history in all that goes to 
beautify, to embellish; our silk and lace fab- 
rics hold the world's markets, our fashions 
are the recognized, arbiter of apparel, our 
china and porcelain command the admiration 
of everybody, our wines are the cynosure of 
the epicure, our art decorates palaces and 
mansions. But we have neglected to produce 
enough plain food. We have relied upon the 
money we earn from our specialties to buy 
the “daily tread.” Now it behooves us to 
produce that dally sustenance. 
He then described the vast fields of Toulouse, 


Langedoc, Perigord, around the Chauteaux re- 
gion; and called attention to the fact that they 
basked idle under a favoring sun. They must be 


made to yield. 

And now that over a million and a half of 
our farmers that could wrest the needful 
from the earth, are fighting for their coun- 
try. who will coax the needed food from the 
willing earth? We are deprived of hands to 
accomplish that end. Under these circum- 
stances the Government have devised a plan 
by which one pair of arms shall do the work 
of the ordinary hundred. Four thousand mo- 
tor plows and sowing drilis have burrowed 
into our fertile fields this spring, and give us 
promise of a rich harvest in summer and au- 
tumn; and while we hold and repel our ag- 


pressors. al an enormous.outliy daily, the’ 


laughing fields will tender us glad-handed 
the food to sustain our strength, as well as 
save our money.

THE VU. B.’8 DECISION. 

We presume the action of the United Railways 
in attempting to renew litigation over the mill tax, 
the legality of which has been finally affirmed 
by the highest Federal and State tribunals, gives 
notice to the city that it intends to depend upon 
litigation for the settlement of the entire question 
of taxation relating to its own properties. 

The United Railways Co. has tried and sug- 
gested compromises which were unsatisfactory 
to the city before the mill tax suit was adjudicat- 
ed. Instead of accepting the court’s decision and 
promptly paying its debt to the city, the company 
has decided to delay the payment as long as pos- 
sible and worry the city by litigious proceedings. 

In view of this vexatious course and the ex- 
pressed purpose of the company to fight the mill 
tax which has accrued since the original suit was 
filed, we assume the company expects to stand 
or fall on the persistence and ingenuity of its 
legal counsel. | 

Of course, with such a record of litigation,: the 
company can never expect to take up with the mu- 
nicipal authorities the question of the justness of 
the mill tax as a matter of equitable municipal 
dealing with a public utility corporation. A com- 
pany which fights to the last legal ditch on its 
obligations to the city must abide by the con- 
clusion. 
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‘‘LET BUSINESS GO TO THE WALL.’’ 

Is it Big Business that is advertising Roosevelt 
as the only salvation of this country? 

Big Business has a short memory. It has been 
but a few years since Roosevelt cried that if 
business stood in the way of his righteous reforms, 
then “let business go to the wall’’ That was in 
Keokuk in the fall of 1907, and within a few 
weeks afterwards Big Business and little business 
and all kinds of business did go to the wall. And 
it took business, big and little, some five or six 
years to recover from the Roosevelt panic. 

What business can see in him as an investment 
passes our comprehension—unless it be that he is 
the hope of war from the jingo and ammunition 
makers’ standpoint. As a peace investment he is 
a wildcat venture. 
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Not only must St. Louis go after foreign trade, 
she must “get there.” 
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FREE LAW FOR THE POOR. 

Law in theory is for the protection of the weak. 
The Kansas plan to create the office of ‘‘public 
attorney” in each county of the State will be a 
step towards actualizing the theory. The func- 
tion of the new officer will be to hear and con- 
sider all questions of law which persons without 
funds may submit to him, and to institute and 
prosecute civil suits when necessary, as well as 
protect poor persons in criminal cases. Kansas, 
like most other States, has a statute providing 
for the appointment of an attorney to defend fel- 
ony cases where the defendant is unable to em- 
ploy counsel; and Kansas, like other jurisdic- 
tions, has provisions for civil suits “in forma 
pauperis.” But these provisions are inadequate 
to safeguard the rights and interests of the poor. 
Supplemented by the usefulness of a “public at- 
torney” they may be. 

Kansas is leading the world in what may be 
called humanizing the system of justice. Its 
“Poor Debtors Court” has proved a great relief, 
and its “public attorneys” cannot fafi to be. Why 
are other States slow in following the Kansas 
examples? Practical sociological effort of this 
character cannot fail of immediate and vast ben- 
efit to the Commonwealth which adopts it. This 
matter is one for Missouri! legislators to “stick 
a pin in” for reference at the next session. 
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“Experience almost invariably confutes free 
traders,” pipes an organ. Under free trade, 
Great Britain has built up the greatest com- 
merce on earth, and there is free trade between 
all the states of the American Union. There is 
thomas rot somewhere in this organ piping.

Intervention in Mexico Seems Near 


A PREPAREDNESS WARNING. 

New York World (Ind.): Northern Mexico is 
going to be cleaned up of its anarchy and of its 
freedom to roving bands of cut-throats, and Car- 
renza can either get busy with his troops in co- 
operation with our own to that end or the clean- 
ing-up process will go on without him. 

Meantime the gentlemen of the House at Wash- 
ington, under the lead of Chairman Hay, who 
have been and still are holding up in conference 
a real army reorganization bill to effect as great 
an emasculation of it as possible, are reminded 
by this event that the country is turning sharp 
eyes on them. Gen. Funston had been asked to 
send more troops into the district now raided 
and had refused, presumably because he had none 
to spare. He never will have any to spare if 
these obstructionists persist. 

Pass the Senate army reorganization bill at 
once That is also a lesson taught by this latest 
border outrage. 


NOT CAUSE FOR INTERVENTION. 

New York Evening Post (Ind.): Something 
should certainly be done to make further raids 
impossible, but when the war shouters rise to 
announce that this “something” must be inter- 
vention, it is not the safety of the border they 
have in mind, but that open conflict with the 
Mexican people, of which they have not yet given 
up hope. For the extirpation of banditry in 
Northern Mexico we have resorted to measures 
which involved the risk of war, but only if it 
were forced upon us. What we are asked to sup- 
pose is that a break with Carranza, the destruc- 
tion of the only existing authority in Mexico, and 
a full-fledged war against the Mexican people 
would redound to the safety of Americans north 
of the Rio Grande. 


WHO FINANCES THE RAIDS? 

Philadelphia Evening Telegraph (Rep.): In 
dispatches sent out from Washington a few weeks 
ago President Wilson was said to view the bor- 
der raids in a manner very similar to that ex- 
pressed by Foreign Minister Aguilar; that is, he 
laid the chief blame upon unscrupulous inter- 
ests which are striving to bring about interven- 
tion and the possible annexation of Mexican ter- 
ritory in which they have large investments. 

Assuming that President Wilson and the Car- 
ranza Government have facts to support their the- 
ories, the American people will expect to have 
those facts made public, at the proper time, re- 
gardless of whose character may be smirched with 
the charge of treason. 


ABANDON PARLEYS. 

Washington Herald (Ind.): Mexican invasion 
of the United States must be stopped. If in this 
undertaking the Carranza Government will place 
all of its resources at our disposal and extend its 
full co-operation, so much the better; but no re- 
strictions of any sort must be placed upon the 
operations of the United States forces. The work 
must be done, elther with the friendly, earnest 
aid of the Carranza Government or in utter de- 
fiance of it. Unless we are willing to admit that 
the time has come when American lives are not 
safe on American so{j] we must abandon parleys 
‘with a Government that is too weak to keep its 
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own people from making war upon a friendly 
people, but audacious enough to dictate terms to 
a nation of 100,000,000 seeking to punish the ban- 
dits who invade its soil and commit murder. 


THE SWORD MUST SETTLE THIS. 
Louisville Courier-Journal (Dem.): There 
will never be peace and order in Mexico until we 
go in and compel peace and order at the point of 
the bayonet and the sword as we did in Cuba and 
have done in the Philippines. The Latin-Ameri- 
can, like the native American Indian, knows only 
the law of force. He is wholly unequal to self- 
government and never will be equal to it. Bol- 
ivar, in South America, found that out a hundred 
years ago. Many rulers in Mexico, from Iturbide 
and Santa Anna to Juarez and Diaz, have found 
it out since. Woodrow Wilson seems to be the 
only statesman entertaining a different opinion. 


His “humanitarianism” has thus far cost us 
dear. Unless he folds it away in a neat morocco 
case, takes out his Rule of War, Unabridged, 
buckles his belt tightly about him, and says, “By 
the Eternal,” it will probably cost us still more. 
Meanwhile, the parley with Carranza is unlikely 
to yield more than the parley with Villa a year 
ago. They are mostly of a kind over there—ban- 
dit chiefs out after power and pelf—none of them 
equal to the first principles of established law and 
responsible government. 


A BUGLE CALL TO CONGRESS. 

Washington Times (Ind.): The border raid 
sounded a bugle call to the members of Con- 
gress haggling over details of the army reorgan- 
ization bill; it made it clear that the bill must 
be passed at once and with provision for the 
largest possible standing army, so that men may 
be available to throw into Mexico. 

The bandits must go and the United States 
alone must “do the job.” 


NO WITHDRAWAL NOW. 

Cleveland Plain Dealer (Ind. Dem.): The dif- 
ficulty with those Mexicans now insisting on the 
withdrawal of United States forces is that they 
lay claim to an ability they do not possess to 
control this wild country and protect the boun- 
dary. Carranza followers would deny to the 
United States permission to pacify a region which 
they have not pacified and cannot pacify. 


United States troops stay. Their task is not 
yet completed. Not only must the Villa bands be 
broken up and their leader taken if possible, 
but the international border must be protected. 
Half-way measures are likely to be delusive and 
dangerous. 


ANOTHER VERA CRUZ? 

St. Louls Globe-Democrat (Rep.): What the 
administration seems to have in view is another 
Vera Cruz performance. It would again hold on 
Mexican soil a large body of United States troops, 
inactive and serving as a constant source of irri- 
tation. If Villa is still a potent factor, in the 
opinion of Washington, the only proper course 
is that of maintaining the pursuit of him and his 
forces. To abandon the pursuit anc establish 
armed camps there, to be maintained indefinitely, 
would be to repeat the blunder of Vera Cruz under 
much Jess favoring conditions.

REASSURES THE COUNTRY. 


New York Evening Sun: The President Meets 
the views of the American people in telling Ger-

His position 
that we are dealing with Germany over an issue 
between the German Government and ourselves 
and that this cannot be complicated with any 
questions between ourselves and a third party is 
entirely sound.

THE PEOPLE ARE APATHETIC. 

New York World: On the heels of the Glen 
Springs raid the House of Representatives, by 
overwhelming majorities, has instructed its mem- 
bers.of the Conference Committee to vote against 
the volunteer army plan and to keep the regular 
army down to 140,000 men. 

The House not only refuses to accept the Sen- 
ate bill but it refuses to compromise with the 
Senate. Either no army increase at all or only 
such scanty measure of army increase as the 
Hay bill provides. As the case now stands, the 
House and Senate are deadlocked, and the Na- 
tional Guard lobby is apparently in control of 
the situation. 

While the House was putting the army bill 
into a straitjacket, the President was endeavor- 
ing to explain to a committee representing the 
American Union Against Militarism the differ- 
ence between militarism and reasonable prepar- 
edness. Whatever impression he made on this 
committee, it is evident that the House sees little 
if any distinction. It regards any increase in 
the military establishment of the United States 
as militarism, and therefore to be reprehended. 

At the same time, the American people them- 
selves must share the full responsibility for the 
threatened defeat of an adequate Army bill. They 
have manifested no genuine interest in the mat- 
ter. They have done nothing to impress Con- 
gress. 

THE SITUATION ANALYZED. 

Philadelphia Record: When the four regi- 
ments of regular United States infantry now en 
route from Northern New York and the State of 
Washington shall have arrived at the Mexican 
border, this country will have been swept prac- 
tically clean of mobile troops. Five troops of 
cavalry of a strength of 500 men are all that will 
renlain at points remote from the frontier. 
There are our garrisons in the Philippines, 
Hawaii and Panama, approximately 21,000 men; 
and there is the coast artillery, of about the same 
strength. But these don’t count. The garrisons 
of our outlying possessions and our forts cannot 
be reduced. Brigadier-General Pershing has 14,- 
500 men in his expeditionary force; there are 
12,000 men under the immediate command of 
Gen. Funston on the border; and these, with the 
four regiments en route—a total of 30,500 men 
—constitute the available field army of the United 
States. 

In this situation the refusal of the House to 
accept the provision of the Senate bill for a 
regular army of 250,000 men is incomprehensible. 
Even if the full complement of men thus pro- 
vided for could be obtained by enlistments in 
the regular army, which is not at all certain, the 
mobile force left after the deduction of neces- 
sary oversea and coast fortress garrisons and 
special service troops would not greatly exceed 
150,000 men. This would be less than one-third 
the minimum required as a first line of defense, 
according to military experts. Nevertheless the 
House also has rejected the Senate bill's pro- 
vision for the organization of a volunteer army 
of 261,000 men. The singular thing about this 
action of the House is that the provision now 
rejected is identical, except in one particular, 
with a measure previously approved by Chalir- 


man Hay of the Military Affairs Committee. The 
exception is that the organization of the volun- 
teer army mentioned in the Senate bill might*be 
proceeded with at any time; the idea being to 
confer on the President authority to prepare for 
war in time of peace instead of requiring him 
to wait until a conflict is upon ua, | 
The House also insists upon its increase of 
the appropriation for the National Guard from 
$8,000,000 to $48,000,000. It is expected thus«to 


make service in the National Guard so attractive, | 


that the strength of this force will be raised 
from a nominal 130,000 to an actual 450,000 or 
thereabouts. And this expectation is to be our 
sole dependence in case of an emergency arising 
that would require the quick mobilization of a 
defensive field army. Essentially the House 
Army bill is the Militia Pay bill, which its ad- 
vocates could not get passed on its merits, end 
which is now to be foisted on the country in 
the guise of a “preparedness” measure. The 
proposition that the officers and men of the Na- 
tional Guard should get reasonable compensation 
for their services might be defended; but the 
National Guard will not become Federalized 
merely by making it a beneficiary of the Hederal 
Treasury. 


PROTECT AMERICAN LIVES. se 
New York Tribune: Texas and New Mexico 
lie open to invasion by Mexican bandits, our 
border is insufficiently guarded and we lack the 
military strength to pursue and discipline. the 
armed bands which cross into our territory and 
kill our soldiers and civilians.

But it is the way your cities are laid 


out. The long straight streets crossing 
each other at right angles, the elimina- 
tion of all grades, the system of nime- 
bering instead of naming your thorougn- 
fares, however useful these things may 
be in the commercial quarters of the 
city, can hardly be defended for resi- 
dential sections. Your great cities are 
creating the isolation of the individual 
in the masses, they are crushing all 
neighborly attributes out of your com- 
munity life. They are retarding the in- 
tellectual development of the nation. 

Another thing. You have in the Unit- 
ed States the finest schools, cuollexes, 
universities and public libraries iA the 
world. Finest and most wonder‘ul art 
buildings, and even as organizations 
for dissemination of knowledge, but 
there does not seem to be any relation 
between the completeness of the splen- 
did equipment and the results actually 
attained. If you would only apply to 
the intellectual development of the naa- 
tion’s youth a little of the broad vision, 
the force of purpose, the thoroug‘iness 
of method and the completeness of or- 
ganization which have made your mate- 
rial development what it is, there weuld 
be a very different tale to tell. 

There are no frills about American 
business, but there are a great many 
frills about American education, and 
there is no follow-up system in the 
latter. The brain of the American 
youth is like a virgin soil into which 
a lot of seed has been cast pell-mell, 
and very little or no attention paid 
to the culture or the training of the 
crop. Perhaps this springs to an ex- 
tent from the fact that most Ameri- 
cans believe that money ought to buy 
everything, and when they have paid 
for a college course for their sons 
they look upon a diploma as some- 
thing their son ought to get because 
they have paid his college fees regu- 
larly. This makes for a woeful lax- 
ity in your examinations which are 
mostly far too easy. 

Too Many Women Teachers Baneful. 

Another point in your educational 
system which is of importance is 
that the youth of this country is 
tought by women. Now no matter 
what a woman's training may be she 
is usually lacking in deductive phil- 
oscphy and in creative logic. I do

American newspapers have much 
t» learn from our smaller Belgian 40, 
pers. I have been more disappointed 
in American magazines. Their only 
excuse for existance really is the 
publication of stories that will spread 
new ideas and give to the people that 
inspiration anl intellectual recreation 
which is bread to the mind of man. 
And yet what do they publish? Stor- 
ies that are nearly always worthless. 
All the thought of the writer has 
teen put on the elaboration of a 
skillful plot, upon which words have 
been embroidered. There is hardly 
ever a new thought or an ideal or an 
inspiration to be derived from reading 
them. 

If an article deals with any na- 
tional condition. or public question, -it 
i; always written in a spirit of de- 
structive criticism, as if the Ameri» 
can public wanted a victim. Con- 
structive thought is the hardest thing 
to find in print in the United States. 

Is it that you are so absorbed in 
your business that you have no 
strength or imagination left for your 
pleasures? Is it that when you are 
not working you merely rest or else 
recreate only your bodies from the 
intensity of your individual lives— 
net that you all work so very hard, 
but that you work in a manner and 
with appliances that put a constant 
end unnatural strain upon your ner- 
vous system.

1062 Wagon Loads of Rubbish 
Removed, 228 More Than in 
Entire 1915 Campaign. 


In the clean-up campaign started last 

week 1062 wagonloads of dirt and rubbish 

| were removed, which was 228 more than 

were removed during the entire cam- 

paign last year. It will be three days 
more before this campaign is finished. 

Street Commissioner Slater, who has 

g# been looking after the handling of the 
teams, under the direction of Director 
of Streets and Sewers Talbert, esti- 
mates that twice as much dirt will be 
removed as was removed last year. The 
number of wagonloads will not be 
doubled, but many of the wagons are 
larger than those used last year. 

With the ending yesterday of the 
first phase of the drive against dirt, 
the most advanced lines were at Eight- 
eenth street. North of Cass avenue, 
however, where the mom stubborn re- 
sistancee was encountered, the crusad- 
ers camped last night west of Jefferson 
avenue. Commissioner Slater thinks 
that in the next three days 500 wagon- 
loads of dirt will be seized and hauled 
away. 

The greater results accomplished this 
year are attributed to more publicity, 
better co-operation of organizations and 
individuals and a general desire to clean 
up the city for the Democratic national 
convention.

Total—1916, 1062 
wagonloads: 1915, 834 wagonloads. 

To Keep Up Work.

o- gardens. The vacant lots campaign is 
‘just getting under headway. It is un- 
der the direction of the Central Civics 

Committee of the Woman’s Council, 

with the president, Mrs. G. V. R. Me- 
chin as chairman. 

All the policemen and all the fire- 
men are applauding and helping in 
every way they can. They are in fa- 
vor of the reclamation of the vacant 
lots. One reason is that it means less 
work for them. Another is that it 
is good for the city and good for the 
boys and girls of the city, and every 
policeman and every fireman is inter- 
ested in these things. 

Chief Young has placed his depart- 
ment at the service of the committee. 
His men, he assures the committee, will 
aid in every possible way and protect 
the playgrounds and gardens. This is 
what he says: “I wish every vacant 
lot might be made into a playground 
or a children’s garden. The work of 
the Juvenile Court, the Truant Officer 
and the police would be greatly les- 
sened and the houses of correction 
and the reform schools would be prac- 
tically empty. The transformation of 

the vacant lots will mean much to the 
children.

In the agony and glory 
the Marne the struggle along the Moselle was 
forgotten; the battle of Nancy, of Lorraine, was 
fought and won in the darkness, and when the 
safety of Paris was assured the world looked to- 
ward the Aisne, and then toward Flanders. So 
it came about that one of the greatest battles of 
the whole war, one of the most important of the 
French victories, the success that made the Marne 
possible, the rally and stand of the French armies 
about Nancy escaped the fame it earned. Only 
in legend, in the romance of the Kaiser with his 

favalry waiting on the hills to enter the Lorraine 
capital, did the battle live. 


|| A Mach Studied Battlefield | 


HEN I went to France one of the hopes 
W I had cherished was that I might be 
permitted to visit this battlefield, to 
see the ground on which a great battle had been 
fought, that was still unknown country in the 
main, for those who have written on the war. 
The Lorraine field was the field on which France 
and Germany had planned for a generation to 
fight. Had the Germans respected the neutrality 
of Belgium, it is by Nancy, by the gap between 
the Vosges and the hills of the Meuse, that they 
miust have broken into France. The Marne was 
a battlefield which was reached by chance and 
fought over by hazard, but every foot of the Lor- 
raine country had been studied for the fight long 
years in advance. Here war followed the natural 
course, followed the plans of the General Staff, 
prepared years in advance. Indeed,.I had treas- 
ured over years a plan of the battle of Nancy, con- 
tained in a French book written years ago, which 
might serve as the basis for a history of what 
happened, as it was written as a a of 
what was to come. 
When the great General Staft : was pleased to 
grant my request to see the battlefield of Nancy, 
,1 was advised to travel by train to that town, 
“accompanied by an officer from the General Staff, 
and informed that I should there meet an officer 
of the garrison, who would conduct me to all the 
, Points of interest and explain in detail the vari- 
ous phases of the conflict. Thus it fell out, and I 
have to thank Commandant Leroux for the cour- 
tesy and consideration which made this excursion 
successful.

War is less than 165 miles 
away, but Nancy is as calm as London .is 
nervous. Its bakers still make maca- 
roons; even Taube raids do not excuse the 
children from punctual attendance at 
school. Nancy is calm with the calmness 
of all France, but with just a touch of 
something more than calmness, which 46 
years of living by an open frontier brings. 
Twenty-one months ago it was the gauge 
of battle, and half a million men fought 
for it; a new German drive may approuch 
it at any time. Out toward the old fron- 
tier there is still a German gun, hidden in 
the Forest of Bezange, which has turned 
one block to ashes and may fire again at 
any hour. Zeppelins have come and gone, 
leaving dead women and children behind 
them, but Nancy goes on with today. And 
tomorrow? In the hearts of all the pcople 
of this beautiful city there is a single and 
a simple faith. Nancy turns her face to- 
ward the ancient fronticr, she loohs hone- 
fully out upon the shell-swept Grand 
Couronne and beyond to the 
land. And the people say to you, tf you 
ask them about war and about peace, as 
one of them said to me: ‘*‘Peace will come, 
but not until we have our ancient frontier, 
not until we have Metz and Strassburg. 
We have waited a long time, is it not so?"’

It was easy to believe that 
one was riding through the valley of the Susque- 
hanna, with spring and peace in the air. Toward 
the east a wall of hills shut out the view. This 
was the shoulder of the Grand Couronne, the wall 
against which German violence burst and broke 
in September, 1914. 

Presently we come to a long stretch of road 
walled in on the river side by brown canvas, ex- 
actly the sort of thing that is used at football 
games to shut out the nonpaying public. But it 
had another purpose here. We were within the 
across the river, on the 
which outlines itself 
at the skyline; there were the Kaiser’s troops and 
that forest was the Bois-le-Pretre, the familiar in- 
cident in so many communiques since the war 
began. Thanks to the canvas, it was possible 
for the French to move troops along this road 
without inviting German shells. Yet it was im- 
possible to derive any large feeling of security 
from a canvas wall, which alone interposed be- 
tween you and the German heavy artillery. 

We passed through several villages and each 
was crowded with troops; cavalry, infantry, all 
the branches were represented; it was still early 
and the soldiers were just beginning their day’s 
work; war is so completely a _ business here.

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A S we ate our dinner in the cafe, facing the

beautiful Place Stanislas, we were dis- 

turbed by a strange and curious drumming 
sound. Going out into the square, we saw an 
aeroplane, or rather its lights, red and green, 
like those of a ship. It was the first of several, 
the night patrol, rising slowly and steadily, and 
then sweeping off in a wide curve toward the en- 
emy’s line. They were the sentries of the air, 
which were to guard us while we slept, for men 
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panies of soldiers filed by. Interspersed with the 
soldiers were the civilians, the women and chil- 
dren, for none of the villages are evacuated. Not 
even the occasional boom of a gun far off could 
give to this thing the character of real war. It 
recalled the days of my soldiering in the militia 
camp at Framingham, in Massachusetts. It was 
simply impossible to believe that it was real. Even 
the faces of the soldiers were smiling. There 
was no such sense of terribleness, of strain and 
weariness as I found about Verdun. The Lorraine 
front is now inactive, tranquil; it has been quiet 
so long that men have ‘orgotten all the carnage 
and horror of the earlier time. 


“War—Do Not Trespass.” | 


K turned out of the valley and climbed ab- 
W ruptly up the hillside. In a moment we 

came into the center of a tiny village, 
and looked into a row of houses whose roofs had 
been swept off by shell fire. Here and there a 
whole house was gone; next door the house was 
undisturbed and the women and children looked 
out of the doors. The village was St. Genevieve 
and we were at the extreme front of the French 
in August, and against this hill burst the flood 
o; German invasion. Leaving the car we walked 
out of the village and at the end of the street

ground about the capital of Lorraine. 
searchlights on the hills began to play, sweeping 
the horizon toward that same mysterious region 
where beyond the darkness there is war. 

The next morning I woke with the sense of 
Fourth of July. Bang! Bang! Such a barking 
Oi cannon crackers I had never heard. Still 
drowsy, I pushed open the French windows and 
looked down on the square. There I beheld 100 
or more men, women and children, their eyes 
fixed on something in the air above and behind 
the hotel. Still the incessant barking of guns, 
with the occasional boom of something more im- 
pressive. With difficulty I grasped the fact. I 
was in the midst of a Taube raid. Somewhere 
over my head, invisible to me because of the wall 
of my hotel, a German aeroplane was flying, and 
all the anti-air craft guns were shooting at it. 
Was it carrying bombs? Should I presently see 
o* feel the destruction following the descent of 
these ? 

But the Taube turned away, the guns fired less 
and less frequently, the people in the streets drift- 
ed away, the children to school, the men to work, 
the women to wait. It was just a detail in their 
lives, as familiar as the incoming steamer to the 
commuters on the North River ferryboats. Some 
portion of the war has been the day’s history of 
Nancy for nearly two years now. The children 
do not carry gas masks to school with them, as 
they do at Pont-a-Mousson, a dozen miles to the 
north, but women and children have been killed 
by German shells, by bombs, brought by Zep- 
pelins and by aeroplanes. There is always ex- 
citement of sorts in the district of Nancy. 


|| Where German Attack Broke. | 
FTER a breakfast broken by the return 
A of the aeroplanes we had seen departing 
the night before for the patrol, we entered | 

our cars and set out for the front, for the near- 
front, for the lines a few miles behind the present 


trenches, where Nancy was saved but two years | 
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‘“War—do not tres- 
pass,’ This was the burden of the warning. 

Once beyond this sign we came out suddenly 
upon an open plateau, upon trenches. North- 
ward the slope descended to a valley at our feet. 
Jt was cut and seamed by trenches, and beyond 
the trenches stood the posts that carried the 
barbed wire entanglements. Here and there, 
amidst the trenches, were graves. I went down 
to the barbed wire entanglements and examined 
them curiously. They at least were real. Once 
thousands of men had come up out of the little 
woods a quarter of a mile below; they had come 
on in that famous massed attack; they had come 
on in the face of machine gun and “seventy- 
fives.” They had just reached the wires, which 
marked high water. In the woods below, the 
Bois de Facq, in the field by the river, 4000 Ger- 
mans had been buried. 

Looking out from the trenches the whole coun- 
try unfolded. Northward the little village of At- 
tcn slept under the steep slope of Cote-de-Mous- 
son, a round pinnacle crowned with an ancient 
chateau. From the hill the German artillery had 
swept the ground where I stood. Below the hill 
to the west was Pont-a-Mousson, the city of 150 
bombardments, which the Germans took when 
they came south and lost later. 

Above it was the Bois-le-Pretre, in which guns 
were now booming occasionally. Far to the 
north was another hill, just visible, and Its slope 
toward us was cut and seamed with yellow slashes. 
These were the French trenches, then of the sec- 
ond or third line; beyond there was still an- 
other hill, it was slightly blurred in the haze, 
but it was not over five miles away, and it was 
occupied by the Germans. From the slope above 
me on a clear day it is possible to see Metz, so 
near are French and German lines to the old 
frontier. 

Straight across the river to the west of us 
was another wood, with a glorious name, the 
forest of the Advance Guard.

T tory, demanding a fourth of his income 
from every well-to-do citizen, has been 
brought in since I began to write these articles, 
and quietly accepted. Five hundred millions 
sterling (twenty-five hundred million dollars) 
have been already lent to our allies. We are 
and quietly accepted. Five hundred millions 
(three thousand million dollars) on the army; 
two. hundred millions on the navy; while the 
Munitions Department is costing about two-thirds 
as much (four hundred millions sterling) as*the 
rest of the army, and is employing close upon two 
million workers, one-tenth of them women. 

As to what we have got for our money, Parlia- 
ment has authorized an army of four million 
men, and it is on the question of the last half 
million that England’s “effort” now turns. But 
do not make any mistake! ENGLAND WILL 
GET THE MEN SHE WANTS; and labor will 
in the end be just as determined to get them as 
any other section of the community. 


Meanwhile, abroad, while we seem, for the mo- 
ment, in France to be inactive, we are in reality 
giving the French at Verdun just that support 
which they and Gen. Joffre desire, and—it can 
scarcely be doubted—preparing great things on 
out own account. As to the great and complex , 
war machine we have been steadily—aye, and 
rapidly—building upon French soil—-whether in 
the supply bases or in the war organization along 
the 90 miles of front now held by the British 
armies—it would indeed astonish those dead 
heroes of the retreat from Mons could they come 
back to see it! We are not satisfied with it yet 
—hence the unrest in Parliament and the press— 
we shall never be satisfied till Germany has ac- 
cepted the terms of the allies. But those who 
know England best have no doubt whatever as 
to the temper of the nation which has so far 
“improvised the impossible” in the setting up of} 
this machine, and means, in the end, TO GET 
OUT OF IT WHAT IT WANTS. 


HE most astonishing budget of English his- 
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WHAT ONE DUKE IS DOING 
FOR HIS COUNTRY’S CAUSE 
HE temper of the nation? Let me take some 
T samples of it, First, what have the rich 
been doing? 

As to money, the figures of the income tax, the 
death duties and the various war loans are there 
to show what they have contributed to the State. 
The joint War Committee of the Red Cross and 
the St. John’s Ambulance Association has col- 
lected—though not, of course, from the rich only 
—close on four millions sterling (between eigh- 
teen and nineteen million dollars) and the Prince 
of Wales’ Fund nearly six millions (thirty mil- 
lion dollars). The lavishness of English giving, 
indeed, in all directions, during the last two 
years, could hardly, I think, have been outdone. 

A few days ago, I walked with the Duke of 
Bedford through the training and reinforcement 
camp, about 15 miles from my own home in the 
country, which at the outbreak of war he him- 
self built without waiting for public money or 
War Office contractors, to house and train recruits 
for the various Bedfordshire regiments. The 
camp holds 1200 men and is ranged in a park ' 
where the oaks—still standing—were considered

HUNDREDS OF COUNTRY HOUSES 


TRANSFORMED INTO HOSPITALS 
OT very far away stands another beautiful 
N country house rented by Mr. and Mrs. 
Whitelaw Reid when they were in En- 
gland. It also is a hospital, but its owner, Lord 
Lucas, not at all a rich man, has now given it 
irrevocably to the nation for the use of dis- 
abled soldiers, together with as much land as 
may suffice a farm colony chosen from among 
them. The beautiful hospital of 250 beds at 
Paignton, in North Devon, run entirely by women 
of American birth now resident in Great Britain, 
without any financial aid from the British Gov- 
ernment, was another large country house given 
to the service of the wounded by Mr. Singer. 
Lady Sheffield’s Lospital for 25 beds at Alderley 
Park is an example of how part of a country 
house with all its green and restful surroundings 
may be used for those who have suffered in the 
war, and it has many fellows in all parts of 
England. Altogether, about 700 country houses, 
large and small, have been offered to the War 
Office. 

But money and houses are the very least part 
of what the old families, the rich manufacturers, 
or the educated class generally have offered to 
their country in this war. 


Democracy has gone far with us, but it may

“LOAFERS” WHO MADE GOooD 
WHEN THE EMERGENCY CAME 
ELL, the emergency came. These youths 
W of the “classes,” heirs to titles and 
estates, or just younger sons of the 
old squirearchy of England, so far as it still 
survives, went out in their hundreds with the old 
and famous regiments of the British line in the 
Expeditionary Force, and perished in their hun- 
dreds. Forty-seven eldest sons, heirs of English 
peerage, had fallen within a year of the outbreak 
of war—among them the heirs to such famous 
houses as Longleat, Petworth and Castle Ashby, 
and the names of Grenfell, Hood, Stuart, Bruce, 
Lister, Douglas, Pennant, Worsley, Hay, S8t. 
Aubyn, Carington, Annesley—together with those 
of men whose fathers have played prominent 
parts in the politics or finance of the last half 
century. And the first isnhs have been followed 
by what one might almt call a LEVED EN 
MASSE of those that remained. Their blood has 
been spilt like water at Ypres and La Bassee, at 
Suvla and Helles. 


Whatever may be said henceforth of these 
“golden lads” of ours, “shirker” and “loafer” they 
can never be called again. They have died tod 
lavishly, their men have loved and trusted them 
too well for that—and some of the working class 
leaders, with the natural generosity of English 
hearts, have confessed it abundantly. 

And the professional classes—the intellectuals 
—everywhere the leading force of the nation— 
have done just as finely, and, of course, in far 
greater numbers. 


Never shall I forget my visit to Oxford last 
May in the height of the summer term, just at 
that moment when Oxford normally is at its 
loveliest and fullest, brimming over with young 
life, the streets crowded with caps and gown, 
the river and towing path alive with the “flan- 
nelled fools,” who have indeed flung Rudyard 
Kipling’s jibe—if it ever applied to them—with 
interest. For they had all disappeared. They 
were in the trenches, landing at Suvla, garrison- 
ing Egypt, pushing up to Bagdad. The colleges 
contained a few forlorn remnants, under age, or 
medically unfit. The river, on a glorious May 
day, showed boats, indeed, but girls were rowing 
them. 


Oriel, the college of Arnold, of Newman, of 
Cecil Rhodes, was filled with women studants, 
whose own college, Somerville, had become a 
hospital. The Examination Schools in the High 
Street were a hospital and the smell of disin- 
fectants displaced the fragrance of lilac and 
hawthorn forever associated in the minds of 
Oxford’s lovers with the summer term. In New 
College gardens there were white tents full of 
wounded. I walked up and down that wide de- 
serted lawn of St. John’s, where Charlies I once 
gathered his cavaliers, with an old friend, an 
Oxford tutor of 40 years’ standing, who said, with 
a despairing gesture, speaking of his pupils, “So 
many are gone—so MANY! And the terrible 
thing is that I can’t feel it as I once did. As 
blow follows blow, one seems to have lost the 
power.” 


Let me evoke the memory of some of them. 
From Balliol have gone the two Grenfell brothers, 
vehement, powerful souls, not delightful to those 
who did not love them, not just, often, to those 
they did not love, but full of that rich stuff 
which life matures to all fine uses. The younger 
fell in the attack of Hooge, July 31, last year; 
the older, Julian, had fallen some months earlier. 
Julian’s verses, composed the night before he was 
wounded, will be remembered with Rupert 
Brooke’s sonnets as expressing the inmost pas- 
sion of the war in great hearts.. They were writ- 
ten in the spring weather of April last, and a 
month later the writer had died of his wounds. 
They tell how the fighting man has yet time to 
feel the spring, and watch the heavens, and the 
woodland trees: 


The woodland trees that stand together 
They stand to him each one a friend;

Another son of Oxford, Gilbert Talbct, 
will stand to many as the type of youth 
with all its treasure of life and promise 
unspent, poured out like spikenard at 
the feet of England. Already assured, 
at Oxford, of a brilliant career in pzl- 
itics, a fine speaker, a hard worker, pus- 
sessing by inheritance the charm of two 
families, always in the public eye and 
ear, and no less beloved than famous, he 
ha just landed in the United States 
when the war broke out. He was going 
around the world with a friend, youth 
and ambition high within him. He 
turned back without a moment's hesi- 
tation, tnough soldiering had never béen 
ai all attractive to him, and after his 
training went out to France. He was 
killed in Flanders in July last. His el- 
der brother, an army chaplain, and «x- 
Balliol tutor, crawled out in the dark 
‘nto that deadly space between the lines, 
where Gilbert lay, groped till he found 
the curly head, and knew that all was 
over. 

Of Charles Alfred Lister. Lord Ribbles- 
dale’s eldest son, an Oxford friend savs: 
“There were almost infinite possibilities 
in his future.’’ He was twice wounded 
at the Dardanelles, was then offered a 
post of importance in the Foreign Office, 
refused it and went back to the front— 
to die. But among thé hundreds of 
memorial notices issued by the Oxford 
Colleges, the same note recurs and :e- 
curs of unhesitating, uncalculated suc- 
rifice. Older men and younger men, don 
and undergraduate, lads of 19 and 0, 
and those who were already schvy,l- 
tnastering or practicing at the bar or in 
business, they felt no doubts, they made 
no delays. Their country called; and 
none failed in that great adsum. 


Story Cambridge Has to Tell. 


Cambridge, of course, has the same 
story to tell. One takes the short, pa- 
thetic biographies almost at random 
from the ever-lengthening record. 

Capt. J. Lusk, Sixth Cameronians, was 
already director of an important steel 
works, engaged in Government business 
when war broke out, and might have 
honorably claimed exemption. Instead, 
he offered himself at once on mobiliza- 
tion, and went out with his battalion 
to France last spring.

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“This,” says the friend, who writes the 
notice, ‘“‘he has done.” 

Lieut. Le Blanc Smith of Trinity, ma- 
chine gun officer, was struck in the 
forehead by a sniper’s bullet while rec- 
onnoitering. His General and brother 
officers write: “He was a very fine 
young officer. Everyone loved him. His 
men would do anything for him.” And 
the Sergeant of his machine gun bri- 
gade says: ‘“‘Although only a non-com- 
missioned officer myself, I feel I have 
lost my brother, because he was s0 
awfully good and kind to me and us 
all.”’ Lieut. Hamilton, aged 25, sayc in 
a last letter to his father: “Just a 
line while the beginning of the great 
battle is going on. It is wonderful how 
peaceful one feels amid it all. Any mo- 
ment one may be put out of action, 
but one does not worry. That quiet 
time alone with God at the holy com- 
munion was most comforting.’’ Imme- 
diately after writing these words, the 
writer fell in action. 

Capt. Clarke, a famous Cambridge 
athlete, President of the C. U. A. C., 
bled to death—according to one ac- 
count—from a frightful wound received 
in the advance near Hooge on Sept. 25 
last. His last recorded act—that tradi- 
tional soldier-act of the bravest and 
kindest—was to give a drink from his 
flask to a wounded private. 


Of the general action of Cambridge 
men, the Master of Christ's writes: 
“Nothing has been more splendid than 
the way the young fellows have come 
forward; not only the athletes and the 
healthy, but in all cases the most un- 
likely men have rushed to the front, and 
have done brilliantly. The mortality, 
however, has Deen appalling. In an or- 
dinary war, ome loses one killed to eight 
or nine wounded, but in this war the 
number of Cambridge men killed and 
missing almost equals the number ot 
wounded.”’ 


Of the effect upon the university an 
eyewitness says ‘‘Of course, the colleges 
are absolutely ruined. Eighty per cent 
of the college rooms are vacant. Rows 
and rows of houses in Cambridge are to 
let. All the junior fellows are in serv- 
ice in one capacity or another, and a 
great many of the seniors are working 
in Government offices or taking schoo! 
posts,’’ so that the school education of 
the country may be carried on. Alto- 
gether, nearly 12,000 Cambridge men are 
serving; ©80 have been wounded, 7380 
have been killed, 92 are missing. 


“He Led Us all the Way:”’ 

As to one’s friends and kinsfdlk, let 
me recall the two gallant grandsons of 
my dear old friend and _ . publisher, 
George Murray Smith, the original puv- 
lisher of Jane Eyre, friend of Char- 
lotte Bronte, and creator of the ‘‘Dic- 
tionary of National Biography.”’ 


The elder one, who t:ad just married 
before going out, fought all through the 
retreat from Mons, and fell in one of 
the early actions on the Flanders front 
“He led us all the way,’ said one of 
his men afterwards. All the way!— 
through the immortal rear guard actions 
of August, 1914, only to fall, when the 
tide had turned, and the German on- 
slaught on Paris had been finally bro- 
ken! 

“In all my _ soldiering,’’ writes a 
brother officer, ‘“‘I have never seen 4 
warmer feeling between men and their 
officer.’’ ‘‘Was he not,” asks a well- 
known Eton master, ‘‘that tall, smiling, 
strong, gentle-mannered boy at White- 
Thomson’s,’’ possessing an “‘affection- 
ate regard and feeling ror others which 
boys as bo;'s. especially if strong and 
popular con't always, or indeed, often 
possess”’ The poor parents were un- 
certain as to his fate for many weeks, 
but he finally died of his wounds in a 
hospital behind the German lines. 

Then, little more than six months 
later, came the second blow. Geoffrey, 
the younger brother, aged 19, fell on 
September 29, near Vermelles. Nothing 
could be more touching than the letters 
from officers and men about this brave, 
sweet-tempered boy. ‘Poor old regi- 
ment!’’ writes the Colones to the lad’s 
father. ‘‘We were badly knocked abo it 
and I brought out only three officers 
and 375 men, but they did magnificently, 
and it was thanks to officers like your 
son, who put the honor of the regiment 
before all thought of fatigue or persona! 
danger—such a gallant lad! We all loved 
him." 

A private, the boy’s soldier servant 
who fought with him, writes, ‘‘I wish 
you could have seen nim in that trencn. 
* * * All the men say that he deserved 
the V. C. I don’t know if we ace 
going back to those trenches any more, 
but if we do, I am going to try and lay 
Mr. Geoffrey to rest in some quiet placs 
* * * IT cannot bear to think that I 
shal! not be able to be with him any 
more.”’ 

Her Nephew Fell at Bailleul. 


But how they crowd upon the mind— 
the ‘‘unreturning braves!’’ Take our 
friends amd neighbors in this quist 
Hertfordshire country. All round us the 
blows have fallen—again and again ths 
only son—some from two brothers out 
of three—the most brilllant—the best be- 
loved. And I see still the retreating 
figure of a dear nephew of my own as 
he vanished under the trees waving his 
hand to us in March last. 

A boy made of England's bes:, who 
after two years in Canada, ana at the 
beginning of what must have been a 
remarkable career, heard the call of the 
mother country and rushed home at 
ence. He was transferred toan English 
regiment, and came to say good-by to 
us in March. It was impossible to think 
of Christopher’s coming to harn:—su7h 
life and force, such wisdom and char- 
acter also, in his strong handsome fac, 
and thoughtful eyes! We talkeu of the 
future of Canada, not much of the war. 
Then he vanished; and I could not feel 
afraid. But one night in May, near 
Bailleul, he went out with a listening 
party between the trenches, was shot 
through both legs by a sniper and oth- 
erwise injured, carried back to a hos- 
pitad, and after a few hours’ vain hope, 
rank peacefully into eternity, knowing 
only that he had done his duty and 
fearing nothing. 

“Romance and melodrama,’ says 
Prof. Gilbert Murray, in one of the 
noblest and most moving uttererces of 
the war, ‘‘were once a memory—»roken 
fragments living on of herolc ages ifn 
the past. We live no Jonger upon freg- 
ments and memories, we have entere! 
ourselves upon an heroic age. * * * Ags 
for me personally, there is one thought 
that is always with me—the ihought 
that other men are dying for me, better 
men, younger, with more hope in their 
lives, many of them men whom I[ have 
taught and loved."" The orthodox Chris- 
tian “will be familiar with fiaes paeught

MEETING ON Tht 
COMPENSATION ACT 


All Interested in Passage of a 
Workmen’s Law Invited to 
Session Next Saturday. 


The Bar Association of St. Louis has 
issue@ an invitation for all interested 
in the passage of a workmen's compen- 
sation act at the next session of the 
Legislature, to meet at 2 o’clock next 
Saturday afternoon in Room 4 of the 
courthouse. 

Alroy S. Phillips, an attorney, and 
chairman of the Workmen's Compensa- 
tion Committee of the Bar Association, 
told a Post-Dispatch reporter that it 
was planned to form a conference at the 
meeting, with the object of conducting 4a 
publicity campaign to enlighten all con- 
cerned on the subject. 

It is hoped that in this manner the 
manufacturers, workmen and others 
vitally affected by such a law will 
enter upon an agreement as to the 


terms of the bill to be introduced in the 


next session of the Legislature. 


Labor Approves Call. 
The calling of the meeting has the ap- 


proval of the Executive Committee of 
the Missouri State Federation of Labor, 
and of representatives of all the other 
interests affected by such a law. 

Phillips said that the failure of the 
passage of the act during other sessions 
of the Legislature was largely the fault 
of the interested parties, who could not 
agree among themselves as to its cxact 
terms and provisions. 

Advocates of such a law say that the 
present Missouri law governing the re- 
covery of damages by injured workmen 
is the common law as it was at the time 
of the adoption of the Federal Consti- 
tution, with the exceptions that the 
defenses of fellow serva:.t and assumed 
risk were first announced about 1837. 


Old System Was Simple. 
At the time the Constitution was 


adopted there were no steam engines 
and very few power machines for fac- 
tories. The industrial system was sim- 
ple, most of the work was done .i the 
home of ‘workmen, and there were very 
few personal injuries to empioyes. 

Phillips declares that the passage of 
a workmen’s compensation act would 
only be following the elementary prin- 
ciple of ‘political science that in a pro- 
gressive society the law should be 
changed from time to time to meet 
changing conditions to avoid injustice 
and discontent.

The ruling 
took place when counsel for Siggers 
moved that the case be dismissed be- 
cause of the pardon having been granted. 

Recently the grand jury returned in- 
dictments against several men for vio- 
lation of the corrupt practices law, and 
this is followed by the explanation that 
ihe charge rests upon their having in- 
duced Gov.

TORONTO, May 13.—Semi-official an-

CLEVELAND, O., May 13.—A highly 
successful experiment in preparedness 
will close with an encampment of 400 
citizens of Cleveland at:Camp Perry, 0O., 
July 1 to 9. 

Officials of the Ohio National dsuard 
in Cleveland last November devised a 
plan to train citizens in the use af arms. 
The plan was submitted to the Cham- 
ber of Commerce, Was approved, and a 
call made for men who wished to dDack 
up the preparedness movement. The 
plan called for enlistmemts of those will- 
ing to attend a lecture and drill each. 
Thursday night for a period of 5 weeks. 
Enlistments -were made through the 
Cleveland Plain Dealer. 

Before the opering lecture was given 
800 persons had enlisted. During the’! 
winter this number dwindled consider 
ably, but recently at the twenty-third 
lecture and drill, there were 400 men in 
good standing in the body, all of who 
have signified an intention of attending 
the encampment, which will be carried 
on as was the ome at the Plattsburg 
(N. Y.) camp, last year. 

Every branch of the service has been, 
explained to the men by the best author-{ 
ities, who were brought to Cleveland to, 
lecture. The lecturers included stateg 
militia and U. S. army men, who were: 
astounded at the success of the move- 
ment. The men started by execuling ; 
the most simple foot movements and 
advanced by easy stages through the 
regular army drill with arms. 

When the problem of going to camp 
presented itself, it was found each man 
would need $15.8 for uniform and rail- 
road fare.

| one explanation as to why so many 
things are the matter with Missouri ts 
that ours is a most difficult State to 
govern effectively. And in making this 
statement, I am not trying to excise 
the derelictions of our present State of- 
ficials. . 

The reason why we do not get more 
“stirred up’’ over the fact that we rank 
along with Arkansas and Mississippi in 
the literacy of our children, that the 
production per acre of our corn and 
wheat is below that of most of the ad- 
joining states, is that the people of the 
different sections of Missouri are more 
interested in their own affairs than in 
State affairs. 

Agricultural, industrial and social con- 
ditions are so different in diferent sec- 
tions of the State that it is difficult to 
arouse a general interest in State ques- 
tions. There is a lack of community of 
interests, there is a lack of what the 
historian would call a solidarity of feel- 
ing. The people of Missouri don't read 
the same newspapers. The location of 
the lines of transportation makes it 
a:fficult to get from one section of the 
State to the other. 


‘The interests of Southwest Missouri 
are markedly difficult from the inter- 
ests of Southeast Missouri, and the peo- 
ple who live in the Ozark region do not 
Lave nearly so many interests in «om- 
mon with the people of the Northwest 
Missouri, as do the people of Nebraska 
or Iowa. Kansas City and St. Loula 
differ as much in the distinguishing 
characteristics of a large city as al- 
most any two municipalities of similar 
size that could be selected In the entire 
country. Thus it becomes difficult to 
legislate effectively for the whole State 
or to arouse a public interest in ;ubdlic 
movements or public questions affecting 
the interests of the different sectiors of 
the State. This, of necessity, impairs 
the effectiveness of the State Govern- 
ment and imposes the burden upon the 
local communities. 

Sometimes this responsibility {s met, 
more often it is neglected. But the 
very difficulties of the situation should 
spur our State cfficers to strive more 
vigorously to arouse a State conscious- 
ness and pride that would remedy 
these conditions that are or should be 
the cause of humiliation to every loyal 
Missourian. They are not going to be 
corrected in one year, nor by any one 
measure. 

More Than Land Banks Needed. 

Their existence is due to years 
of mistaken policy and indiffer- 
ence and it is going to take years of 
patient effort and education along 
many lines to place Missouri where she 
ought to be in those regards which 
make a people happy and prosperous 
and a State great. A land bank meas- 
ure or system of rural credits may do 
some good work, but the benefits to be 
gained in this way are very much 
overestimated by the champion of such 
a system. Conclusions based upon the 
experience of European countries, 
where the farmers live in villages and 
can effectively co-operate, do not ap- 
ply here. 

One of our serious handicaps, one 
thing that is the matter with Missouri, 
is our lack of sufficient public revenue, 
which is due to an ineffectively and 
unfairly administered system of taxa- 
tion. Assuming the correctness of the 
general property tax, no one can defend 
a method-of enforcement that resulis 
in property of one kind*or property lo- 
cated in one section of the State bear- 
ing twice or three times the burder cf 
taxation borne by property of anothor 
kind or in a different section of the 
Etate. 

There has been so much hypocrisy. 
cowardice and demagogy in dealing 
with this question, that even well- 


intentioned men who are candidates for 
public office are afraid even. to discuss 
it. What one of twelve or thirteen can- 
didates for Governor has had the cour- 
age to say anything upon the question 
of increasing our public revenue or re- 
forming our present system of taxation 
that really means anything? 

The fact is that real estate in the 
large cities is assessed from two to 
three times as high in proportivn to 
value as farm lands; and moneys, notes 
and bonds are assessed from twice to 
tnree times as high as other personal 
property. The result is that the rich 
man does not return his money, notes 
end bonds for taxation, while the farm- 
er and real estate owners and the man 
of small means, whose property is as- 
sessed, bear an unjust proportion of the 
expenses of the Government. 

View on Taxation. 

We can never know whether our pres- 
ent system will yield sufficient revenve 
for public purposes, we can never know 
whether our present system is good or 
bad until it is honestly and effectively 
enforced. The people of St. Louis, with- 
out regard to political differences, ought 
to serve notice that they will nwt sup- 
port either for nomination or election 
any candidate for State office who does 
not give satisfactory assurances ifat he 
will try to correct these conditions; that 
he will at least enforce the law as it is 
written. 

If all of the property of the State was 
returned or assessed for taxaticn, and 
it could and would be if all property 
were assessed in the same proportion of 
its value, the tax rate for State pur- 
poses could be reduced at least 5 per 
cent on the $100, and the tax for local 
purposes could be reduced to at least 
one-third of what it now is. And we 
could then have enough money properly 
and progressively to carry on the work 
of our State Government. While [ do 
not want to give a political flavor to 
trese observations, yet it cannot be de- 
nied that the responsibility for our pres- 
ent situatiqn must rest upon the party 
now in control of our State Government. 
The Republican party has not een In 
full control of the State Government 
for nearly 530 years. 

The Man from Pike ts right when he 
rays that we have had too much politics 
in our State government. There has 
teen too much of a tendency to deter- 
mine every question according to its ro- 
litical effect. Frequently, Democratic 
leaders in the Legislature told me dur- 
ing my administration that while they 
approved of measures I recommended, 
they did not propose to pass them be- 
cause they did not propose to let the 
Republican party get the credit incident 
thereto. Thus, while the Democrats in 
the Legislature defeated, during my ad- 
ministration, a bill establishing a Pub- 
lic Service Commission, a State Refor- 
matory and a Board of Pardons and Pa- 
roles, they passed these bills with ean 
emergency clause just as soon as all 
tranches of the State Government were 
in their control 

As @ further example of this excessive

partisanship in our State government, 
the people of St. Louis have been re- 
peatedly discriminated against and even 
punished by State laws for no other 
reason than their large Republicar ma- 
jorities. They are not even allowed a 
proportionate representation in the 
State Legislature. The vote of a citt- 
zen in St. Louis amounts to only ene- 
half as much as the vote of a citf- 
in other parts of the State in electing 
a State Senator and to about two thirds 
as much in the election of State Repre- 
sentatives. 

Another classic instance of this parti- 


San ship in public affairs is found in the 


action of the Legislature in defeating 
the appropriation for the support of the 
Immigration Commission, for the reason 
ae one of the State Senators explained, 
that he was afraid that if the appropri- 
ation was made, the new citizers who 
were induced to come to Missovri would 
vote the Republican ticket. Yet this 
same ‘“‘statesman,”’ a tew dxys later, 
urged an appropriation for wo!f toun- 
ties, as his section of the Stute was 
much troubled with wolves. Ile ap- 
parently failed te realize that the best 
way to get the wolves out was to bring 
the people In. 

This partisanship, for which both par- 


‘tles ahve been at fault, will decrease in 


time, particularly if there ts a jess par- 
tisan consideration of public questions 
by the newspapers. The best way to 
hring about an improvement of con4i- 
tions, the best of answers that can be 
given to the, question, “What is ths 
matter with Missouri?” must come from 
a frank acknowledgment of existing 
conditions and a general public discus- 
son as to what can and should b« done 
to improve them. In this way, a pub- 
lic opinion can be created that wil! 
cause public officials to work for the 
interests of the State instead of the 
partisan advantage of the party tha‘ 


elects them. 

Ii we would spend less of our time 
talking about ‘Imperial Missouri’’ or 
“Grand Old Missouri,” with her ~rip- 
pling streams and bosky dells:” if we 
would spend less time boasting that 
“we're from Missouri and hava t» be 
shown,” and instead see how we can 
get good citizens to come here and cvwv}- 
tivate our uncultivated lands, how we 
can increase the average production cf 
our fields, how we can decresse the 
amount of illiteracy among our children 
of school age, how we can improve the 
country school and better conditions of 
life in the country as well as in the

CANADIANS ARE 
CONSIDERING PLAN 
FOR CONSCRPTIO 


Recruiting in Manitoba and 
Many Other of the Provinces 
Is Now at a Low Ebb. 


’ 


By Associated Press. 
WINNIPEG, Can., May 13.—Recruit- 


_ing in this and many other provinces 


of Canada is at low ebb, according to 
authorities here, and the feeling is 
growing that only conscription will 
bring forth the number of men desired 
by government officials. 

During March recruiting figures for 
this district were the largest recorded 
in a like period since the opening of the 
war, wirile the figures for April were 
the lowest. 

Various plans have been resorted to 
in an effort to stimulate recruiting, 
but with little effect. Certain units are 
offering recruiting privates a day’s hol- 
iday for every recruit they bring in and 
others have put up cash prizes of from 
$1 to $2 for every man recruited. 


Women Are Aiding. 
Through the recruiting organization 


of the 203rd Battalion, every woman in 
New Ontario, Manitoba and Saskatche- 
wan provinces has been asked to aid 
in the recruiting campaign. With the 
aid of various sub-committees, they 
are asking their friends who have male 
relatives eligible for military service 
the following questions: 

“You have read what the Germans 
did in Belgium? Have you thought 
what they would do if they invaded 
this country? 

“Do you realize the safety of yeur 
home and children depends on our get- 
ting more men NOW? 

“One word, ‘Go,’ from you may send 
another man to fight for our king and 
country. Do you realize that? 

“When war is over and your sen or 
husband is asked what he did for his 
country, must he hang his head because 
you would not let him go?” 

Failure of the province of Quebec 
to recruit more than 6000 men, despite 


its male population of 1,000,000, has. 


sharpened the desire for conscription 
in other provinces. At a recent meet- 
ing here, Chief Justice Mathers, prest- 
dent of the Recruiting League, pre- 
sented some striking figures and said 
that the 500,000 men required for active 
service from Canada represented 13 per 
cent of the total maie population of 
Canada, which is 3,821,070, according to 
the last census. 
Quebec Falls Short. 

Quebec had a male population of 
1,911,247 at the last census, Chief Justice 
Mathers said. Thir®een per cent equals 
131,462. As only 5.937 have enlisted, the 
province should enlist an additional 
125,525. 

In Militzry District No. 10, in which 
Winnipeg is located, the census shows 
484,079 males, 13 per cent of which ts 
75,930. Since this district has recruited 
63,196 men, it needs but 12,744 to contrib- 
ute its proportionate share. 

Ontario province has recruited more 
than 68,000 men. 

A especial commitee is considering six 
different methods whereby an enforced 
military service might be obtained. 
They are: 

Dominion-wide conscription. 

Conscription insofar as Canada is con- 
cerned, exclusive of Quebec. 

Local option; conscription by prov- 
inces, 

Local option; conscription by munici- 
palities. 

Dominion-wide registration of males. 

Registration of males by provinces.

south of us. In that wood the Germans 
had also planted their guns on the day 
of battle. They had swept the trenches 
wiere I stood from threo sider. Plain- 
ly t had been a warm corner. But 
the French had held on. Their com- 
mander had received a verbal order to 
retreat. He insisted that it should be 
put in writing, and this took time. The 
order came. It had to be obeyed. but 
re obeyed slowly. Reluctantly the men 
left the trenches they had held Bo :iong. 
They slipped southward along the road 
by which we had come. But seddenly 
their rear guards discovered the Ger- 
mans were alsu retreating. So the 
French came back and the line of St. 
Geneveive was held, the northern door 
to Nancy was not forced. 

Looking down again, it was not diffi- 
cult to reconstitute that German as- 
sault, made at night. The thing was so 
simple the civilian could grasp it. A 
road ran .hrough the valley and along 
it the Germans had formed; the slope 
they ha! to advance up was gentle, 
than that of San 
Jvan. They had been picked troops se- 
lected for a forlorn hope, and they had 
come back four times. The next morn- 
int the whole furest had been filled 
with dead and dying. Not less than a 
division—20,000 men—had made the terri- 
ble venture. Now there was a strange 
sense of emptiness in the country; war 


tad come and gone, left its graves, its 


trenches, its barbed wire entangle- 
ments; but t*--- were all disappearing 
already. On this beautiful spring morn- 
ing it was impossible to feel the reality 
of --hat happened here, what was hap- 
pening now, in some measure, five miles 
or more to the north. Nature is cer- 
tainly the greatest of all p-cifists; she 
wil! not permit the signs of war to en- 
dure nor t** mind to believe that war 
itself has existed and exists. 
ROM Ste. Geneviev» we went to the 
Grand Mont d’Amance, the most 
famous point in all the Lorraine 
front, the :outheast corner of the Grand 
Courrone, as Ste. Genevieve is the north-

ern. Here, from a hill some 1300 feet 


high, one looks eastward into the prom- 
ised land of France—into German Lor- 
raine. In the early days of August the 
great French invasion, resting one flank 
upon this hill, the other upon the dis- 
tant Vorzges, had stepped over the fron- 
tier. One could trace its route to the 
distant hills among which it had found 
disaster. 

In these hills the Germans had hidden 
their heavy guns, and the French, com- 
ing under their fire without warning, un- 
supported by heavy artillery, which was 
lacking to them, had broken. Then the 
German invasion had rolled back. You 
could follow the route. In the fore- 
ground the little Seille River could be 
discerned; it marked the old frontier. 
Across this had come the defeated 
troops. They had: swarmed down the 
low, bare hills; they had crossed and 
vanished in the woods just at my feet; 
these woods were the Forest of Cham- 
penoux. Into this forest the Germans 
tad followed by the thousand; they were 
astride the main road to Nancy, which 
rolled white and straight at my feet. 
But in the woods the French rallied. For 
days there was fought in this stretch of 
trees one of the most terrible of battles. 

As I stood on the Grand Mont I faced 
a'most due east. In front of me and to 
the south extended the forest. Exactly

and there was a little cluster of build- 
ings about a fountain. All was in ruins, 
and here, axactiy here, was the high- 
water mark of the German advance. 
They had occupied the ruins for a few 
moments and then had been driven out. 
Elsewhere they had never emerged from 
the woods; they had approached the 
western shore, but the French had met 
them with machine guns and ‘‘75s.’’ The 
brown woods at my feet were nothing 
tut a vast cemetery—thougands of 
French and German soldiers slept there. 

In their turn the Germans had gone 
back. Now, in the same woods, a 
French battery was shelling the Ger- 
mans on the other side of the Seille. 
Under the glass I studied the little vil- 
lages unfolding as on a map; they were 
all destroyed, but it was impossible to 
recognize this. Some were French, some 
German; you could follow the line, but 
there were no trenches; behind them 
French shells were bursting occasionally 
and black smoke rose just above the 
ground. 

Thousands of fhen faced each other 
less than four miles from where I stood, 
but all that there was to be detected 
were the shell-bursts; otherwise one saw 
a pleasant country, rolling hills, mostly 
without woods, bare in the spring, which 
had not yet come to turn them green. 
In the foreground ran that arbitrary line 
Bismarck had drawn between French- 
men 46 years before—the frontier—but of 
natural separation there was none. He 
had cut off a part of France, that was 
all, and one looked upon what had been 
and was still a bleeding wound. 


Kaiser Legends Exploded. 


ASKED the French commandant 
about the various descriptions made 

by those who have written about 
the war. They have described the Ger- 
man attack a8 mounting the slope uf 
the Grand Mont, where we stood. He 
took me to the edge and pointed down. 
It was a cliff almost cs steep ag the 
Palisades. “C'est une . blague,” he 
“Just a story.’’ The Germans 
had not charged here, but in the for- 
est below, where the Nancy road 
passed through and enters the valley 
of the Amezeule. They had not tried to 
carry, but to turn the Grand Mont. 
More than 200,000 men had fought for 
days in the valley below. I asked him 
about the legend of the Kaiser, sitting 
on a hill, waiting in a white uniform 
with his famous escort, waiting until 
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the road was clear for his triumpha! 


tHe laughed. 
the Emperor had done this thing, tne 
hill was ‘‘over there,”’ but had he? 
They are hard on legends at the front, 
and the tales that delight Paris die 
easily on the frontiers of war. 

But since I had asked so much about 
the fighting my Commandant promised 
to take me in the afternoon to the 
point where the struggle had been flerc- 
est, still further to ghe south, where 
all the hills break down and there i» a 
natural gateway from Germany into 
France, the beginning of the famous 
Charmes Gap, through which the Ger- 
man road to Paris from the east ran, 
and still runs. Leaving Nancy behind 
ys, and ascending the Meurthe valley 
on the eastern bank, turning out of it 
before Saint Nicholas du Pont, we came 
presently to the most completely war- 
swept field that I have ever seen. On 
a perfectly level plain the little town 
of Haraucourt stands in sombre ruins. 
Its houses are nothing but ashes and 
rubole. wo out of the village toward 
the east and you enter fields pock- 
marked by shell fire. For several miles 
you can walk from shell hole to shell 
hole. The whole country is a patch- 
work of these shell holes. At every 
few rods a new line of old trenches 
approaches the road and wanders away

have our ancient frontier, not until we 
have Metz and Strassburg. We have 
waited a long time, is it not so?” 


Then the Germans came out of the 
woods in their turn and our artillery 
back at Haraucourt caught them and 
they lost 300 men in a quarter of an 
hour. Along the roadside were innu- 
merable graves. We looked at one. It 
was marked: “Here 196 French.’ 
Twenty feet distant was another; it 
was marked: “Here 1% Germans.” In 
the field where we stood 1 was told 
some 10,000 men are buried. They were 
puried hurriedly, an’ even now when 
it rains arms and legs are exposed. 
Two years had passed, almost two 
years, since this field had been fought 
for. The Germans had taken it. They 
bad approached Haraucourt, but had 
not passed it. This was the center 
and the most vital point in the Lor- 
raine battle. What Foch’s troops had 
Gone about La Fere Champenoise, those 
of Castelnau had done here. The Ger- 
man wave had been broken, but at 
what cost? And now, after so many 
months the desolation of war remained, 
But yet it was not to endure. Beside 
the very graves an old peasant was 
plowing, guiding his plow and his horses 
carefully among the tombs. Four miles 
away more trenches faced each other 
and the battle went on audibly, but 
behind this line, in this very field where 
s0 many ‘ad died, life was beginning. 


Most Wrecked Town of France. 
ATER we drove south, passing 
® within the lines the Germans had 
held in their great advance, we 
traveled through Luneville, which they 
had taken and left unharmed, save as 
shell fire had wrecked an eastern sub- 
urb. We visited Gerbeviller, where every 
structure in the town has been de- 
stroyed. I have never seen cuch a 
headquarters of desolation. Everything 
that had a shape, that had a semblance 
of beauty or of use, lies in complete 
ruin, detached houses, a chateau, the 
blocks in the village, all in ashes. Save 
for Sermaize, Gorbervi‘er is the most 
completely wrecked town in France. 

You enter the village over a little 
bridge across the tiny Mortagne. Here 
some French soldiers made a startd and 
held off the German advance for some 
hours. There was no other battle at 
Gerberviller, but for this defence the 
town died. Never was death so com- 
plete. Incendiary material was placed 
in every house, and all that thorough- 
ness could do to make the destruction 
complete was done. Gerbeviller is dead, 
a few women and children live amidst 
its ashes, there is a wooden barrack 
by the bridge with a postoffice, and 
the inevitable postcards, but only on 
postcards, picture postcards, does the 
town live. It will be a place of pil- 
grimage when peace comes. 

From Gerberviller we went to Bayon 
to the Plateau of Saffais, the ridge be- 
tween the Meurthe and the Moselle, 
where the defeated army of Castlenau 
made its last and successful stand. The 
French line came south from St. Gen- 
vieve, where we had been in the morn- 
ing, through the Grand Mont, across the 
plains by Harraucourt and Corbessaux, 
then crossed the Meurthe by Dombasle 
and stood on the heights from Rossiers 
south. Having taken Luneville, the Ger- 
mans attempted to cross the Meurthe 
coming out of the Forest of Vitrimont. 


Routed Army Finds Itself. 
TANDING on the Plateau of Saf- 
fais and facing east, the whole 
at the 


country unfolded again, as it did 
Grand Mont. The face of the 
Piateau is seamed with trenches. They 
follow the slopes, and the villages of 
Saffais stands out like a promontory.

On this ridge the French had massed 300 
cannon. Their army had come back in 
ruins, and to steady it they had been 
compelled to draw troops from Alsace. 
Mulhausen was sacrificed to save 
Nancy. Behind these crests on which 
we stood a beaten army, almost routed, 
had in three days found itself and re- 
turned to the charge. 

In the shadow of the dusk I looked 
across the Meurthe into the brown mass 
of the Forest of Vitrimont. Through 
this had come the victorious GePmans. 
They had debouched from the wood; 
they had approached the river, hidden 
under the slope, but, swept by the hell 
of this artillery storm, they had broken. 
But few had lived to pass the river, none 
had mounted the slopes. There were 
almost no graves along these trenches. 
Afterward the Germans had in turn 
yielded to pressure from the south and 
gone back. Before the battle of the 
Marne began the German wave of in- 
vasion had been stopped here in the last 
days of August. A second terrific drive, 
coincident with the Marne, had likewise 
failed. Then the Germans had gone 
back to the frontier. The old boundary 
line of Bismarck is now in many in- 
stances an actual line of fire, and no- 
where on this front are the Germans 
more than three or four miles within 
French territory. 

If you should look at the mep of the 
wholly imaginary battle of Nancy, 
drawn by Col. Boucher to illustrate his 
book, published before 1910, a book de- 
scribing the problem of the defense of 
the eastern frontier, you will find the 
lines on which the French stoo* at Saf- 
fair indicated exactly. Col. Boucher had 
not dreamed this battle, but for a gen- 
eration the French general staff had 
planned it. Here they had expected to 
meet the German thrust. When the 
Germans decided to go by Belgium they 
had in turn taken the offensive, but, 
having failed, they had fought ‘heir 
long-planned battle.

“In 1815, when William I ascended the 
throne of Holland, to compensate him 
for the loss of territory surrendered to 
Germany, the duchy of Luxemburg was 
handed over to him, and he was de- 
clared the Grand Duke of Luxemburg. 
This was shortly followed by the Bat- 
tle of Waterloo, and in the following 
year a number of persons who had suf- 
fered serious losses in that unsettled 
and turbulent period aero to 
America. 

“After a somewhat ‘anata voyage, 
they arrived at New Orleans, and later 
on arrived in St. Leuis in May. They 
Saw ‘a resemblance in the hills and 
valleys of this section of the coun- 
try that they viewed from the steam- 
boat (then a recent invention) to their 
native country, and, securing a tract 
of land south of the City of St. Louis, 
they planted thelr orchards and vine- 
yards along a stream which they named 
River des Peres, the ‘‘River of Our 
Fathers.”’ 

Early Example Followed. 

“Although Luxemburg and the sur- 
rounding territory is geographically 
and practically a part of the City of St. 
Louis today, the vineyards and gardens 
Gotting the hills and valleys show that 
the example set by these early pioneers 
has been closely followed by their pos- 
terity, until today this territory has 
the most extensive and small fruit 
farms in the State.’’

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TWOKILLED WHEN 
BOING AT 100-MILE 
SPEED IN AUTO RACE 


Carl Limberg and Aid Catapulted 
100 Feet Over Rail at Sheeps- 
head Bay Track. 


HIS CAR BURNS UP 
Few Spectators Knew of Trag- 
edy—Rickenbacher, in Max- 


well, Finishes First. 


NEW YORK, May 13.—Carl Lim- 
berg, an automobile racer, and R. 
Pallotti, his mechanician, leading the 
field in the 15th lap of the 150-mile 
race for the Metropolitan Trophy, 
were killed when their machine 
crashed into a guard rail on the 


Sheepshead Bay Track this afternoon. 

Limberg, who had been taking the 
turn near the very top of the high 
saucer track, apparently lost control 
of his Deloge car, while rounding 
the bend at a speed of more than 
100 miles an hour. 

Both men were catapulted 190 feet 
over the rail and crashed to the 
ground about 30 feet below the driv- 
er was impaled on an upright piece 
of timber and was killed instantly. 
Pallotti diel on the way to the Coney 
Island Hospital. 

Others Unaware of Tragedy. 

The machine, one of the _ three 
French cars imported for the race 
by Harry 8. Harkness, crumpled under 
the impact, and burst into flames. 
The blazing car clung to the rail as 
the other drivers flashed past without 
slackening speed, ignorant of the fate 
of their fellow racer. ; 

A fiash of flame and a cloud of 
black smoke told the spectators that 
an accident had happened. However, 
as it occured at the far turn of the 
two mile saucer, few realized that it 
marked a tragedy. 

Limberg’s wife was in the grand 
st..nd. As the other cars dashed by, 
she missed her husband’s machine 
and realized that he must be the 
victim of the accident. An attendant 
escorted her from the stand and an 
automobile carried her to the hos- 
pital where she was told Limberg 
had been taken. Not until she reached 
there did she learn that he was dead. 

Few of those in the stands knew 
until the race was nearly over that 
two men had lost their lives. 

Eddie Rickenbacher, driving a Max- 
well, was an easy winner of the 
trophy in ih. 38m. 31s8., an average of 
86.23 miles an hour for the 150 miles. 
Jules Devigne, in a Delage, finished 
second in lh. 35m. 11s. and Ira Vail, 
in a Hudson, third in lh. 38m. 44.688. 

After the accident, Dorio Resta 
forged ahead and led until the 144th 
mile when engine trouble forced him 
to quit. Ralph Mulford led in some 
of the early laps but was forced to 
quit by trouble with his engine be- 
fore Limberg's accident. 


New Record in 20-Mile Race. 

A new world's record was estab- 
lished tn the 20-mile race by Johnny 
Aiken who won this event in 11m. 
16s, The previous record was estab- 
lished on the same track by Rario 
Resta in 11.24:50. Limberg finished 
third im the race and Josef Christiaens 
second. 

Limberg was a long distance run- 
ner and a bicycle d motorcycle rac- 
er before automobile racing became 
popular. He came to New York from 
San Jose, Cal., eight years ago as an 
amateur bicycle racer and later be- 
came a professiona!. 

For several years he was the team- 
mate of Harry Grant, the automobile 
racer, who was fatally burned when 
his machine took fire on the same 
track last “fall, a few days before the 
Astor cup race. He racea with Grant 
in the Indianapolis and Chicago 5600- 
mile races and distinguished himself 
on the dirt tracks by winning the 
American road championship. 

After the Astor cup race last fall, 
in which he drove, he was sent to 
France by Mr. Harkness. president of 
the Sheepshead Bay speedway cor- 
poration and brought back the three 
new cars, in one of which he was 
killed. 


RAIDERS ST EAL U. U.S, ‘ARMY CODE 


Theft of Séctet & iinet From Fort 
Huachuca, Laid to Mexicans. 

El, PASO, Tex. May 13.—-Mex!i- 
cans, or agents of some other nation 
interested in securing the secret 
code of the U. S. Army, last night 
raided the post telegraph office at 
Fort Huachuca, Ariz. A considerable 
sum of money was stolen, towether 
with telegraphic code sheets and all 
vouchers in the office. 

Fort Huachuca is about 60 miles 
morthwest of Nogales, which is on 
the Mexican border. It is the home 
station of the Tenth Cavalry, which 
fs with Gen. Pershing in Mexico. 
Troops are endeavoring to trail the 
raiders.

The plan is to equip the Tennessee, 
Montana, North Carolina and Wash. 
ington with launching catapults and 
four hydro-aeroplanes each. While the 
fcur armored cruisers are not as fast as 
the modern scouts of European navies, 
the aircraft equipment will afd mate- 
rially to their efficiency in this respect. 
In time they will be replaced by faster 
ships. 

Rear Admiral Benson expects to have 
these cruisers fullv equipped and in 
active operation within a vear. This 
is one of many ‘“‘preparedness’’ measures 
which are being worked out by naval 
experts. 

Benson said that nine large naval ves- 
sels, including the six older battleships 
ordered placed in reserve yesterday, will 
be utilized this year for the naval mi- 
litia. 


DIRECTS FIREMEN BY WIRELESS 


New York Chief on One Burning Ship 
Telegraphs Order to Men on 
Another. 


NEW YORK, May 13.—With two 
freight steamers on fire in the bay at 
the same time toniggt, “Smoky” Joe 
Martin, acting Chief of th. Fire De- 
partment, directed his forces by wire- 
less telegraph, the first time such a 
thing has been done. 

From the wireless room of the steam- 
er California, which was afire at its 
West Twenty-third street pier, Martin 
directed the crew of firefighters on 
board the ship and the fire tugs along- 
side and at the same time fought a 
fire on board the steamer Kandahar, 
which was burning in the lower bay 
beyond the narrows. Both ships were 
saved after considerable damage to 
their valuable cargoes of oil, paraffin 
flax and cotton waste. 


GOES TO CHINA TO SELL SILVER 


Insular Treasurer of Phillippines Has 
20,000,000 Pesos. 

MANILA, May 13.—Jeremiah L. Man- 
ning, Insular Treasurer, has gone to 
China to investigate the silver market 
with a view to selling a portion of the 
20,000,000 pesos silver which the wovern- 
ment has at Corregidor. 

Owing to the great demand for silver 
in China, which has caused the Chinese 
Government to declare a partial mora- 
tcrium in order to prevent a depletion of 
the reserves, the silver held by the 
Government is salable at a profit of 35 
per cent. 


170 INDIANS MADE CITIZENS 


Secretary Lane Delivers Address on 
Yankton, Sioux Reservation. 


GREENWOOD INDIAN AGENCY, S. 
D., May 13.—Franklin Lane, Secretary 
of the Interior, today granted full citi- 
zenship rights to 170 residents of the 
Yankton Sioux reservation. 

Lane made an address in which he 
urged upon the red men the full measure 
of responsibility which had been imposed 
upon them. The title to 30,000 acres of 
land, which had been held in trust for 
Indians, was transferred to them. Many 
of the Indians appeared in the dress of 
the tribe. 


MORE BAD LUCK FOR TOWNSHEND 


Birth of Roy Costs General Succes- 
sion to Marquisate

NEW YORK PARADE 
FUR PREPAREDNESS 


Demonstration Continues tor 13 
Hours Over Route Mcre Than 
Four Miles Long. 


FLAG GENERALLY SHOWN 


Thomas A. Edison and Others 
on Navy Consulting Board 
are in Line. 


Hy Leaned Wire From the New York 
Bureano of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, May 13.+This city’s at- 
tiude toward preparedness was emphat- 
ically 


registered today in a parade of 


10,000 men and women over a stretch of 


more than four miles, through flag-be- 


decked streets lined with hundreds of 
thousands of persons, and a lapse of 
more than thirteen hours. 

The first of the marchers started from 
the: city hall shortly before 19 a. m. and 
the line continued to pass the official 
eviewing stand at Fifth avenue and 
Twenty-fourth street until nearly 1! 
o'clock tonight. 

It was a business men’s parade as dis- 
tinct from a politicians’ outing. Presi- 
dent Charles Sherrall of the Chamber of 
Commerce, former Minister to Argen- 
tine, was grand marshal and he and 
the chamber had led in organizing the 
demonstration. The grouping was along 
occupational lines, instead o”° party or 
district affiliations. There were the 
bankers, the brokers, the lawyers, the 
jewelers, the real estate men, the metals 
trade, the white goods, the sporting 
goods, etc. In those groups were every- 
body, from president to office boy and 
stenographer. 


Thomas Edison in Line. 

One of the most interesting marchers 
was Thomas A. Edison. He was in the 
lead of one of the companies of the en- 
gineer’s division and walked from Wash- 
ington Square. 

This command dispersed at Fifty-sev- 
enth street. Accompanying Edison were 
other members of the Naval Consulting 
Beard, including Dr. Peter Cooper Hew- 
itt. Hudson Maxim, Howard KE. Coffin 
and Frank J. Sprague.

During a traffic halt at Twenty-third 
street Maxim asked a boy to get him 
a glass of water. When the urchin had 
fulfilled his errand Maxim handed the 
g'iass to Dr. W. R. Whitney of the Naval 
Censulting Board, who was about to 
drink, when the inventor shouted: ‘No, 
no: pour it om my head.’ This was 
done. Maxim gave his scalp a thorough 
rub, said he felt much better and gave 
the boy 25 cents.. 

Several times Robins asked Edison if 
he were not going to drop out, but the 
inventor remarked each time that he 
was feeling more fit every minute. He 
betrayed no fatigue and held himself as 
erect as a West Point cadet. He was 
plainly pleased by the almost continu- 
ous cheering that marked his walk. 

Flag Was Everywhere. 

Never before in the United States. so 
far as such statistics are «xept, has it 
been known that more than 92,000 per- 
sons paraded to make Known their be- 
liefs. The flag® was everywhere. It 
swung, large sized. in lazy curves, from 
the facades of the great Fifth avenue 
buildings and the staffs surrreounting 
them and the grandstands. It waved and 
fluttered from every hand. 


Mayor Mitchel tonight, after remain- 
ing in the grandstand all day and all 
evening, said the parade was ‘‘enough 
to wake up the dead—even those in 
Washington.” 

For a wonder, the parade got off on 
time. It was just 9:35 o’clock when 
the head of the column—Mayor Mitche! 
and the other officers—left the citv hall. 
It was 10:34 when there passed the re- 
Viewing stand at Madison Square the 
first line of marchers, 20 abreast. From 
that time there was never a delay, never 
a halt of more than half a minute or 
so, until, late tonight, the national guard 
and the Spanish War Veterans swung 
by. Throughout the day there was not 
a single serious accident or serious dis- 
order. 

Major-General Wood declared = with 
warmth that it was the finest civilian 
parade he had ever seen; that he hadn't 
believed such a number of untrained 
persons could pass within such a time. 


Governor Ie Enthusiastic. 

Gov. Whitman, who viewed the dem- 
onstration from a flag-draped balcony 
at Union League Club, declared it was 
the most remarkable example of patriot- 
ism he had ever witnessed. 

“Speaking as a citizen,”’ he said, “I 
should say that every New Yorker who 
saw the parade should have been in- 
spired with pride.”

First of Great Preparedness 


Measures Will Go to House 
and Senate on Monday or 


Tuesday and Is Expected 
to Pass. 


Volunteer Army Proposal Is 
Abandoned, but Clause for 
National Guard of 425,- 
000 Retained. 


Bill Provides Governmient 
Can Take Over Munition 


Plants and for Reorganiza- 


tion of Army.

WASHINGTON, May 13.—The army 


bill, the first of the great preparedness 
measures advocated by the Wilson ad- 
ministration, is ready for final consider 
ation in the House and Senate, thé con- 
ferees having agreed upon its provis- 
fons today. Monday or Tuesday the bill 


will be passed upon vy both houses of 
Congress, and the President will get it 
soon thereafter, The conferees, at @ 
brief session Monday, will go over the 
bill to see that the compromise features 
finally agreed upon today fit fn. 

Under the new bill, the peace strength 
of the regular army can never be below 
160,000 and may be increased to 175,000. 
The authorized strength of the army now 
is 120,000. This does not include more 
than 31,000 memberr of the Quartermas- 
ter’s corps, the medical corps, the signal 
corps, the Philippine Scouts and tnas- 
signed recruits. The peace strength, 
therefore, of the United States army will 
virtually be 206,000 men and the war 
strength, Including 5733 # £Philippine 
Scouts, 6409 men of the Quartermaster's 
corps, 7290 men «cf the medical corps, 
8387 of the signal corps and 87) unas- 
signed recruits, 14 254,000 men. 

The conferees eliminated the Senate 
provisions for a volunteer army, but 
provided for a national guard force of 
425,000 men. Instead of the volunteer 
feature, 
visions for training camps for volun- 
teers, for whom the Government wil! 
provide transportation, uniforms, sub- 
sistence and medical supplies The 
Lodge amendment providing, among 
other things, regular army pay for the 
citizen soldiers while in training camps 
was adopted in part, but the pay fea- 
ture was stricken out. 


Can Take Over Munition Piants. 
The compromise bill provides for war 


materials in case of war or threatened 
war. The House provisions under which 
plants produce or can produce War ma- 
terials shall dispose of their products 
at figures satisfactory to the Govern- 
ment. are retained. The bill gives the 
Government power to take over such 
plants, if the owners will not sell their 
products at reasonable prices. 

The President is given power under 
the new bill to appoint a Board of 
Mobilization of Industry. 

The provision which was put tm By the 
House, whereby the Government will 
obtain gauges, dies, jiggs and the like 
needs for plants to produce munitions 
is retained in the Dill. 

The compromise measure provides for 
a board of two civilians and three army 
officers to investigate the Government 
manufacture of war materials and od 
port by Jan. 1, 1917. 

The conferees retained tn the Senate 
bill the vocational education emend- 
ment, introduced by Senator Smith ef 
Georgia. The Senate provision fixed % 
hours of training per month for men 
taking this vocational e@ucation. That 
was stricken ovt No time limit & 
fixed.

AND SENATE AS NOMINEE 


Of 237 Party Members, 


93 Representatives, 16 


Senators Favor Justice—In 31 Favorite Son 
States He Totals 140.

CHICAGO, May 13.—A dispatch from 
the Washington bureau of the Chicago 
Tribune says: 

“Justice Charles E. Hughes will be 
nominated for the presidency on the 
first or second ballot at the Republican 
national convention next month, if the 
overwhelming sentiment of members of 
his party in the House and Senate, ex- 
pressed in a secret and confidential 
poll may be taken as a criterion. 

“Of 237 Republicans in Congress the 
Justice is the first choice of 93 Repre- 
sentatives and 16 Senators, and the sec- 
ond choice in favorite son states of 
3), a total of 140 and a majority of all 
members, deapite the fact that 12 other 
names are voted for, 10 of whom may be 
considered to be active candidates. 


The House Balict. 

“In answer to the question, “Whe is 
your first choice for the Republican 
nomination for the presidency?’ the 
House members balloted as follows: C. 
E. Hughes, 98; A. B. Cummins, 17; T. E. 
Burton, 16; John W. Weeks,. 12; L. Y. 
Sherman, 11; P. C. Knox, 9; Elihu Root, 
7; Theodore RdBosevelt, 7; C. W. Fair- 
banks, 3; R. M. La Follette, 8; James 
R Mann, 2; William E. Borah, 2; non- 
committal, 15. 

“On the same question the members of 
the Senate expressed their preferences 
as follows: 

Hughes, 16; Burton, 2; Root, 3; Roose- 
velt, 8; Cummins, 3; La Follette, 2: 
Weeks, 2; Borah, 1; Sherman, 1; non- 
ccmmittal, 7. 

“Of candidates who received votes as 
second choice in favorite son states, 
Hughes was the favorite of four in 
Iowa, six in Tilinois, two in Massachu- 
setts, six in Ohio, seven in New York 
and one in Wisconsin. Burton received 
one in the states west of the Mississip- 
p! River and three in New York. Fair- 
banks was named by one in Massachu- 
setts and one in Pennsylvania.

Strong in Coast States. 

“As first choice in the House, Justice 
Hughes was given nine votes out of ten 
in the Pacific coast states of Califor- 
nia, Oregon and Washington; three out 
of four in the Rocky Mountain states 
of Colorado, Wyoming, New Mexico 
and Utah; three out of seven in Kan- 
sas, Nebraska, North Dakota and South 
Dakota; one in Minnesota, three in Wis- 
consin, eight out of ten in the border 
states of Virginia, North Carolina, Ten- 
nessee, Kentucky, Oklahoma, Maryland 
and Missouri; three in Illinois, ten out 
of eleven in Michigan, 15 in Pennsy!- 
vania, 14 1n New York, 6 in New Jersey, 
41n Connecticut, 4 {n Massachusetts and 
4in Rhode Island, Vermont, New Hamp- 
shire and Maine.

“In the Senate, Hughes received 
five votes in New England, four in 
the Middle States, and six west of 
the Mississippi; Burton, one in Ohio 
and one in New England; Weeks, two 
in New England; Root, two west of 
the Mississippi and one in New York; 
Cummins, two in Iowa and one west 
of the Mississippi; LaFollette, one in 
Wisconagin and one west of the Mis- 
sissippi; Roosevelt, three west of the 
Mississippi, and Borah, one in the 
seme locality. Avowed candidates 
were counted as voting for them- 
selves without formality of an inter- 
view. Borah is an exception because 
not an avowed candidate. His one 
vote was not his own. 

“To the question, ‘Who is you sec- 
cndé choice as the nominee of the Re- 
publican party for the presidency,’ 
the response in both Senate and 
House was at follows: Hughes 44, 
Burton 18, Roosevelt 1,. eee: «464, 
Weeks 13, Cummins 10, Fairbanks 5, 
Menn 7, Borah 2, Harding 4, McCall 1 
and Hadley 1.

TORREON, Mex., May 12—via Fl 
Paso Junction, May 13.—Gen. Jacinto 
Trevino, commander of the military di- 
vision of the Northwest, in announcing 
today he would depart next Tuesday for 
Chihuahua City to take command of 
the campaign to clean up the bandits 
of Coahuila, said he hoped the Ameri- 
can troops would co-operate actively in 
bringing the hunt to a prompt termina- 
tion. 

The general said he already was mov- 
ing large bodies of troops into the tn- 
fested region. 

Gen. Jose Santos has reported to Gen. 
Trevino from Parral that he has en- 
tirely wiped eut the Chacon band of 
outlaws. Twenty-six were killed in a 
battle, and eleven were captured and 
executed. 

Chacon was the only bandit 
who refused an offer of amnesty. 

An intermediate for Canuto Reves said 
today that Reyes’ people were only 
waiting for the retirement of the Amer- 
ican forces to lav down their arms..He 
denied that the bandit Contreras is re- 
calcitrant. 

The notorious bandit leader, Pedro Ce- 
dillo, who had for a long time infested 
Northern Vera Cruz, two officers and 
50 of his men have been killed in an en- 
gagement with Government forces under 
Gen. Eugenio Lopez at Ciudad de! Maiz. 
Fifty of the outlaws surrendered. 

Gen. Lopez captured Cludad del Maiz 
and in further skirmishing killed Pedro 
Cedillo’s brother, Martin. The 580 cap- 
tured bandits will be executed. The 
Carranza losses are few. The battle 
with the Cedillos is looked upon as the 
successful beginning of a campaign that 
will clear Northern Vera Cruz of ban- 
dits. 

Gen. Nafarrate, now at Tampico, wires 
Gen. Trevino here that he has taken 
over direction of the campaign with the 
exception of the port of Tuxpam. Gens.

In Signed Article He Says United 
Republicans Have 1,300,000 
Popular Majority. 


LINCOLN, Neb., May 13.—In a 
signed article published today, William 
Jennings Bryan declares the Democratic 
party must, in order to win the com- 
ing campaign, ‘‘move toward peace’ and 
thereby capture the peace element in 
the Republican party. He begins his 
article by quoting from a Chicago news- 
peper’s editorial, in which Wilson is 
called a minority President, in that he 
received fewer votes than Roosevelt and 
Taft combined, and says the Democrats 
must face the fact that a united Re- 
Publican party will enter the campaign 
with a popular majority of 1,300,000 votes. 

Continuing, he says: 

“To the normal Republican advantage 
must be added the disaffection among 
German and Irish Democrats. Without 
attempting to decide whether the Presi- 
dent was wise or unwise in taking the 
course that alienated them, the party !s 
confronted with the fact that this alie- 
nation will cost it a large number of 
votes—enough to defeat the party in 
several close states. 

“From what source can we draw the 
number of recmits necessary to give 
the party a fighting chance? From one 
source and from one source only— 
namely, the peace element of the Re- 
publican party; we cannot draw votes 
from the war element. 

“There is a peace element in the Re- 
publican party, as shown by the vote 
east for Henry Ford in Michigan, Ne- 
braska and other states. This is the 
only element to which the Democratic 
party can appeal, and to appeal to this 
element it will be necessary to do more 
than has yet been done.” 

“Tf any considerable number of Re- 
publicans felt friendly to the President, 
they would have shown it by writin; in 
his name as their choice when they ex- 
pressed themselves at the primary. 

“If this element is to be conciliated. 
it must be done by a move toward 
peace. The opportunity is here. The 
German Government in accepting tlils 
Government's position. in the submarine 
controversy gives as one of its rea- 
sons for doing so, its unwillingness to 
take responsibility for extending or 
spreading the war. It refers to the 
fact that it has twice expressed a de- 
fire to consider terms of peace. 

“The way is open. Will the President 
take advantage of the opportunity? 
Failure to obtain peace would bring no 
humiliation, while success would be of 
tremendous advantage to him political- 
ly, as well as a blessing to this country 
and to the world. He can at one stroke 
destroy all the advantage the Republi- 
can party now has and make the race 
on the record of a peacemaker. Will 
he give voice to the world’s conscience 
—to humanity's hope?’’

British Repulse German Attacks in 
East Africa. 

LONDON, May 13. — The German 
forces in German East Africa have been 
on the offensive against the British ex- 
peditionary force under Gen. Jan Chris- 
tian Smuts there, but,’ according to an 
official statement issued tonight, the 
German attacks were beaten off, the 
attacking forces losing heavily. The 
efficial statement says: 

“Telegraphing on May 12, Lieutenant- 
General Smuts reports that the enemy, 
having effected a concentration of 
troops under the personal command of 
Col. Von Lettow-Vorbeck (commander 
of the German Imperial troops in Ger- 
man East Africa) in the vicinity of 
Kilamatinde, made a considerable dis- 
play of activity in the direction of 
KX<ondoa and Irangi since May 3. An at- 
tack at the latter place. preceded by a 
Leavy bombardment was attempted 
during the night of May 9-10, and was 
criven off with severe losses. 

“The enemy persisted in his offensive 
during the tenth and eleventh, and aft- 
er sunset on the latter day, made a de- 
termined effort against the British left 
fiank, which was repulsed. During the 
twelfth there were no enemy attacks. 
Our losses were inconsiderable. 

“A report received, but not yet con- 
firmed, is that Belgian forces in Ruinda 
have penetrated to Kigali, after en- 
countering slight opposition.”’ 


Submarine Sank Galgate, Crew Left 
to Fate, Admiralty Says. 
LONDON, May 13.—The British ship, 
Galgate, sunk May 6, was sent to the 
bottom by a torpedo from a German 
eubmarine, according to a British Ad- 
miralty staternent this evening. The 
submarine did not provide for the safe- 
ty of the crew, the statement declares, 
and 13 men who were in one of the Gal- 
gate’s boats are still missing. The 
statement 7 
“The ship Galgate was sunk by a tor- 
ped® from a German submarine on May 
6. 188 miles west of Ushant. Twelve of 
the crew in one boat were landed at 
Brest. Another boat, with 13 men, is 
still missing. According to the mate's 
deposition, the ship hove to when sig: 
mnaled to abandon ship. The submarine 
made no provision for the safety of the 
crew, which Was compelled to embark 
in boats an@ was exposed to great 

risk from hig& seas.” 


Heavy Fighting Continues ine the 
Verdun Sector. 

PARIS, May 13.—Heavy fighting con- 
tinues In the Verdun region, but without 
fmportant changes. The official state- 
m.ent from the War Office tonight says: 

“On the left bank of the Meause the 
bombardment diminished in intensity in 
the course of the day. We repulsed an 
attack against our positions to the west 
of Hill 304. On the slope northeast of 
¥.e Mort Homme an attempt at a sudden 
attack by the enemy completely failed.” 


Turks Beaten in Fight on Way to 
Ersingan. 

PETROGRAD, May 13.—The 
Office statement today says: 

“Caucasus front: In the direction 
of Ersingan, detachments of our 
regular troops, in conjunction with 
territorial reserves, following a mer- 
ciless night attack powerfully organ- 
izeqg by the enemy on a lofty range 
dominating the whole adjoining re- 
gion, took prisoner in the course of 
the engagement 30 officers and 365 
soldiers of Turkish infantry. 

“Un wne left wing or our army, one 
of our columns having defeated the 
Turks in an engagement which lasted 
two days, took prisoners and captured 
an undamaged gun, more than 2000 
rifles, many thousand cartridges and 
n large quantity of gunpowder and 
other material.”

Germans Penetrate British Trench, 
Are Driven Out. 


LONDON, May 13.—The British of- 
ficial communication on the campaign 
in the western zone issued tonight 
says: 

“After a heavy bombardment last 
night against our trenches between 
the River Somme and Maricourt, the 
enemy made three attacks, one of 
which succeeded in getting into our 
trenches, but was at once driven out. 
Some dead Germans were observed 
on our wire this morning and one 
prisoner was taken. We lost one 
prisoner.”

JUDGE RASSIEUR 
ING. AR. UNIFORM 
ASKS FOR RECRUITS 


“You Cannot Fight Unless You 
Know How,” Veteran Tells 
Young Men at Armory. 


Former Judge Leo Rassieur, attired 
in his old Grand Army uniform, spoke 
at a recruiting rally at the First Regi- 
ment armory last night and told the 
young men present that if he were a 
girl he would say to any young man 
asking her hand in marriage: “I want 
no husband unless he is a man able to 
defend his country.”’ 

The audience, made up of about 200 
men in uniform and about 20 young 
men who are trying to make up their 
minds to get into uniform, applauded 
vigorously. 

Lieutenant-Colone! L. K. Robbins, who 
presided at the meeting, told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter that he was greatly 
disappointed at the small attendance, 
but that he believed the speeches of 
the evening would bring to the regi- 
ment the 300 recruits desired. The regi- 
ment now has a strength of about 900 
men on the rolls. This would be suf- 
ficient to make a first-class showing. 
but there is generally a shortage of 30) 
men at regimental drill, whith must be 
supplied. 

Many Inquiries Received. 

Only 12 recruits ha: been reported 
up to the time of the rally last night, 
but the officers of the various compa- 
nies said that they had received many 
inquiries from young men regarding en- 
listment and they belisved that they 
would be able to sign up at least 150 
men before tomorrow. The time for 
enlistment, to enable a rec iit to at- 
tend the annual encampment at Nevada 
with army pay the week of July 15 
expires tomorrow night. 

Walter H. Saunders, an attorney, who 
was the first speaker, said that the 
mistakes this nation had made in the 
past regarding preparedness were no 
excuse for mistakes that may come 
now. 

“One hundred patriotic young men 
today are worth 100 millionaires in value 
to this country,” he added. ‘‘We have, 
as a country, no friend in Europe or 
Asia. We are the richest nation in the 
world. The warring nations, all fully 
armed, will be obliged to replace their 
financial losses of this war. We will be 
the victims unless we arrange to pro- 
tect ourselves. 

“There is no use arguing against pre- 
paredness. A fire escape upon a build- 
ig does not bring about a fire. If a 
man wears a raincoat it does not mean 
that it will rain. 

Takes Issue With Bryan. 

“The greatest intoxication of oratory 
is that of Bryan when he says that we 
can raise an army of 1,000,000 between 
sunrise and sunset. The other nations 
know that we cannot do any such 
thing.”’ 

Former Judge Rassieur pointed to the 
brass buttons on his blue coat and said: 

‘T’'ve been in the army, lads. I would 
like to join again, but I’m too old. They 
won't let me. You boys must make 
the new record. But you boys must get 
ready to fight. You cannot fighth unless 
you know how. It will be too late to 
get ready after the fight starts. 

“No man is worthy of citizenship if 
he does not prepare to discharge his 
duty to the country. Those who learn 
ia time of peace to do duty fn war will 
be the leaders when war comes. This 
was true in 1861 and it is true today. 

“I was earning $10 a month just be- 
fore the outbreak of the Civil War. I 
bought a book of tactics and studied it 
night and day. I practiced tactics with 
my father’s shotgun. When the cal] 
came I was better prepared than the 
majority of captains fin the Union army. 
“IT constantly wonder why more young 
men do not join the militia. YT know 
that any business man would rather 
pick out as an assistant a young man 
who has had army training. 

“‘Missouri is not ashamed of anything 
except the lack of interest here in the 
National Guard. The elements fighting 
against the growth of the guard should 
go elsewhere. Who opposes the growth 
of the National Guard its a friend of 
disorder The National Guard ts not 
an institution created to put. down lia- 
bor, but to uphold liberty. I hope all 
the young men here tonight who are 


qualified to do so, will join with my

YOU CAN'T SWIM 
WITH HER IN GITY 
PUOLS THIS YEAR 


Men and Women Will Not Be 
Allowed to Use Them at 
Same Time. 


No use inviting HER to come and float 
with you, this summer, unless you have 
the price of admission to a private nata- 
torium or a trip to the Meramec or some 


other such water. So far as the munici- 


pal swimming pools are concerned, She 
will have to do her floating at such 
times—probably the forenoons—as when 
all men folk are barred. 

Park Comissioner Cunliff, in announc- 
ing yesterday the program for public 
recreations for the season, said that a 
new rule had been established in this 
respect. Heretofore men and women 
were admitted to the Fairground pool at 
the same time. 

Various organizations, he said, had 
made serious complaints about the prac- 
tice, so it {s to be abandoned. On ac- 
count of a shortage in the appropriation, 
the swimming pools will be kept open 
only eight hours a day. Men will get 
the lion’s share of the time, as the 
afternoons and evenings will be allotted 
to them. 


Complains of Lack of Funds. 

The Commissioner complains that his 
department is to be handicapped in 
many respects because of insufficient 
funds. The cost of running it should 
be about $30,000 more than last year be- 
cause of new pools and playgrounds, he 
said, but the appropriation allowed by 
the Board of Aldermen and the Board 
of Estimates is only $1000 greater. By 
working economies, however, the Com- 
missioner believes it will be possible to 
accommodate as many, if not more, per- 
sons than last year. 

The real beginning of the season will 
be on Sunday, June 4, when there will 
be a band concert on Art Hill in Forest 
Park and a chorus of 800 high’ school 
students, who will sing selections from 
the opera ‘“Aida.’’ Bleachers will be 
formed for the singers and a canvas 
curtain, 12 feet high, back of them, will 
serve for a sounding board. 

Regular band concerts will not start 
until the week following. The first ene 
will be in Forest Park, and after that 
there will be a concert in a different 
park every night. 

Municipal dances will be held in six 
playgrounds as last summer, although 
there will be no dances on Tuesday 
and Thursday nights. An eight-piece 
orchestra will play for them. The first 
will be at Dakota Playground June 19. 
These dances are chaperoned by officers 
of civic organizations in the various 
neighborhoods. 

Forest Park to Have Bus Line. 

After much delay, the Board of Alder- 
men has finally consented to finance a 
municipal bus lines in Forest Park. One 
can take a 45-minute, continuous ride 
for five cents. As the busses are to 
make regular ascensions of Art Hi!) 
St. Louisans are expected to form a 
tore intimate acquaintance with the 
art treasures in the Museum. 

The swimming pools will be opened 
June 17, the day after school closes. 
Two new pools, one for negroes at Gar- 
rison and Lucas avenues, and the other 
the South Side Pool at Osage and Min- 
nesota avenues, will be operated this 
vear, The latter will be opened for- 
mally June 24 under the auspices of the 
Tenth Ward Improvement Association. 

Municipal Playday, which was so suc- 
cessful last year, will be observed 
again, probably on one of the last two 
Saturdays in July. The plans call for a 
half holiday, a parade including the fire 
department and other municipal depart- 
ments, which will have floats, ath- 
letic games, etc. 


Will Be No Free Movies. 
There wil be no free movies. Com- 


missioner Cunliff apparently is greatly 
chagrined at this, for he says, in his of- 
ficial announcemen(: 

“The appropriation for this purpose 
was eliminated by the Board of Est!- 
mates and Apportionment on account of 
the protests from the owners of the 
moving picture shews throughout the 
City of St. Leuis.

SIR EDWARD GREY OUTLINES | 
BRITISH POSITION IN WAR 


English Foreign Minister Reiterates That Allies 
| Will Not Tolerate Prussian Tyranny 
Over Western Europe. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
CHICAGO, May 13.—Edward Price 


Bell, in a copyrighted eabdle to the Chi- 
cago Daily News today, tells of an in- 
terview with Sir Edward Grey, Secre- 
tary of State for Foreign Affairs. Sir 
Edward talked with Bell at @ luncheon! 
in the statesman’s home in London. The 
Foreign Minister, in discussing peace, is 


quoted as follows: 

“Prussian tyranny over Western Eu- 
rope, including these islands, our peo- 
ple will not stand. The pledges given 
by Mr. Asquith as regards the restora- 
tion of Belgium and Servia shall be 
kept. We have signed a pact to make 
peace only in concert with our allies. 
This pact, I need not say, we shall 
honor strictly and to the end. 

For a Free Europe. 

“What we and our allies are fighting 
for is a free Europe. We want Europe 
free not only from the domination of 
one nationality by another, but from 
hectoring @plomacy and the peril of 
war; free from the constant rattling of 
the sword in the scabbard and from the 
perpetual talk of shining armor and 
war lords. 

“In fact,’’ added Sir Edward, reflec- 
tively, ‘““we feel that we are fighting for 
equal rights, for law, justice and peace 
gna for civilization throughout the 
world, as against brute force which 
knows no restraint and no mercy.”’ 

‘“‘What do you mean by the destruc- 
tion of Prussian tyranny?’’ Bell asked. 

“What Prussia proposes as we un- 
derstand her,’’ replied Sir Edward, ‘‘is 
Prussian supremacy. She proposes a 
Burope modeled and ruled by Prussia. 
She is to dispose of the liberties of her 
neighbors and of us all. 


Fighting the German Idea. 

‘We say that iife on these terms is In- 
tolerable. This also is what France, 
Italy and Russia say. We are not only 
fighting Prussia’s attempt to do in this 
instance to‘all Evrope what she did tv 
non-Prussian Germany, but we are fight- 
ing the German idea of the wholesome- 
ness—almost desirability—of ever recur- 
rent war. Prussia under Bismarck de- 
liberately and admittedly made three 
wars. 

“We Want settled peace throughout 
Europe which will be a guaranty 
against aggressive war. Gerfnhany’s 
philosophy is that settled peace spells 
disintegration, degeneracy and the sacri- 
fice of the heroic qualities in the human 
character. 

“Such philosophy, if it is to survive 
as a practical force, means eternal ap- 
prehension and unrest. It- means ever- 
increasing armaments. It means arrest- 
ing the development of! mankind along: 
lines of culture and humanity.

ively. Every guard unit in the city 
was ordered out in uniform and heavy 
marching order, to show New Yorkers 
how they would appear if they actually 
were answering a call to the colors.

Duty toe Prepare, Says T. R. 

Col. Roosevelt, who had a boy 
scout parade of his own down at 
O-ster Bay today, said: 

“Mrs. Roosevelt felt that she must 
go in and march because we both 
regard the prime duty of this coun- 
try, at this moment, is to prepare. 
Unless a nation is true to itself it will 
be false to every one else. No nation 
can help any other nation, if it can't 
protect its own national honor and 
its sons and daughters wherever they 
are; and this is can never do without 
preparation, And I believe that the 
significance of 130,000 people march- 
ing, means that our country is wak- 
ing up. I believe that Congress mis- 
represents the attitude of the Ameri- 
can people toward preparedness.’

When persons 
come to me with pacifie counsels I think 
they should tell me what sort of peace 
they have in mind. They should let me 
kpow on which side they stand, for the 
opponents do not agree. 

“If they think, for example, that Bel- 
gium was innocent of offense; that she 
has been unspeakably wronged; that 
She should bet set up again by those 
w*9 tore her down, then it seems to me 
teat they should say so. 

“Peace counsels that are purely ab- 
stract and make no attempt to dis- 
criminate between the rights and 
wrongs of this war are ineffective if 
not irrelevant.’’ 

“German statesmen assert that En- 
gland is the only real obstacle to peace,”’ 
Sir Edward was told. 

Englang Wants Peace. 


“Nobody wants peace more than we 


want it, but we want a peace that does 
jutice and a peace that re-establishes 
respect for the public law of the 
world. 

‘“‘Presumably Germany would like the 
neutrals to think that we are applying 
rressure to keep France, Russia and 
Italy In the war. We are not. France, 
Russia and Italy need né urgink to keep 
them in the war. They know why they 
are in the war. They know they are in 
ir to preserve evérything that is pre- 
cious to nationality. It fis this knowledge 
which makes them determined and un- 
cenquerable. 

“It fs impossible for me to express to 
you our admiration for the achievements 
of our associates in this struggle. And 
as is the measure of our admiration, so 
also will be the measure of our contribu- 
tion to the common cause. 

“There are two statements that come 
from German sources. One is that we 
are preventing the allies from making 
peace. This goes to the address of the 
neutrals. The other is that we are med- 
itating a separate peace with the allies. 
This foes to the address of one or the 
other of the allies. Each statement is 
absolutely untrve.’’

FREDERICK W. STINES, FOR 40 
YEARS JUSTICE OF PEACE, DIES 


Picturesque Figure of Meramec Town- 
ship Was Born in County 
76 Years Ago. 

Frederick W. Stines, a picturesque 
figure in Meramec Township, St. Louis 
County, where he had been Justice of 
the Peace for 40 years, died yesterday 
at his home in Pond from the infirm- 
ities of old age. He was barn in the 
county 76 years ago and was first elect- 
ed Justice of the Peace in 1876, holding 
the position at his death. 

He was a Civil War veteran and was 
one of the organizers of the first Re- 
publican party organizations in the 
county. He was sought by aearly every- 
one in his township for advice in mat- 
ters of all kinds and was noted for his 
efforts to get litigants to settle their 
disputes out of court, although such set- 
tlement meant the loss of fees to him- 
self. 

He is survived by his wife, who is 68 
years old, and seven married sons. His 
funeral will be held Tuesday afternoon. 
Burial will be in Bethel Cemetery.

Seaman refused to state, when asked 
by a Post-Dispatch reporter, why he 
had discharged Heusmann.

HER BANK STOCK, 
MRS. HAWLEY SAYS 


Files Answer to Suit of Mercan- 
tile Trust to Determine 
Owner of Shares. 


Mrs. Bessie Hawley of 3864 Cleve- 
land avenue, wife of Dr. Nelson J. 
Hiawley, and foster-daughter of the 
Jate Capt. Henry King, editor of the 
Globe-Democrat, filed an answer yes- 
terday, in Judge Arnold’s court, in 
the suit instituted by the Mercantile 
T'rust Co., to determine the owner- 
ship of 25 shares of the company’s 
sieck. 
At the present market price of $343 
a share, the stock is worth $8575, and 
it yields monthly dividends of $1.50 
a share, or $37.50 a month for the 
biock of 25 shares. It is in Mrs. Haw- 
ley’ name, and she asserts that the 
stock was was given her Ly Capt. 
King before his death, which was a 
year ago tomorrow. But as it was 
in Capt. King’s safe deposit box. 
Capt. King’s grandsons, Albe W. King 
and Harry L. King, who are executors 
of the estate, took possession of it, and 
they contend that it belongs to the 
estate. The trust company accordingly 
filed suit to determine the ownership, 
and is holding back payment of the 
monthly dividends on the 25 shares, until 
the case is settled. 
Lived at Hawley Home. 

Mrs. Hawley, in her answer, says she 
entered Capt. King’s home when she 
was 3 years old, anc that from that 
time until his death they treated 
each other as father and daughter. 
Tor the last 12 years of his life, she 
says, Capt. King lived at the Hawley 
home, paying $75 a month toward the 
heusehold expenses. 
She says he bought the Mercantile 
Trust stock in June, 1902, paying $400 
a share for it, and that it was put 
in the name of Capt. King’s friend, 
Max Kotany. The reason for this, 
Mrs. Hawley sets forth, was that, “as 
ecitor of a newspaper, Capt. King 
cid not desire to appear as the owner 
of stocks.” The stock remained in 
Kectany’s name, she says, until Sept. 
1914, when, realizing his poor 
health would soon compel him to re- 
tire from active work, Capt. King 
had the stock transferred, not to his 
own name, but to Mrs. Hawley’s 

Mrs. Hawley says this action was 
intended as a gift of the stock to 
her, and that the stock was placed 
in his deposit box for safe keeping. 
She said the checks for dividends 
ees 
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were made out in her name, and that 


she indorsed them and gave them 
to Capt. King, who continued to 
pay $75 a month toward household 
expenses. 

Cap.t King’s will ,after disposing of 
hig valuable library, left the remainder 
9 his property in trust, with the two 
grandsons as executors and Mrs. Haw- 
ley as executrix and provided that Capt. 
King’s son, Henry L. King, should re- 
ceive $600 a year and his wife $900 a 
year for the rest of their lives. The rest 
of the income is to be divided bétween 
the two grandsons and Mrs. Hawley, 
with the proviso that, after Mrs. Haw- 
ley’s death, her share shall go to her 
daughter, Henryetta, now 9 years old.

GRAND JURY 10 


Vice Pres 
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REPORT 10 MAJOR 
ON SANATORIUM 


Likely to Recommend Thorough 
Reorganization of Mt. Vernon 
Institution. 


From a Staff Correspondent of the

MOUNT VERNON, Mo., May 13.— 
News which leaked out of the Lawrence 
County grand jury room today indicated 
that indictments being 
turned as a result of the investigation 
of the financial of the 


State Tuberculosis Sanatorium, the 
grand jury will make a recommendation 
to Gov. Major that there be a thorough 
reorganization of the management and 
many officials removed. 

Five members of. the board of man- 
agers of the sanatorium, Dr. CC. C. En- 
glish, the superintendent, and William 
J. Salts, the steward, were the only 
witnesses before the grand jury. There 
have been no other material witnesses 
summoned. 

It is Known that the jurors have dis- 
cussed returning into court a recom- 
dendation that the Governor ask for 
the resignations of members of the 


instead of re- 


management 


board of managers and of several of the 
leading officers of the sanatorium. 
Questioned About Furniture. 

The witnesses heard by the grand jury 
were questioned about the shipment of a 
handsomely upholstered chair to each 
of four members of the Board of Man- 
agers, which was quickly stopped more 
than @ week ago when the Post-Dis- 
patch began an investigation of the 
shipments, the disappearance of several! 
valuable registered cattle from the san- 
atorium’s herd of Holsteins, and of the 
payment of $500 to President Eaton of 
the Board of Managers and H. H. Ho- 
henschild of St. Louis, architect for the 
board, for expenses of a trip to San 
Francisco, when the Panama-Pacific 
Exposition was in progress. 

The trip was made for the announced 
purpose of superintending the packing 
and shipping of furniture in the Mis- 
souri Building, which the Legislature or- 
dered should be sent to the sanatorium 
without expense to the sanatorium. 

Affairs at the sanatorium have been 
n &@ somewhat chaotic condition since 
Wednesday, when Supt. English dis- 
charged Miss Pear! Sims, a nurse, wno 
was a great favorite with patients, and 
since the fist fight the same afternoon 
letween Supt. English and Steward 
Salts. 

As a testimonial to Miss Sims more 
than 50 patients marched to the railroad 
station in violation of the rules of the 
sanatorium and cheered her lustily. Su- 
perintendent English told the Post-Dis- 
patch reporter that he had no intention 
of punishing the patients who had vio- 
lated the rules. He said the demonstra- 
tion “‘reminds him of his college days,”’ 
and that it was “more like a prank 
of college students than anything else.” 

More than a dozen patients to whom 
the reporter talked referred to the dem- 
onstration as ‘‘a riot.’’ These patients

and others have signed letters and tele- 
grams to Gov. Major, urging him to 
make a persona! investigation for the 
good of the sanatorium. They said to- 
day they had received no replies to 
their telegrams and letters. 
Farmer Still at Sanatorium. 

Jerry Farmer of Kansas City, a pa- 
tient, is still at the institution, although 
he says that Superintendent English 
ordered him to leave it. Farmer said 
he refused to go and told the Super- 
intendent he would remain at the sana- 
torium. Superintendent English said he 
had not ordered Farmer to leave. Far- 
mer is considered by Superintendent 
English to be the leader of the patients 
who are demanding an investigation. 

Farmer said he thought the Superin- 
tendent’s fdea that he was a leader 
Was correct. Farmer is the patient who 
started after the Superintendent with a 
baseball bat after the removal of Miss 
Sims. He was restrained by other pa- 
tients.

Priest Helps Builders and Men 
Thresh Out Difficulties for 
Several Hours. 


Representatives of the Master Bulld- 
ers’ Association and the Hod Carriers’ 
ond Building Laborers’ Union met !n the 


Century Building yesterday afternoon 
for the first time in an effort to patch 
up their differences and settle a strike 
which began & week ago yesterday, 
when more than 2000 men quit work. 
They had been in session less than a 
minute when the union spokesman de- 
manded full recognition for the Building 
Laborers’ Union, 

One contractor arose from his seat, 
picked up his hat, and announced: 
“Then there’s no use talking. We'll 
never do that.”’ He started for the door. 

Father Timothy Dempsey, the priest, 
who has mediated successfully itn sever- 
al recent strikes, stretched up to hts full 
“six foot six,”’ and holding aloft one 
hand, interposed. 

“Just a minute, men. I think we had 
better talk this over just a little.’’ 

Father ‘‘Tim’s’ advice was taken, and 
they talked it over amicably for two 
hours and 40 minutes, but wtihout com- 


of the union, was excluded from the con- 
ference at the request of the contractors, 
anad a number of the laborers followed 
him out. Charles J. Lammert, president, 
and Maurice J. Cassidy, secretary of 
the Building Trades Council, then repre- 
sented the union. C, B. McCormack, a 
contractor, spoke for the Master Build- 
ers’ Association. Father Dempsey acted 
as arbiter. 

After the conference Father Dempsey 
announced that no agreement had been 
reached. He thought a_ satisfactory 
agreement would be reached at another 
conference to be held tomorrow after- 
noon. “Everything looks very bright,” 
he added. 

The laborers insist on recognition. Mo- 
Cormack said that the Master Builders 
would continue to oppose it. “These 
men are not hod carriers; they are mere- 
ly laborers,” he said. “And if they don’t 
want to work we can get others.” 

The laborers demand recognition of 
their union, a minimum wage of 85 cents 
an hour and an eight-hour day. The 
Master Builders’ Association, compris- 
ing about 80 per cent of S&8t. Louis’ 
building contractors, offers from 2% to 
27% cents an hour and a 10-hour day, 
without recognition. 

Cassidy announced that 880 of the la- 
borers are still on strike, and that the 
remainder of the strikers are skilled 
artisans affiliated with the Council who 
are out in “sympathy.”

Third Choice in Betting Lands 
Ahead of Favorite by Half 
a Length. 


STAR HAWK OFF BADLY 


Almost Left at Post, English 
Horse Comes With Rush 
and Finishes Second.

Ward’s son of Jim Gaffney, after hav- 
ing set the pace part of the way, 
lasted to win third money by a head 
from his stablemate, Dodge. The 
other five starters were strung out 
for an eighth of a mile. 
Surprisingly disappointing to the 
thousands at the track, was the run- 
ning of the Harry Payne Whitney 
pair, Dominant and Thunderer, in- 
stalled heavy favorites. Dominant 
for a short distance flattered his 
backers when Jockey J. Notter hus- 
tled him into the lead at the rise 
of the barrier. The heretofore un- 
beaten Thunderer, full brother of last 
year’s Derby winner, Regret, never 
was prominent. 


Star Hawk Almost Left. 


Star Hawk’s performance was sen- 
sational. Apparently unacquainted 


with American past usage, the En- 
glish colt was almost left and trailed 
the field by many lengths when pass- 
ing the grandstand the first time. He 
did not seem to strike his stride un- 
til half of the race had been run, but 
thein he came with a tarrinhe rush aud 
overtook the field one by one except 
the winner. 

Dominant set a fast pace for three- 
quarters of a mile, closely attended 
by Kinney, when both stopped badly. 

ranklin, a Kentucky colt and on 
which the hopes of the Kentuckians 
were pinned, assumed the lead mo- 
mentarily. Turning into the stretch, 
George Smith took command and was 
urged by Jockey Loftus into a long 
enough lead to win, despite Star 
wawk's belated sprint. 

At all stages of the race, Dodge 
was well up.

One of the largest crowds that ever 
attended a derby saw Gov. A. O. Stan- 
lev of Kentuck place a wreath of 
roses around George Smith’s neck and 
present a boquet to Jockey Loftus. 

The race today was the forty-sec- 
ond annual running of the Kentucky 
Derby at Churchill Downs and the 
field of starters comprised the great- 
est three-year-olds in the country 
today. There were 56 nominations, 
from which number I2 starters were 
picked. Star Hawk was an_e early 
favorite in the pari-mutuel Letting. 

The race was worth approximately 
$15,000 and was for a mile and a 
quarter. Arrangements had been made 
by the officials to accommodate 100,- 
000 patrons and the largest crowd 
that ever witnessed a Derby was on 
hand.

Famed Missouri U. Star Again Negotiates High Hurdles in 
World’s Time of 14 4-5 Seconds—Breaks Conference 
Record for Broad Jump and Low Hurdles.

This morning's race was a thing of 
beauty. In contrast to the hard rain 
of the day before the sun was shin- 


ing brightly and there was a slight 
breeze Biowite diagonally across the 
track to the runners’ backs. Both 
stands were filled with spectators, in- 
cluding several hundred school ath- 
letes who will. never forget the race 


they saw. 
Simpson Leads All the Way. 


At the crack of the gun four ath- 
letes leaped from théir marks, the 


two Missouri men slightly in the lead. 
After the first hurdle was cleared, 
Simpson assumed the lead. Hurdle 
after hurdle he cleared in matchless 
form, just grazing each one as he 
flew over. At the tape he was five 
yards ahead of Elliott of Kansas, 
Leas of Missouri also led Elliott un- 
til the last hurdle but was a close 
third. 

Simpson’s lead over his fleld today 
was not so great as it was last Sat- 
urday over Packer of Ames, and the 
spectators did not think the time 
would be as fast. But two of the 
five timers caught it at 14 3-5 sec- 
onds and three at 14 4-5 seconds. 

The timers were all out-of-town 
men: Harry Selvidge of Manual 
Training High School, Kansas City; 
Cc. B. Root of Westport High School, 
Kansas City; B. E. Wiggans of the 
Polytechnic Institute of Kansas City; 
Charles Roberts of Webster Groves 
High School, Webster Groves, and L. 
Moyer of the High School 8t. Joseph. 

Simpson is a junior in the college 
of agriculture, hailing from’ Bos- 
worth, Mo. An athlete of fame be- 
fore coming to the university, he has 
developed wonderfully since he hag 
come under the tutelage of Coach 
Schulte. He now holds the world’s 
record in the 120-yard high hurdles 
and Missouri Valley an Western 
Conference records in the high and 
low hurdles. This morning he broke 
two ‘more Missouri Valley records, 
negotiating 23 feet, 6 3-4 inches in 
the broad jump and running the 220- 
yard low hurdles in 24 2-5 seconds. 

He finished first in the 220-yard 
dash with the time of 22 seconds flat, 
a fifth of a second slower than the 
Valley record, and ran the 100-yard 
dash in 10 1-5 seconds, winning this 
event. 

He has run the high hurdles twice 
at the Pennsylvania games, finishing 
second in 1915 to Fred Kelly, and this 
year, running on a rass track for 
first time in 15 seconds. He has one 
more year at Missouri. His contests 
this spring and summer will be the 
Missouri Valley and Western Confer- 
ence meets and the National A. A. U. 
events. 

Missouri won this morning's meets, 
score 68 to 41.

Pennsylvania Flier Betters His 
Own World’s Mark Made 
at Stockholm. 


CORNELL WINS POINT CUP 


Windnagle, of Ithacan Team, 
Finishes First in Quarter and 
Second in 880. 


PHILADELPHIA, May 13.—Running 
his last race in a dual college event 
on Franklin Field today, Ted Mere- 
dith, Pennsylvania's champion, broke 
the world’s record when he won the 
half-mile race in the track meet with 
Cornell. The Ithacans won the meet 
in casy fashion, 83 1-4 to 33 3-4 points. 

Meredith’s time was 1m. 621-5s., 
lowering the time of 1.62 1-2 made by 
him in the Olympic games at Stock- 
holm in 1912, when he won the 800- 
meters championship and continued 
to the half-mile mark for a new 
world’s record.

The trains left Sackett’s 
RKarbor, N. Y., Thursday night and 
came here by way of Chicago, a fourth 
train being routed by way of Kansas 
City. They had right of way over every- 
thing and the conductor of the third 
it made the trip here from 
Chicago in five minutes under the 
schedule of the fastest train on his road, 
the Chicago & Alton.

ELEPHANT I UTTE, N. M., May 13.— 


Work was completed here today on the 
Elephant **u..e Dam, a United States 
reclamatior project, which, by dam- 
ming the Rio G:ande River, forms the 
sreatest storage reserve in the world. 
Construction begun five year. ago. The 
veservoir will feed an irrigation systen. 
that will -vater 185,000 acres of land !n 
New Mexico, Texas and Mexico. The 
dam blocks a canyon of the Rio Grande, 
120 miles “orth of E) :’aso. 

It is the fifth of the Government's big 
ir-igation projects and will store the 
entite flow aud flood of the river. The 
reservoir will hold 115,000,000,000 cubic 
feet of water, which, reclamation serv- 
ice experts say, would cover the State 
of Deluware to * dept! of two feet. 

The dam stands 318 feet high and is 
1574 feet long. It provides a roadway 
across the canyon 16 feet wide and at 
its vase is 235 feet thick. 

Territcry to be irrigated by the reser- 
voir lies in four valleys. [Tor each of 
these a diversion dam and main canals 
are being constructed. Twenty-five 
thousand acres of the land is on the 
Mexico side of the river, near Juarez. 
More than half of it is virgin, with 2 
small acreage owned by the Govorn- 
ment. 

The Government vefore <ceginning 
conctruction of the dam laid out a town 
equipped with modern conveniences, 
Slectric lights, rater and sewcrag?; 
stores, schools, hospitals, ho.els and a 
theater. At times as many as 4000 per- 
sons lived in the town, whose govern- 
ment was entirely under the jurisdic- 
tion of the enginee.s. A railway was 
ecnstructed through 13 miles of rough 
cc ‘y to connect the town with a 
main line railroad.

NEW YORK, May 13.—“Intervention 
in Mexico is certain to come if that 
country continues to yield to influences 
outside of Mexico that are exciting op- 
position to the United States in what- 
ever it undertakes,’’ declared United 
States Senator James Hamilton Lewis 
of Illinois,, in an address before the 
Society of Patriots and Founders here 
tonight. ‘‘Unless the harrassing of the 
United States and itis citizens in Mexico 
ceases, it will be the duty of this coun- 
try to overcome the opponents of peace 
and order and aid in establishing a sta- 
ble government in Mexico, leaving to 
the people of that country, through the 
expedition of the ballot, the selection of 
their officials. 

“The President of the United States 
has no desire to take this. course,’ he 
continued. “If Mexico will give him a 
chance to accomplish this in Mexico by 
any other method than that of inter- 
vention the President will gladly avail 
himself of such opportunity. But if 
every effort taken by him is obstrutcted 
by those whose purpose it is to continue 
lawlessness, and to repeat, wherever 
possible the assaults upon the lives of 
Americans, President Wilson in re- 
sponse to the demand of his own coun- 
try will have nothing left to do but 
that which President McKinley did in 
Cuba.”

DECORATING BY EXPERT 


Hospitality to Be Extended to 
Touring Congressional Union- 
ists Tomorrow. 


The special train carrying women rep- 
resenting the Congressional Wriion, a 
division of the woman suffragists, tour- 
ing the country, will arrive in St. Louis 
at 7:19 a. m. tomorrow, on their return 
from the Western coast. Local suffra- 
gists will meet the delegation, extend a 
welcome and breakfast and entertain 
them at the Terminal Hotel until the 
train departs at 8:40 a. m. 

The Congressional Union enrolls the 
names of many women prominent and 
influential in the suffrage movement, 
and the delegation has been received by 
the suffragists of some cities with 


marked cordiality, but in others with 
demonstrations of protest. 

The St. Louis Equal Suffrage League 
is not in sympathy with the Congression- 
al Union program, which favors a wom- 
an’s political party, frankly opposed to 
all other political parties, and iimits 
itself to working at Washington for a 
Federal amendment, ignoring state cam- 
paigns. 

‘“‘However,”’ said Miss Charlotte 
Rumbold, speaking for the local wom- 
en, “we shal! extend hospitality, rec- 
ognizing that we are all trying to get 
to heaven, though not by the same 
route.”’ 

Plans for “Walkless” Parade. 

Plans and organization of the “Yel- 
low Lane” or “walkless” parade, which 
is to be the demonstration through 
which suffragists from all over the 
country hope to impress the Demo- 
cratic Convention, on June 14, are ma- 
terializing out of almost hourly com- 
mittee meetings at suffrage head- 
quarters, nineteenth floor, MRaiiway 
Exchange Building. 

Miss Mary E. Bulkley, chairman of 
the plans committee, with Hans 
Tonnsfeldt, Dr. Masseck, David N. 
O’Neil and Tom Barnett, assisting, 
has decided that the posts of honor 
shall be positions nearest the Coli- 
Sseum and that representatives of 
states where women vote shall oc- 
cupy these places. Also, these fav- 
ored ones shall wear the national col- 
crs and the legend, “I Am a Voter,” 
their unenfranchised sisters still 
wearing the suffrage yellow, which 
color also is the symbol of jealousy.

Co-operation and Acquaintance- 
ship Necessary Before 
Problem Can Be Solved. 


‘The first open meeting of the St. 
Louis Automobile Dealer’s and Manufac- 
Association, since the election 
of the Progressive ticket was held at 
the American Annex last night. The 


meeting was the first of regular 
monthly meetings which will be held 
the coming year and there were over 
75 present. W. J. Brace, president, and 
E. BE. Peake, secretary of the Kansas 
City Automobile Dealers’ and Manufac- 
tures’ Association were the guests of 
honor and both were present to outline 
to the St. Louis organization the plan 
of operation of the Kansas City asso- 
ciation. 

F. W. A. Vesper, the newly elected 
president, presided and in opening 
briefly told what had been accom- 
plished by the five meetings of the new 
board of directors. 

Declaring that there would be no more 
fall shows, he announced that shows in 
the future would be held during the 
early spring and that arrangements had 
already been made to either precede or 
follow the Kansas City automobile 
show.

DUAL POWER CAR 
NEWEST DEVELOPMENT 
Great interest has been shown in the 
new dual power automobile which &s 
being built by the Woods Motor Ve- 
hicle Co. of Chic2go. The car is con- 
structed to be operated by either or both 
gasoline and electricity. The designer, 
Mr. Fend, thus combined two powers 
to get maximum results. Under the hood 
the gasoline motor and the electric gen- 
erator connected by magnetic clutch, 
two iron disks, are shown. One of these 
disks is in the engine shaft and acts 
as a flywheel. The other is in the motor 
shaft and carries magnetizing coil, a 
slight current through which locks the 
two disks together, coupling engine and 
motor to the transmission shaft of the 
car. There are no gears. The power is 
transmitted direct to the wheels. The 
control] is two finger levers on the steer- 
ing wheel and one foot pedal. Dynamic 
breaking eliminates skidding and stall- 
ing is impossible. 

The dual power car starts as an elec- 
tric. At five miles an hour the gaso- 
line motor can be started, so that both 
motors drive the car. The battery may 
be charged at any speed between five 
and 2 miles an hour. The storage bat- 
tery is half the usual size and its life 
much longer. 

m. TR. Doak, manager or the Woods 
Electric Vehicle Co. branch in St. Louis, 
expects demonstrating cars within two 
or three weeks. He says that interest 
in the new car is intense. He describes 
the ear as having the luxury of an 
electric, plus unlimited mileage, 40 per 
cent greater speed, instantaneous accel- 
eration, finger control of starting and 
stopping, unlimited number of speeds, 
lessened maintenance, greater efficiency 
in utility and economy of charging 
plant.

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CHALMERS SIX “30” IS 
PATHFINDER FOR TOUR 


President W. W. Smith of the Na- 
tional Parks Highway Association, has 
announced the selection of a Chalmers 
six-30 as the pathfinder for the socia- 
bility tour from Minneapolis to Yellow- 
stone National Park.

‘The most annoying offenders in con- 


nection with automobile speeding are 


without speedometers,’’ said a motor 


cycle policeman recently. If we catch 


him going 35 miles an hour, he often 
has the nerve to say that because he 
is accustomed to driving a car, he can 
estimate the time he is making without 
using any mechanical device.

The care of these surfaces requires: 
First, frequent and proper cleaning; 
and second, the application of correct 
conditioning oils, to keep the varnish 
and enamel from drying out, cracking 
and blistering. 

All coarse dirt and grit should be re- 
moved before applying the polish, to 
avoid scratching the finish. If such dirt 
will come off by dusting, it is unneces- 
sary to wash the car. If not, wash the 
surface with clear, cold water, from 
sponge or hose. Pure auto soap will 
hasten this process, although it is bet- 
ter not to use soap unless stubborn de- 
posits make it necessary, as the tenden- 
cy of alkali is to destroy the oil in the 
finish and turn the surface white.

Chairman of Federal Body Declares Act Is 
Necessary to Prevent Unfair Competition 
From Abroad After War 


- sirable.

WASHINGTON, May 13.—“Democracy 
is the grand adventure tn the growth 
of civilization. Whenever men have 
struggled to be free the world hes 
progressed, but after all, popular g0V- 
ernment—the government of the peo- 
ple, by the people and for the people, 
—ig still an experiment measured in 
terms of world history. Above all, the 
struggle is not a political one. You 
and I and all men live lives that are 
more industrial and ecmmercial and 
economic than political. And so in- 
dustrial freedom is enly a part of 
democracy. Political freedom has 
long since been won. What the peo- 
ple want is not politcal freedom—it is 
industrial freedom and the equality 
of opportunity. Industrial monopoly 
is simply industrial monarchy.” 

Joseph E. Davies, chairman of the 
Federal Trade Commission, which has 
replaced the Bureau of Corporations, 
was giving me his views on the duty 
of the Government to »revent unfair 
methods of competition which lead to 
monopoly, whether from within or 
frum without. He continued; 

“The Federal Trade Commission is 
a body of business expert: and econo- 
mists. Its procedure is simple, its 
methods are direct. It is bending its 
every effort to the solution of prob- 
lems arising out of the world war and 
which affect the industrial and gove- 
ernmental'  evolutioiu. The whole 
prceblem, after all, is for a democracy 
to become equally efficisn* in an in- 
dustrial way as an autocracy. I be- 
lieve it can pe done and that the big 
eccnomic problems which we as a 
nation must face can be worked out in 
a manner compatible with the spirit 
of democracy. 

Must Look Out for “Dumping.” 

“Take ‘dumoving, for instance. It 
is inextricably woven in with the 
problem of international competition 
anc¢ the conditions which we shall 
have to face after the war is over. 
The war has demonstrated—as noth- 
ing could have dore—the complete 
interdependence betwee: military 
power—and through it the possible 
domination of the world—and indus- 
trial efficiency. The question we are 
all asking ourselves is whether a 
constitutional democracy, such as En- 
gland, can reach te same degree of 
material efficiency as a monarchial 
socialized state, such as Germany has 
attained. The efficiency of the Prus- 
siar military organization is only the 
counterpart of an equally efficient 
industrial organizatio- 

“Now we must look forward into the 
future. We must see what the world 
conditions are going to be after the war, 
what changes will be wrought and what 
effect they will have upon American in- 
dustry and commerce when, after peace 
is restored, the nations of the earth 
will resume their race for commercial 
and industrial supremacy. 

“Now, one of the things we have to 
look out for is ‘dumping.’ Many good 
business men are afraid that, when the 
war is over, the big foreign trusts will 
begin to ‘dump’ goods into the United 
States and to undercut and undersell our 
national industries in a way that will 
ruin them. This has been done in the 
past and they say it will be done again. 

“There is very little authentic informa- 
tion available about ‘dumping’ and, of 
course, no one can foretell exactly what 
will happen in the future, so speoula- 
tion about it is of little use. Likewise, 
there is nothing much to be gained by 
a discussion of the merits or demerits of 
‘Aumping,’ but we have gathered here 
some facts about ‘dumping’ and they 
are of very real interest. 

Definition of “Dumping.” 

“First of all: What !s ‘dumping?’ 
‘Dumping’ is the practice of exporting 
and selling commodities abroad at prices 
cheaper than they are sold for at home 
in order to market a surplus or to drive 
out competition. It is a process of cheap 
foreign sales. It is a new name given 
to a very old thing. 

“Now, ever since the end of the eight+ 
eerth century, governments wishing to 
promote foreign trade have given boun- 
ties to stimulate production and ex- 
portation, sometimes paying premiums 
on articles sent to foreign markets. This 
practice has grown and now Germany 
has provided bounties on cocoa, tobac- 
co, salt, spirits and beer, and her rail- 
ways give rebates on export shipments: 
Austria provides export premiums and 
gives drawbacks on numerous articles: 
Chile has an export bounty on alcoholic 
beverages; France provides bounties on 
silk, ofl, hemp, flax and other things: 
Italy gives railroad rebates for certain 
export goods; the Argentine Republic 
pays bounties on sugar, and Russia on 
manufactured goods, spirits, etc. Near- 
ly all protective countries provide for 
Grawbacks. These are all instances of 
government premiums designed to pro- 
mote their foreign trade by cheap for- 
eign sales. That is one form of ‘dump- 
ing.’ 

“Then we have cheap foreign sales 
without Government aid. That is the 
system to which the name of ‘dumping’ 
was first given and it differs from the 
foregoing in that it is a kind of cheap 
foreign sale to which governmental sup- 
port is not essential. The whole basis of 
the German syndicates and cartels of 
manufacturers and producers was to 
pool their output and fix prices eo as to 
permit the sale abroad at a low figure of 
their surplus production. 

“In the Reichstag debates on the sub- 
ject it was stated that the coal syndi- 
cate had assessed its members as much 
ee 17,000,000 marks-(more than $4,250,000), 
which it had paid out again to mem- 
bers as premiums for export. In 1913 
the pigiron syndicate paid export pre- 
miu ranging as high as ® marks 
per on all finished goods exported

no profit to the manufacturer.’ 

‘TI might multiply these instances in- 
definitely, but it must be clear that 
the first duty of a country seeking to 
protect its own industries is to pre- 
vent ‘dumping.’ It is only in communi- 

‘es where climatic or other conditions 
nake industrial development impossible 
that a self-respectable people can toler- 
ete ‘dumping’ at all. This accounts for 
the anti-‘dumping’ legislation which has 
Leen passed within the last few years. 

Lead Taken by Canada. 

“Canada took the lead in anti-‘‘dump- 
ing’ legislation in 1904, and two years 
ater Australia passed similar laws and 
other countries followed, till in 1914 
‘Cumping’ was absolutely prohibited in 
South America. There was no effort 
niade to hide the fact that this legis- 
lation was directed against the unfair 
tactics of American trusts, the Standard 
Ol) Co., the United States Steel Corpo- 
rution and the Tobacco Trust being fre- 
quently mentioned by name in the de- 
bates which preceded the passage of the 
various acts. 

“ ‘Dumping’ has come to be looked 
vpon—and very justly so, in my opinion 
—as a condition frequenstly incident to 
high tariffs, cartels and trusts. ‘Dump- 
ing’ is hardly possible unless there is 
a protected trust or very strong combi- 
nation in the branch of industry that 
produces the ‘dumped’ articles. Indeed, 
Dr. Heringa, the noted Dutch economist, 
believes that protection leads trusts to 
raising prices at home and ‘dumping’ 
abroad. 

“It is quite clear that, if dumping is 
allowed, the manufacturers of a great 
country can well afford to enter into a 
combination and to go on exporting 
their gzoods at a loss until they have 
crushed out of existence the local man- 
ufacturers of the country in which they 
are ‘dumping’ their goods and _ that, 
when competition has been stifled, they 
can put up their prices to monopoly 
rates and recoup themselves for all their 
former losses and continue exacting 
what is virtually tribute from the coun- 
try whose manufacturers they have 
crushed. 

Australian Industries . Act. 

“Now, of all the nations that have 
enacted laws to prevent ‘dumping,’ Aus- 
tralia seems to have the clearest vision. 
The evils of ‘dumping’ cannot be pre- 
vented by a tariff only, and so Aus- 
tralia passed what is known as the 
Australian industries preservation act. 
Ic consists of three parts. The first has 
t» do with definitions, the second is en- 
titled the “‘repression of monopoly”’ and 
is similar to our Sherman law, and the 
third, entitled ‘prevention of dumping,’ 
places unfair competition under the ban 
of the law in order to prevent monopolg, 
and ‘dumping’ in any form is defined as 
unfair competition and is forbidden un- 
cer heavy penalties. 

“Now the United States is not at 
the present moment threatened with 
‘dumping,’ except, perhaps, in the dye- 
stuff industry, but it is not incon- 
ceivable that, after the war, some of 
the nations now at war, with their 
industrial forces mobilized and 
brought to a point of efficiency never 
even dreamed of in peace, may con- 
tinue their organization in order to 
glut the markets of the world and 
stifle the manufactures which the war 
has inflated here beyond the point of 
normal growth. That is a very se- 
ricus question which time alone can 
answer. 

“But we may take the concrete il- 
lustration of the dyestuff industry in 
the United States. The German sup- 
ply having been cut off, it became 
necessary for American manufactur- 
ers using dyestuffs to build up a dye 
industry here. The German dyestuff 
combination includes a number of 
companies with an estimated capital 
of $36,000,000 and assets of more than 
$400,000,000. 

“Now, Americans seeking to estab- 
lish a dyestuff industry here have 
been seeking assurances from the 
Government that they will be pro- 
tected from unfair foreign competi- 
tion. What is being urged is that 
American manufacturers should get as 
much protection from foreign com- 
binations as they are now entitled to 
from American trusts. No American 
combination would be allowed to en- 
ter a locality and destroy local com- 
petiton and similiar protection ought 
to be afforded to American manufac- 
turers when foreign competition 
threatens to do the same thing. And 
that is just what the agents of the 
foreign combination—monopoly is a 
better word—have threatened to do 
if ever an American dyestuff industry 
got to the point where. it would be a 
scrious competitor for the domination 
of the world markets. 

Legislation Necessary. 

United States will have to 
Pretect itself by proper legislation 
against ‘dumping,’ and I have tried 
to give you the facts and Place the 
whole question out in the open.

‘Dumping’ found 
its origin in the promotion of for- 
eign trade by Government bounty and 
premium. A logical development led 
t> cartel organization, formed 
among other things to provide export 
premiums which enablé its members 
to» sell cheaper abroad than at hime. 

“Dumping developed also as an invi- 
dent to large scale production and trust 
activities where such production 
locally protected by tariffs from for- 
eign competition. The practice of 
‘cumping,’ which we now fear and seek 
to protect ourselves from, is merely a 
case of ‘chickens come home to roost.’ 
The nations of the earth who have pre- 
ceded us by enacting protective laws 
against ‘dumping,’ did it openly to pro- 
tect themselves from American trusts. 

“ ‘Dumping’ seems to me to be a char- 
acteristic feature of monopolistic com- 
binations Tt an unfair method of 
competition specially resorted to by 
would-be monopolists and by those who 
have achieved monopoly. The tariff. in 
Some instances at least, has failed to 
afford any protection against the onsets 
of a trade war and has even at times 
been absorbed by the monopoly doing the 
‘cumping.’ 

“Australia appears to have struck at 
last the root of the evil by prohibiting 
‘dumping’ absolutely and placing it 
under the ban of its laws. The prohi- 
bition of ‘dumping’ is a fatal blow 
monopoly: it the only sure protec- 
tion of our own industries from unfair 
competition from abroad, and nothing 
less than the absolute prohibition of 
‘dumping’ ought, in opinion, to be 
considered itn new legislation by the 
States,”’

what would happen if war came—What 
Congress has done, what the States have 
done and what individuals are doing. 


BOUT the time the Lusitania was sunk the 

American people began to hear a great 

deal of the word preparedness. Since 

then it has thundered in the presa, re- 

sounded from the tongues of thousands 

of orators. It has been the theme of a 

sort of crusade that has swept the coun- 

try. The cocksureness with which, two or three years 

ago, the average American was wont to declare that 

Uncle Sam could peel off his coat any time he wished 

and thrash the whole world has vanished. It has been 

succeeded by a fear that any first-class European Power 

could catch us unprepared and overrun our sea coasts 
before we could get started. 

Almost everybody, a few pacifists excepted, "as been 
telling everybody else that the United States should 
put itself into some reasonable 
condition of military and naval 
preparedness. At least four sep- 
arate organizations, the National 
Security Conference, the American 
Defense Society, the National De- 
fense Conference of Mayors and a 
special committee of the Cha:inber 
of Commerce of the United States, 
have set up definite programs. 

How much of this twelvemonth 
agitation has been froth and how 
much has had substance? A year 
ought to produce something definite, 
whether of actual accomplishments or of 
failure. An examination into the matter 
reveals that more has really been done 
than might be supposed. It must be borne 
in mind, of course, that great movements 
such as this take time and that the be- 
ginnings are usually separate and dis- 
united, yet tending at the last towards 
unity and symmetry. 

The four principal national programs suggested had 
at least these four things in common: 

Universal obligatory training. 

A regular army reserve with ammunition and artil- 
lery. 

A standing army of at least 200,000 men and 45,000 
officers. 

A General Staff for the navy. 

Intensive mobilization of the productive industrial 
and commercial forces, to insure in time of war the con- 
tribution of their fullest resources at a restricted profit, 
to be regulated by the Government. 

Congress is still trying to reduce these suggestions 
into legislation. Already it has gone far, as the fol- 
lowing record shows: 

A joint resolution places the army on a war footing 
and authorizes the immediate enlistment of 20,000 men. 

The Senate has passed an army reorganization bill 
providing an increase in the enlisted strength, outside 
medical and quartermasters’ corps, to 25,000 men. 
This would mean a total increase of the army from 110,- 
00" men to 275,000. 

The Senate bill provides for a Federal volunteer 
army reserve of 261,000, federalization of the national 
guard, representing a force of about 280,000 and a re- 
serve of school and college youths to be trained for 
regular officers, which would number around 409,000. 
After five years, under this measure, the United States 
would have more than 1,000,000 men trained for mili- 
tary service. 

The Senate bill provides also for an increase of 5000 
men in the coast artillery; military instruction in 
schools: vocational training in the army; a term of en- 
listment of five years, two with the colors and three in 
the reserves; militia representation on the General 
Staff. 

Congress has passed a bill providing $600,000 for the 
improvement of navy yards, principally that at Mare 
Island, San Francisco. 

Congress has passed a deficiency bill appropriating 
$8,611,502, including $600,000 for the improvement of the 
aeroplane service. | 

A fortifications bill involving some $34,000,000 has 
been reported to the House. It includes provisions for 
upwards of 400 guns of all calibers and improved types, 
reserve supplies of ammunition and authorizes $1,000,000 
for purchasing the Hammond radio control. 

Congress has passed a bill virtually doubling the num- 
ber of cadets at West Point. The number of midship- 
men at Annapolis also is increased. 

The House Committee on Naval Affairs has framed a 
bill providing for four new capital ships, two battle 
cruisers and two dreadnoughts. An effort is being made 
to provide for four battle cruisers and two dreadnoughts. 


Congress has authorized the enlargement of the tor- 
pedo plant to five times its present capacity. 

While all this has been under way in Congress, Many 
stctes, notably Maryland, New York and Massachusetts, 
have been taking preparedness steps of their own. 

The Maryland Legislature has passed a bill making 
every ablebodied citizen of the State, between the ages 
of 18 and 45, liable for military service. The militia is 
divided into two sections, active and unorganized. Active 
is composed of ablebodied men. Others are included 
in unorganized and may be called upon by the Govern* 
ment at any time. 

New York has passed a law requiring that at least 
20 minutes a day of elementary and secondary schools 
shall be devoted to physical training, while military 
training for periods not aggregating more than three 
hours in each week is prescribed for male pupils be- 
tween the ages of 15 and 19 in State military colleges 
end receiving secondary education in the public schools. 
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pared with 1700 at Plattsburg last summer, will attend 
the military training camps for college and business 
men in the four army departments this summer. Three 
sessions are planned to be held at Fort Oglethorpe, the 
first to begin on May 3. Five sessions will be held at 
Plattsburg, the first to begin on June 3 for which enroll- 
ment already exceeds 4600. Three sessions, the first 
beginning July 5, have »een arranged for Fort Benja- 
min. 

The Railway Association Committee was formed some 
time ago to co-operate with the War Department in the 
transportation plans looking to the national defense. 
The War College has been working for years on trans- 
portation plans to be effective in event of war: Con- 
ference held recently with the automobile and railroad 
representatives was to formulate a complete line of pro- 
cedure. The limitations set by United States statutes 

were explained, as well as some of the ivgis- 
lation contemplated in the Chamberlain bill 
to provide for a motor truck reserve corps, 
the President appointing reserve corps sub- 
ject to the orders of the War Departmert at 
any time in case of special emergency. Good 
roads authorities are hopeful that 
with the existing methods of 
State aid in 40 different states, 
and the proposed Federal aid, 
there will be in a short time 
from four to five roads across the 
United States in an east and 
west direction and the same num- 

ber north and south. 


The Society of Automobile 
Engineers, through its council, 
signified some time ago its 
readiness to assist the Federal 
Government by co-operating with 
it to develop a military transport. 
The S. A. E. has developed its 
standardization work to a point 
of efficiency which has received 
recognition in engineering prac- 
tice. The board of directors of 
the National Automobile Chamber 
of Commerce has authorized its 
executives to meet the military 
authorities at every point in the 
edevelopment of plans for motor 
transport. They have already on 
file complete and accurate in-

An obstacle to national 
guard recruiting has been removed by establishing a 
State constabulary for riot duty and strike disorder. 

New Jersey has created a commission to report on the 
advisability of compulsory military training in the pub- 
lic schools under mational guard officers. 

Massachusetts has passed a law committing the State 
to the transfer of its militia to Federal control when- 
ever a national volunteer force shall have been pro- 
vided. 

In Ohio the city of Cleveland has been asked to give 
$8000 to send 600 guardsmen to an eight-day training 
camp and the high school students of Cleveland of 16 
years and over are permitted to enlist in the State 
naval militia. Military drill has been established in 
the schools at Quincy and Elgin, Ill., and several Mis- 
souri schools have provided for similar instruction. 
Louisville, Ky., and Bangor, Me., have provided for mil- 
itary instruction in the schools, while Providence, R. I., 
has made it compulsory in the high school. 

Five universities—Harvard, Princeton, University of 
Minnesota, Bowdoin and Williams—declared for military 
instruction among their courses, either required or vol- 
untary. Harvard will offer instruction in military art 
beginning next academic year to train eandidates for ap- 
pointmentas reserve officers in the United States army. 
At Princeton, beginning next academic year, there will 
be an elective one-year course in military instruction. 
Yale has made no decision, but President Hadley is in 
favor of military camps for students. Twenty-one Co- 
lumbia students will go to Plattsburg camp. New York 
University students are formin company to be an 
integral part of the Eighth Co Artillery. Harvard 
leads all, the undergraduate s having already 
commenced actual training for service as officere 

An.actual beginning has been made in the w4k of 
mobilizing the national industries. A general board, 
affiliated with the Naval Consulting Board of Inventors 
and Engineers, of which Thomas A. Edison is president, 
has been appointed to take a survey of the industries 
of each state. This survey is expected to furnish reliable 
figures on just what can be expected from the man- 
ufacturers of the United States in the event of war. 

When this has been done, steps will be taken to or- 
ganize these industries in such a way that their re- 
sources can easily be available to the Government in 
case of war. An organization of skilled labor will be 
formed so that, when war comes, competent men will 
be kept in the mills where they can do the most good, 
their places in the battle lines filled by men who can 
better be spared. 

A tentative arrangement contemplates giving a few 
small orders for munitions in peace times, at various 
plants, so that the men there may have practical experi- 
ence in making them and be ready to do the work on a 
large scale when the crisis comes. 

Army officers expect that at least 15,000 men, as com- 


formation concerning

200 naval aviators, or aviation mechanics, may receive 
a complete course of instruction on the international 
combustion éngine in several of the great automobile 
works, the course consisting of practical training ex- 
tending through six weeks. These privileges have been 
extended to the army, and they have already availed 
themselves of them and have sent five or more men to 
Detroit -for instruction. One thousand men could be 
given instruction in case of national emergency. 

“On engine tests, the committee has secured the co- 
operation of the Automobile Club of America, with their 
quite unexcelled engine testing facilities, for official 
tests of all aeroplane engines. These tests are compara- 
ble in every way with those of the Royal Automobile In- 
stitution of Great Britain. The latest review of en- 
gines under test, built in this country, shows a remarka- 
ble advance, and the fact that England has placed re- 
newed orders running into many millions of dollars, aft- 
er numerous tests of extraordinary severity, leads us to 
believe that at last this perplexing problem of power 
for aircraft has arrived at a commercial state, espe- 
cially in point of reliability on long extended trials. 

“Aids for detection of the presence of aeroplanes and 
dirigibles have been investigated, and substantial prog- 
ress in this line is reported. As to bomb sights—many 
observations under absolute service conditions abroad 
are just to hand from the most direct sources, giving us 
quite a complete survey of the methods at present em- 
ployed in bomb dropping. Asa result of experiment it has 
been determined that the gyroscope may perform a very 
important function in connection with bomb dropping. 

“The committee, acting through the American Society 
of Aeronautical Engineers, has inaugurated an important 
work in standardization of the. whole American aero- 
nautic industry, especially from the military standpoint, 
providing for quick changes in engines, propellers, car- 
buretors, tanks, fitting, etc. The immense amount of 
detail involved is indicated by the fact that about 160 
experts have been mobilized and are working on some 
17 different committees in co-operation also with both 
branches of the Government aerial service. 

“It was early found that the maghetic compass is sub- 
ject to grave error when employed on an aeroplane, 
especially in heavy ‘bank.’ The ordinary compass is

louis H. Perlman had long been known in the auto- 
mobile business and along Automobile Row, which is 
upper Broadway, and had been especially interested in 
pneumatic tires that wouldn’t go “pop!”’ just as you 
were speeding along so nicely or when you were farthest 
from home—and a new tire. 

For years he had been tinkering with tires, always 
with a view to repairing them readily on the road, or 
with tools, that the work might be the more quickly 
done. But the best of his ideas proved to be the pet- 
tiest of time savers—he wasn’t getting anywhere at all. 
And punctures were just as frequent and just as slow to 
repair as ever And just as much of a nuisance; even 
more so, for as the motor car improved it got heavier 
and harder on the tires. 

Now, the principle of the screw is as old as the hills, 
The wedge was known to the ancients, along with the 
lever and the other great mechanical principles. And 
the air space to prevent rust between two metal sur- 
‘faces is nothing novel—how could anyone patent them? 

Simply enough—just put all three together. That is 
what Perlman did and thereby achieved what many men 
had been searching for in vain—a rim to which a tire 
might be affixed in a garage, to be taken along swung 
on the side or stern of the car, and put to work when- 
ever a tire blew up, thus saving time on the road for 
repairs, and having the work done when the car wasn’t 
needed outside.

Also 
are there traces of sadness in the deep-set eyes: more 
than once has the man been tempted to abandon his 
fight against odds that seemed overwhelming—even in 
the Patent Office of the United States there were mys- 
terious “forces” at work that compelled him to maneuver 
mightily to best them. 

The office where he sits today is as new as his bank 
account. On the glass door of a big suite at 1790 ‘Broad- 
way you may read the legend, “Perlman Rim Corpora- 
tion,” and within you may find the inventor and maker 
thereof—he has just been 
able to manufacture them 
himself, where others have 
been making his very own 
patents—and selling them. 
But not any more. A little 
thing like an injunction has 
stopped all that. 

We are now going to hear 
about the thought that re- 
sulted in the $3,000,000 de- 
posit on April 17. 

“tr had a friend,” began 
Mr. Perlman, “John H. 
Duffy, and he owned an 
automobile. He used to 
take me out with Aim on 
occasions, and whenever I 
went along it seemed as if 
he had to make three or 
four tire changes, because 
roads were bad and cars 
were heavy. During these 
rides I had to help out alk 
ways, whenever there was 
a tire to be repaired on the 
road, and my mind uncom 
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sciously turned to the thought of reducing time and 
labor to applying the tire to the wheel. I studied the 
tools that were in use, and after I had given up, the idea 
came that the tires could be made nonpuncturable. But 
] gradually came to realize that this was not the solu- 
tion. 

“Now, one Saturday we were making a trip to Corn- 
wall: the roads were in very bad shape and we had to

was inflating the tire with a hand pump when of a sud- 
cen I had a thought.

“Cut out the thinking,’ he roared at me, ‘and go 
ahead with the pumping’ if we want to get there at all.’ 

“So I began pumping away mechanically, but the

Office. His application 
passed <rom Official to 
official, through boards of review and every tribunal 
known to the red-taped Patent Office; it was heard and 
reheard by each one several times, all of which meant 
long delay and great cost. 

Of course, all the elements of the claim were public 
property, as far as taking advantage of Perlman’s in- 
vention were concerned. His fight was largely within 
the tent Office. Two different commissioners passed 
on Poy cr and they were once reviewed by the United 
States/ Court of Appeals for the District of Columbia. 
Finally, on Feb. 4, 1913, the well-nigh despairing in- 
ventor got his patent. 

But too late—almost. During his fight other appli- 
cations for similar devices kept appearing for patent— 
a half-hundred of them. And certain concerns started 
to make demountable rims while Perlman’s application 
was pending. The device seemed of a sudden to become 
common property and today, fully 80 per cent of all 
automobiles manufactured in this country use the basic 
idea. 

Of the big manufacturers only Henry Ford has left 
them out. Ford exhibited what has been caWed “a 
masterly inactivity,” and confined his output to cars 
equipped with plain clincher rims. But about a third of 
the Ford cars are annually equipped, by agents and 
others, with demountable rims. 

But the demountable rim business kept growing by 
leaps and bounds—everybody interested was making 
monev except the man who had conceived the idea, and 
be was growing poorer every day. “It cost me hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars to make the fight,” said 
Perlman, as he told his story, “and I never was a mil- 
lionaire”’—this with the sort of smile which meant ex- 
actly the reverse. 

Perlman was the first man who invented means for 
tensioning a demountable rim on a wheel, and at the 
same time preventing the wheel and rim from rusting 
together, though enabling rapid removal of the rim for 
the replacement of tires. Many is the motor car en- 
thusiast who remembers how, after some early type 
of rims had been driven home, and had remained at 
home for several days, even the inventor couldn’t make 
it leave home—rust had done its work. Every de- 
mountable rim in use today is supported in some way 
with the major portion of the rim out of contact with 
the wheel felly band, and that’s Perlman’s idea in a nut- 
shell; that, and the means 
for holding it tight as a 
drum there. 

The big rim and tire 
makers turned up their 
noses at Perlman ani his 
patents. He at once 
tackled the biggest of 
them all—the Standard 
Welding Co. of Cleveland. 
“I knew,” says Perlman 
today, “that the big com- 
panies would resist me 
with every means in their 
power-—other patents, 
skillful attorneys, money 
and the history of the art 
of tire making.” 

The Automobile Cram- 
ber of Commerce he!ped 
fight Perlman. Contribu- 
tions were asked for trom 
all members. Millions in 
capital went in against 
the lone inventor.

learned in my youth,” 
runs an ancient jingle, “that fools ard 
children spea tie truth.’ It is a far cry 
from the old jingle to little Evelyn Zeck, 
aged 5, of Chicago, and yet it was becaugfe 
Evelyn bore out the truth of the last part 
of the observation that United States Secret 
Service officers were able to solve the great St. Paul 
stamp mystery and recover more than half a million 
dollars’ worth of stolen revenue stamps. 

The robbery of the big safe in the Internal -Revenue 
cifice in St. Paul on the night of Jan. 5 last, was a neat, 
workmanlike job. All the police and de- 
tectives agreed that it had been done by 
an expert. The vault was closed by inner 
and outer steel doors, the latter fastened 
by an excellent lock. It was necessary to 
break through a barrier of steel before the 
lock could even be attacked. 

The thief had first drilled a hole through 
the steel outer door and “threaded” it for 
the insertion of a screw-bolt. In the head 
of the screw-bolt was an eye. In a circle 
around it 32 other holes were bored. Then 
a ‘“‘come-along” was inserted in the eye, 
the proper pressure exerted and the sec- 
tion of steel within the ring of holes was 
neatly lifted out. All that was then nec- 
essary was to put a slight charge of nitro- 
glycerin into the lock of the inner door, 
touch it off and the vault was open. 

The thief then helped himself to $575,000 
worth of stamps of face values ranging 
from 1 cent to $5000 and took along some 
$3000 in cash for good measure. 

Clearly, thought the Secret Service men, 
it was the work of an old-timer. They 
canvassed the possibilities and finally came 
to the conclusion that it “looked like Eddie 
Leonard.” 

Edward Leonard or Lutowsky is known 
to the police as a “big-job” man. His op- 
erations several times had brought him 
into trouble with the authorities, and there 
had been abundant opportunity to study 
his methods.

Water-Building Ants 


NTS notoriously shun the water. Re- 
cently, however, according to ‘La 
Nature,” A. Milewski, the famous 
ant investigator, has found a spe- 

cies of ants which not only seek swampy 
habitats, but actually build in water. 

In Lyngbysee, Denmark, he first observed 
them, and upon transplanting them to other 
localities acertained their predilection for 
water “hills.” 

His attention was first attacted by what 
appeared to be a white scum in a pond. 
Upon examination he ascertained that the 
white agglomerations were in reality ant 
hills swarming with colorless' ants, which, 
when disturbed in their lair rapidly spread 
out over the water in schools and seek 
shelter in neighboring “hills.” 

The nests are constructed on leaves and 
roots floating in the water. Over the leaves 
a thin, silk-like tissue is deposited, on which 
spider-web-like apartments are constructed, 
all the structure being colorless. 

They are saccharivorous, and their sense 
of sugar is remarkable. A cupful of sugar 
placed 50 yards away from the pond was 
carried to the water hills in less than a day, 
though it took the ants two hours to make 
the round trijp. 

The care of their young devolves entirely upon 
the ‘“‘workers,”’ who turn them out of the nest and 
feed them, carry them to a sunny spot and later 
take them back into the nests. 

These white ants are fitted with wing-like ap- 
pendages, which do not seem to serve them for 

flight, but for swimming. And it is not only the neuters 
that are so fitted out but even the workers and the 
queen ants retain these fins all the year around. 

Milewski has transplanted a colony of these singular 
ants to Kensington Gardens, where they now are thriv- 
ing in the central basin. In the beginning the “warrior 
ants” had an “anxious time,” owing to the numerous 
water beetles, but bettles and even fish avoid the ants.

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Madness and Death in Frozen North Striken Fever Ship 


Lhe steamer Suffolk was caught in 
the ice of the White Sea and only 
three of her 28 men survived, the 
caplain having killed himself—T he 
schooner Tifton was held in torrid 
calms with all her crew ill and only 
caplain, cook and cabin boy able to 
work the ship when a squall came 


HE news-reading world has become so ac- 
customed to the tragedies of war in the 
last two years that it requires some 
extraordinary tale of human suffering to 
arouse much popular emotion. Curiously 
enough, two such tales became known 
within a day or two of each cther recently 

and neither had any direct bearing upon the war. 

The British steamer Suffolk, chugged along through 
the White Sea late last autumn with a cargo of supplies 
ior the Russian port of Archangel. Her crew of 27 was 
satisfied with the progress she was making, feeling sure 
it would be the last voyage to the Far North for the 
year, as the ice comes early in those waters. Some of 
tue old bands even predicted a long winter in idleness at 
Archangel. 

The vessel's commander was plainly worried. He 
drove her ahead at full speed, believing he could make 
port before the freeze, but at the same time he recog- 
nized there was no small element of danger in the sit- 
uation. 

Already at night thin coats of ice had been forming 
on the surface of the water, but the Suffolk, sturdy old 
hooker as she was, plowed through it. Each day, how- 
ever, the coat was getting thicker and thicker and the 
ship’s progress became slower and slower. At last she 
could advance no farther. She came to a dead stop. 

Within a week the cold became deadly. Blizzards 
swept across the icy wastes, driving a fine, gritty snow 
into every chink and cranny. The Suffolk was ill pre- 
pared for such a siege. She had little more than enough 
fuel to take her to Archangel and, in a short while, 
this became almost exhausted. Then food ran out. 

Weeks of horror followed in the ice-locked ship. By 
his charts, the captain knew they were only 80 miles 
from land, but they might as well be 8000. Even if they 
could reach the barren coast it was difficult to see 
wherein they would be much better off than where they 
were. 

Then came despair and death. Starvation and ex- 
posure brought disease. One by one the men began 
dropping off, until there were only 11, including the 
captain. The strain was beginning to tell on the cap- 
tain and at times he was delirious. In his sick imagina- 
tion he fancied that he was to blame for the whole dis- 
:ster and that the dead and dying were reproaching him. 
One day he sat long in his cabin; the cook has just told 
him the last of the food was giving out. He closed and 
lccked the door. 

A few seconds later the men heard a shot. When 
they broke into the cabin they found the captain dying, 
a revolver clutched in his hand. 

The survivors talked over the situation. As they 
looked at the stiffening form of their late commander, 
the thought probably came to all of them that, unless 
something happened, they would soon be as he. 

One of the boldest proposed that they strike out 
across tne ice and try to reach land. Another told 
them it was madness to try to cross 80 miles of ice, 
vithout food and sleds, in the depth of an arctic win- 
ter, but he was silenced when the first man retorted 
that for his part he had rather die trying to do some- 
thing than to wait for death in the accursed ship. 

Gathering what few supplies they could find and work- 
ing out a crude plan to keep together, the 10 began their 
terrible journey. At the very first test, their whole 
plan went awry. A terrific blizzard swooped down upon 
them. For hours’ they 
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there was something about her that was not American. 
She looked dirty and there was no Yankee smartness in 
the way she was handled. To the amazement of observ- 
ers, when she finally came to anchorage outside Quar- 
antine and her sails let fall, they were not properly 
stowed away by the crew, but were permitted to lie 
where they had fallen. 

It did not take long to ascertain the trouble. Quar- 
antine surgeons found practically all of its personnel of 
nine suffering from beri-beri and black water fever. The 
mate collapsed when undergoing examination. The 
captain gaid that one side of his body was insensible to 
feeling. The cook alone seemed to be in anything like 
fair health. .The rest of the crew, most of them Ger- 
mans, were too feeble to lift a hand. The wheel had 
been lashed because there was no steersman strong 
enough to take a continuous trick. 

The vessel was the schooner Tifton, Capt. Emil Car- 
ston, and she had come from Monrovia, Africa, with a 
cargo of produce and ivory. She had been just 83 days 
on the voyage. She had been delayed by calms and blown 
off her course by storms. 

“If we had been out another week,” the skipper said, 
“the whole bunch would have gone to hell.” 

“But then,” he added, after he had swallowed a milk 
punch, which was the first thing he demanded of civiliza- 
tion, ‘that was where most of the crew belonged.” 

The part of the crew he referred to were Germans. 
The Germans were the first to get sick and they had got 
on the captain’s nerves. Besides, he is passionately 
pro-ally in sympathy. 

In the opinion of others on board, the men would not 
have gone to the nether regions within another week, 
for the simple reason, as they expressed it, they were 
already there. 

The Tifton reached Monrovia in October and leisurely 
picked up its cargo for the return passage. It became 
necessary to recruit a crew and Capt. Carston found 
several German refugee seamen, chief of Whom was Carl 
Schneider, who had been a supercargo for a German line 
before the war. The Germans were anxious to get out 
of Africa and hoped the leisurely American ship would 
drift along unsuspected by British warships. They were 
right in both surmises. No warship hailed her and, as 
for leisurely drifting—nearly three months of it! 

Capt. Carston had hoped to take on plenty of green 
stuff in Liberia, but found he was unable to do so. The 
country was parched by drouth and all he could get was 
some potato tops. He got fresh water from the Cess 
River, but he was suspicious of that, for there was con- 
siderable black water fever about and Schneider had 
been dosing his companions liberally with quinine as a 
preventive. 

The Tifton started her return voyage with its captain 
worried. He called to the cook, Fred Bredin, and told 
him to do the best he could to make the salt.pork, the

peas, the flour into palatable dishes. Bredin, a Scandi- 
navian whd had had much experience on Yankee ships 
and who was destined to prove the hero of the #oyage, 
replied naively that he would do his “level damndest.” 

It so happened that Bredin was the first to become ill. 
This was fortunate, because he was also the first to be- 
come convalescent. Indeed; it was not in Bredin’s breed 
to take to his bed as long as he could “navigate,” as they 
term it. If he had been of weaker stuff, it is probable 
that neither the Tifton nor any of her crew would ever 
have come to port again. 

His illness was a strange one.. His limbs began to 
swell and he complained of general numbness. Carston 
diagnosed it as scurvy and dosed him with lime water 
until he howled that his hold was flooded and he 
wouldn’t take any more. Schneider diagnosed it as 
fever and dosed him with quinine until his head roared 
and he muttered dire threats against the next Teutonic 
swab who mentioned quinine to him. 

One by one, members of the crew were seized with the 
same malady. They took to their hammocks and were 
useless«for the rest of the voyage. To make matters 
wore, the ship entered the doldrums and, as in the tale 
of the Ancient Mariner: 

Down dropt the breeze, the sail dropt down— 
’Twas sad as sad could be; 

And we didn’t speak only to break 
The silence of the sea. 

All in a hot and copper sky 
The bloody sun, at noon, - 

Right above the mast did stand, 
No bigger than the moon. 

Day after day, day after day, 
We stuck—nor breath nor motion; 

As idle as a painted ship 
Upon a painted ocean. 

As a crowning calamity the captain himself was 
stricken with the strange malady. His arms and feet 
began to swell.

Then the cook and me and the 
cabin boy, who is a handy landlubber, got her up in 
the wind and lashed the wheel and took in as much sail 
as we could. Down in the forecastle the remainder of 

the crew seemed dead or

the ice where they might be 
shielded a little from the 
storm’s fury. Inevitably 
they became scattered. Seven 
of them. have never been 
heard of since. 

Three managed to stick to- 
gether. Through endless 
hours of suffering they 
floundered on, sometimes 
despairing, yet struggling 
instinctively. They lost all 
reckoning of where they 
were going. And one day 
they heard an English hail. 

A supply crew from an- 
other British vessel had 
caught sight of tbem. It was 
pure chance, of course, but 
it was the only time fortune 
had smiled on any member 
of the devoted band. 

Of the three, a Russian 
Finn was in the best condi- 
tion and was able to tell 
something of their experi- 
ences. The other two were 
sent to a hospital, where 
their recovery was consid- 
ered doubtful.

OBODY loves a fat man or a fat woman, 
either, reasoned Amelia Summerville, 
the actress, when she looked in her glass 
ohne day and realized that she could 
delude herself no longer—that she was 

ot growing stouter day by day. She felt 

that she would sooner die than be fat, 
and besides she knew that a fat actress could never 
aspire to the parts she wanted to play. So she evolved 

a system of weight reduction of her own, which she 

applied with such success that she began to get results 

within six weeks’ time and in less than a year had lost 
just 100 pounds. “From a fat Mountain Maid” she says, 

“I emerged a thin Trilby.” 

What she did, Miss Summerville declares, anyone else 
ca’. do, and that without impairing one’s health. The 
sok requirements are patience and perseverence and 
adherence to a few simple rules of physical and mental 
conduct. She passes on her secrets for the benefit of 
those who may be in distress, as she was, at the pros- 
pect of becoming objectionably obese. 

The first symptoms of overfatness, Miss Summerville 
Geclares, are drowsiness, heaviness and a desire to 
sleep. Then, in a little brochure entitled “Why Be 
Fat?” recently issued by the Frederick A. Stokes com-~- 
pany, she goes on to say that among other things she 
followed five rules of health, which she enumerates as 
follows: 

Be careful of what you eat and Low much you eat. 
Dor’t overfeed; eat less than you crave rather than 
more, and never eat until you are distressed. The first 
effect of loss of weight through dieting, she says, is one 
of mental exhilaration. | | 

Do not sleep too much; it is not good for the brain. 
‘loo little sleep is better than too much. 

Take exercise regularly. Walking is possible for 
everyone, and it is one of the best exercises in the 
world; after that, swimming; both of these exercises 
bring every muscle of the body into play and make an 
keep a figure slender. 

Bathe in tepid water—not hot unless so ordered by a 
physician. Never leave the tub too warm; leave it cold, 
if possible. Rub briskly with a rough towel to cause 
circulation. 

Clothe yourself comfortably and sensibly. Do not 
wear tight shoes or tight corsets or tight clothes of any 
kind. Especially do not tighten the neck in any way, 
for it impedes circuJation. 

One of the first essentials to weight reduction is a 
proper dietary and here is the one which Miss Summer- 
ville says she found most efficacious in her case and 
that of many others who have followed her system. 
In her book it is placed under the caption, “What You 
May Eat:” 

Fruits: All fresh fruits except bananas, figs and 
dates. All stewed fruits, not too sweet. 

Cereals: Rice, taken as a vegetable, with very little 
butter; never with cream or sugar. 

Eggs: Eggs are nutritious and are not fattening. 
They may be boiled, scrambled, poached or made into 
a plain or fruit omelette. 

Fish: All fish broiled or boiled—never fried—except 
salmon and bluefish. | 

Fow!: All fowl broiled, boiled or roasted, except 
goose. 

Soups: All thin soups, such as bouillon, vegetable, 
clam broth and consomme; no thick soups. 

Entrees: Fruit omelettes, which are most nutritious 
and palatable: All other entrees should be avoided. 

Meats: All meats, broiled, boiled or roasted, except 
pork. and veal. Steaks and chops are particularly nour- 
ishing when broiled,.as also is boiled mutton. There 
are a great many who like bacon and ham, especially -for 
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breakfast. These may be used, if the 
excess of fat is removed by broiling. 

Vegetables: Celery, which is most 
healthful, either cooked or raw; spin- 
ach cooked plain; onion in any style 
except with cream sauce or fried; 
string beans, asparagus, kale, cab- 
bage, cauliflower, artichokes, en- 
dive, romaine, lettuce. 

Avoid peas, lentils, Lima beans, 
succotash, green corn, squash, beets, 
carrots, turnips, parsnips, egg plant 
—in fact, all starchy food of any kind,

including macaroni, hominy, etc. No 
olives. 


Salads: All salads with French 
dressing, very little oil; no mayon- 
naise. 

Pastry: All kinds of pastry should 
be avoided. Substitute an omelette, 
either fruit or plain, or a fruit salad. 

Drinks: Coffee and tea, without 
sugar or cream. A good naturally 
sparkling mineral water; cider; lem- 
onade; dry white wines; Rhine wines 
in moderation. 

Chocolate and cocoa should be 
avoided. — 

Cheese, nuts and raisins should be 
avoided. 

Women inclined to stoutness are 
desirous of having a small waist, and 
this, Miss Summerville says, can best 
be accomplished by fencing exercises. 
She says that she went to a fencing 
master and took a few lessons, after- 
ward practicing daily at home with a 
walking stick, with the result that in 
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Miss Amelia Summerville after taking off 100 pounds 
of superflueus weight. 


three months, instead of wearing a 29-inch corset she 
was wéaring a 22. Fencing also is good, she says, for 
expanding the chest and decreasing the size of the hips. 

The best method of hip reduction, however, she found, 

: is the simple procedure of walking up.and down stairs, 
especially up. In three months she had reduced her hips 
six inches by doing this as often and whenever she 
could. Rolling exercises, she believes, break down the 
tissues and cause much illness. She cites the case of a 
woman who recently died suddenly and whose death, 
sutopsy physicians found, was caused~by rolling to re- 
duce her weight. 

Another great aid to weight reduction is dancing, 
even the modern ballroom dances being of great assist- 
ance, she says, but it is especially true of the nature 
dancing exemplified by Isadora Duncan, Paviowa and 
others of that school. 


especially about the petty things of life; don’t take your- 
self too seriously and don’t pay too much attention to 
your ailments.” 

Miss Summerville believes that the daily use of cos- 
metics, pure powders, creams, skin foods and skin tonics, 
by women, is not only not objectionable, but a woman's 
duty to herself, provided she is interested in appearing 
aut her best and in concealing any facial defects she 
may have. For the woman with a dry skin she recom- 
mends any good skin food, rubbed in thoroughly every 
night before retiring and says that a good cold cream 
should be substituted for soap—applied to the washrag 
the same as soap. The woman with an oily skin, she 
says, should rub ner face well two or thre times daily 
with a soft, linen cloth and use freely any good hygienic 
face powder. The best cosmetic for the eyelashes and 
eyebrows, she says, is ordinary vaseline, applied nightly. 

The attainment of a clear complexion, according to 
Miss Summerville, depends largely upon the diet. Too 
much meat should not be eaten and pork and veal not 
at all. Too many cereals also is harmful, but barley 
and rice are good. Green vegetables, especially spinach, 
salads and fruits, such as apples, prunes and figs, she 
declares to be excellent. Eggs should be used sparingly 


and no bot breads should be eaten, but good -custards, 


rice puddings, nutritious soups and plenty of vegetables 
will be found to be beneficial, as will also stewed celery, 
boiled onions and carrots—especially carrots. To con- 
clude, she says that an occasional Turkish bath is a 
great aid in acquiring a good complexion. 

Above all things, the author declares, a proper mental 


attitude is necessary. Confronted often with the argu- . 


ment that “I belong to a family of fat people; I was 
born fat; it is hereditary,” she replied, “Get rid of that 
thought quickly. It is dwelling on that wrong thought 
that gives it importance.” 

“And remember,” she declares in a concluding chap- 
ter of the book, “no one can lose flesh in a day; it 
takes heroic measures. Patience and perseverance are 
recessary, but your heroism will show results. Weigh 
yourself every week—not every day—and when you have 


| gained the desired weight try to lose a few pounds 


more, then eat naturally ati moderately. If you dis- 
cover that you are gaining fiesh, return to your dieting 
system. Above and beyond al] things DON’T WORRY. 
In connection with proper dieting practice hopefulness, 
alertness, cheerfulness and activity. Seek the society 
of the young; try to tae their point of view; get their 
mental attitude toward life and just don't grow old.” 

For the person with a flat chest, Miss Summerville 
recommends simple breathing exercises. “Go to the 
window on arising in the morning,” she says, “open it 
at the bottom, throw the shoulders well back and inhale 
through the mouth, breathing deeply and expanding. 
Then exhale through the nose. Do this with about ten 
breaths. These inhalations of air need not be confined 
to the morning; they may be practised any time when- 
ever there is pure, fresh air. Dancing and waving the 
arms’ about over the head and throwing them back, 
touching the hands behind you, is a splendid exercise.” 

Dress, Miss Summerville declares, has a great deal to 
do with one’s health. She tells of the case of a woman 
who bad one hip much larger ‘han the other and laced 
herself so tightly to conceal this defect that she was 
soon under a doctor's care. She changed to-a diffdrent 
kind of corset and a loose-fitting dress, with the result 
that she was more pleasing to look upon, enjoyed 
greater comfort and was happy in knowing that her de- 
fect was congealed.

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Ghosts of the Tower of London W atching New 
|_| Arrivals Pass Under “Traitors’ Gate”

After 96 years, the grim old prison of the British metropolis has been reopened to admit political prisoners 
—A place where hundreds of persons of high and low degree, including three Queens of England, have 
met death on the axman’s block, at the end of a noose, or at the stake—Sir Roger Casement’s request to 
be hanged with a silken rope said to have been granted to a nobleman executed there centuries ago 
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the cells, rooms and corri- 
dors of its buildings since J - > 
it first began to be used as 
a political prison and place 
of execution back in the 
early centuries of England's 
history. If they still in- 
habit the old pile, heir 
number bids fair to be in- 
creased, for the Tower 
again has been re-opened 
as a place of detention and 
punishment by death us a 
result of the war. Carl 
Hans Lody, the Gerinan 
spy, was executed there not 
many months ago, and re- 
cently its portals opened to 
receive Sir Roger Case- 
ment, the nobleman cCap- 
‘tured when trying to land 
arms in Ireland, who is the 
first person charged with 
high ‘treason incarcerated 
there in nearly 100 vears. 
Small wonder that the 
Tower attendants see these 
apparitions peering from 
the windows and over the 
walls, welcoming the new- 
comers to their midst. 


Many persons accused of 
treason have been incar- 
cerated within those zrim 
walls since they were rt =—>-

erected centuries ago, and 
few of them ever left alive. 
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Sir Roger anticipated that 
he, too, might pay the death 
penalty, as was_ indicated 
shortly after his imprison- 
ment, when he grandiosely 


requested that hg be hanged 
with a silken fope out of 
respect to his rank. There 
is a tradition that this boon 


“ 


was granted to the eccentric 
Lord Ferrers when he was hanged in the Tower in 1760 
‘or the murder of a man who had been appointed to 
administer his estate. 

Built, according to legend, by Julius Caesar and his 
Roman legionaries, further shaped by the Normans, and 
then partly torn down and rebuilt by succeeding genera- 
tions of royal houses, the Tower has been used at vari- 
ous times as Royal Palace, fortress and prison. Its long 
history has been mainly a grisly one, for on a spot now 
marked by a stone three Queens of England and many 
other illustrious men and women have either laid their 
heads on the axman’s block or dangled into eternity at 
the end of a rope. Three attempts have been mae to 
blow it up and once it was in danger of being destroyed 
by fire, but it still stands, although for the last 96 sears 
it has held no prisoners and has vied with Westminster 
Abbey as a mecca for tourists and sightseers. 

What is known as the Tower of London really is 
collection of buildings surrounded by walls, moats ana 
buttlements and fronting the River Thames. The tuild- 
ings are in the form of two irregular squares, one with- 
in the other, the outer and inner squares respectively 
being termed the Outer and Inner Wards. The chief 
features of the entire plan are the famous White Tower, 
which rises commandingly above its fellows, and the 
Bloody Tower, whose associations are the grimmest of 
all of these ancient buildings. 

The Bloody Tower is supposed to have derived its 
name from the murder of the two boy Princes, Edward 
VY and his brother, the Duke of York, at the instigation 
of their infamous uncle, Richard III, the story of which 
has been immortalized by Shakspeare. The most au- 
thentic historical researches have it that three hired 
murderers crept into the boys’ room while they lay in 
bed and smothered one of them to death and dispatched 
the other with a dagger: and that then they hid the 
bodies under a staircase, where the bones were discov- 
ered many years later and interred in Westminister Ab- 
bey. 

One of the most tragic stories which had for its set- 
ting the Tower of London, is that surrounding the im- 
prisonment, trial and death of Anne Boleyn, for whom 
Henry VIII cast aside the popular Katherine of Aragon. 
In time the King made a series of charges against the 
new Queen, naming, among others, four men, one of 
whom, on a promise of immunity, and after he had been 
barbarously tortured in the Tower—the rack being the 
most popular form of punishment in those times— made 
a confession upon which she was convicted. She wrote 
a letter to the King, protesting her innocence, but it is 
believed he never received it. Her last days were un- 
utterably pathetic, although she kept up her spirits by 
constantly hoping for a pardon. 

May 18, 1536, was the day fixed for the execution. 
The night of the seventeenth she spent in preparation. 
At 2 o'clock on the morning of the eighteenth, it is 
recorced she arose at 2 a. m., spent three hours in praver 
and heard three masses, after which she received the 
jast rites. Then, after conferences with her relatives

Final- 
ly, the Constable of the Tower knocked on her door and 
announced that the scaffold was ready.

How her calm must have 
been shaken at the sight 
of the executioner! He 
was dressed, according to 
the fashion, in a tight- 
fitting suit of black, with 
a half mask covering the 
upper half of his face and 
a high, horn-shaped hat 
of black on his head. Two 
thousand persons lined 
the road from the White 
Tower to the scaffold, but 
the former King’s favorite 
walked with a firm step 
and mounted the platform, 
on which was assembled 
a group of noblemen. She 
took a final leave of her 
women and made a short 
speech, declaring herself 
to be innocent of the 
charges on which she was 
condemned. 

One of her women re 
moved her ermine cape, 
the Queen herself removed 
her headdress. She was 
given a white cap with 
which to cover her hair 
and her eyes were biind- 
folded. Without much 
more ado, Anne knelt on 
the block. The execution- 
er drew his sword and 
severed her head with @ 
single blow. In accordance 
with one of the duties 
of the headsman, that 
official raised the head so 
that the crowd might view 
it; a cry of horror arose 
and several women f:int- 
ed, for this was the first 
time that a Queen of Fin- 
gland had met death ia 
so cruel a form. 

Another of Henry’s con 
sorts, Katherine Howard, 
was destined to meet the 
same fate. On Feb. 10, 
1542, she was. arrested 
and taken to the Tower 
on charges similar to those 
made against Anne 
Boleyn. Little is known 
of her last days, though 
it is said she met death calmly. 

Next in order of the executions of the three Queens 
is the tragedy of Lady Jane Grey, whom the dying King 
Edward VI had been induced to name as his successor. 
She reigned but nine days, for through political 
machinations she found herself at the end of that time 
a prisoner in the Tower on a charge of treason. Im- 
prisoned with her was her husband, Lord Guildtord 
Dudley, who was the first of the two, after their con- 
viction, to be led forth to execution. He had requested 
a final interview with his wife and it had been granted, 
but ske declined to see him because “it would unnerve 
them both, and, moreover, they soon would be together 
again through Eternity.” It is said she met a cart 
containing her husband’s body, covered with a sheet, as 
she was marching to the scaffold. 

Lady Jane’s executioner, a historian says, was a gi- 
gantic fellow, seven feet tall, and in addition tu his 
black garments was further disfigured by a headpiece 
ornamented with black horns. She burst into a fit of 
hysterical weeping at sight of him, but soon recovered 
her composure. After being blindfolded she groped about 
for the block, timidly asking, “Where is it?” A stander 
by guided her to it, whereupon she laid her head upon 
it, muttered “Lord, into Thy hands I commend my 
spirit,” and an instant later the ax descended... A further 
atrocious feature of this execution. was the fact that 
although her kin had influence at court her body was 
allowed to lie on the scaffold for several hours before 
being removed to a grave. 

To this day guardsmen who patrol the gloomy pile 
tell visitors that the ghosts of these slain Queens still 
stalk about the corridors in the watches of the night. 


To attempt to give a list of all the illustrious per- 
sonages who have entered Traitors’ Gate (the entrance 
to the Bloody Tower), never to return, the charges on 
which they were condemned and the manner of their 
deaths, would be impossible, for each is a story in it- 
self. Sometimes hanging and decapitation as a means 
of punishment would be varied with burning at the 
stake--even women have met death in this form. Often 
the victims of the Tower would be drawn and quartered, 
and this is even known to have been done while the 
unhappy person was yet alive. Heads of traitors were 
placed on spikes on London bridge, as a warning, there 
to remain sometimes for months. 

On the walls of some of the cells, where prisoners 
were kept in almost total and sometimes in total dark- 
ness, with insufficient clothing to protect: them from the 
cold and dampness, barely enough food to keep them 
alive, and where they were harassed by rats, are to be 
seen today inscriptions which they carved into the 
stone. Generally these consist of well-known quota- 
tions, which tell plainly that the writers were await- 
ing the block or the noose. Some of them are names 
and dates, and much of the history of the Tower has 
been gleaned from these mute symbols of past incar- 
cerations. 
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untie Nastya,” the New Catherine of Russia — 
She is the Grand Duchess Anastasia, wife of the Grand Duke Nicholas, who 


conquers Turks; sister of Italy's Queen and daughter of Montenegro's King -— 
But she has a will of her own and it is the strongest in Petrograd

a great war leader is a woman. The Grand Duchess Anastasia, 

of Grand Duke Nicholas Nicholaievitch, conqueror of the Turks in Asia, is 
the backbone of the Government, the driving power of the army, the idol of the 
people, the soul of the Russian body. 

‘“‘Auntie Nastya,” as the Russians call her, exercises a greater power than did 
Czarina Catherine II. 

RAND DUCHESS ANASTASIA arrived in Petrograd from the frosty 
Caucasus in January. As she drove from the Nicholaieff Railroad 
Station in a tempest of snow to the Winter Palace her sledge swerved 
and flung her with such force against a passing student that he fell 
senseless. Crowds, in passive Russian wise, gathered round and sheep- 
ishly looked on. 
“Why don’t you help?” rang out the Grand Duchess’ sharp voice. 
And she took the coachman’s whip and lashed the loungers. They helped. 

This imperial way of bossing is nothing new to Petrograders. When the Grand 
Duchess’ palace in Michael Place was burning down, no man had the courage to run 
in and rescue Nicholas Nicholaievitch’s seals. Grand Duchess Anastasia ran in 
herself, and came out covered with soot, with the seals in her hand. 

Grand Duchess Anastasia is the will behind the Czar’s armies. She is also the brain: 
but that matters little Russia has brains enough, but wills are rare. She concentrates 
in one firm hand all the powers which uninitiated romancers declare are monopolized 
by “Grand Ducal cliques,” by spiritualists, by shady priests, like Grigor Rasputin. 

Sister of Italy’s Queen and daughter of Montenegro’s Kinz, Anastasia from the first 
resolved that the family connections should fizht on Russia's side. Today “Auntie 
Nastya” appoints and dismisses Ministers, runs a munitions campaign, organizes vol- 
unteers, fights obstreperous peace fanatics and keeps the Slav idea alive. 

Anastasia is a middle-aged lady, with the spirit and mus¢les of a 20-year-old girl.

She was born in 1867, on a day when stout Prince Nicholas, her 
father, was out slaying Turks. There is a Slav proverb, rod 


na voinie pravit (who is born in wartime rules) and Grand 
Duchess Anastasia proves its truth. 

Married in her teens to the Duke of Leuchtenberg, cousin 
of the Czar, a dull and dissipated man, she spent 17 years in 
sorrow, and tken resolved to divorce him and marry Grand y 
Duke Nicholas. The Holy Synod refused the divorce, all the 
more because Grand Duke Nicholas long before had secretly 
married Mme. Bourenine. Anastasia got the Under-Procuror 
of the Synod removed, and his successor arranged the divorce. 
Within four months Anastasia married Grand Duke Nicholas. 
Nicholas is rough, overbearing, he hates women, and he has 
the strongest will (among men) in Russia. Anastasia’s will 
is just one degree stronger than that of Nicholas. On this 
queer basis deep love and respect are founded. There is no 
more devoted pair than Nicholas and Anastasia. 

Grand Duchess Anastasia is the prophetess of the Slav 
fause. To her is due Nicholas’ weal; his resolution to stand 
by Servia in the Austro-Servian quarrel of 1914, his promises 
to Poland, his will to fight to the last. 

Grand Duchess Anastasia’s hatred of Austria is old. Dur- 
ing a visit to her home at Cettigne, Anastasia drove to ths 
modest building which serves as Ministry for Foreign Affairs. 
As she talked to the Minister, in came a lackey from the 
Austrian Legation, and bawled, “His Excellency the Austrian 
Minister wants you at once.” That was then diplomatic eti- 
quette at Cettigne. Furious, Anastasia declared that if her 
native land stood such humiliations she would leave it, and never return; and 
she so worked on the Minister of Foreign Affairs that he put the lackey out and 
sent to Austria’s diplomat a message which made an earthquake at Vienna. 
Anastasia’s dislike of Austria remains, and to this day she would forget all 
scores with Kaiser Wilhelm of she were only in a position to bid Austrida’s 
Foreign Minister ‘‘come along at once.” 

Since then Anastasia has been the backbone of the Moscow Pan-Slav organi- 
zations; it was she who sent 150 Russian officers to fight for Bulgaria in 1912; 
and it was she who more than anyone nerved Czar Nicholas to intervene in 
fateful July, 19%4. 

7rand Duchess Anastasia is Russia’s one unswerving war-will. Other Rus- 
sians agree that the war must be prosecuted, but Anastasia sees that it is 
prosecuted. To her is due the ammunition scandal. When Russia fell short of 
ammunition last spring, Minister of War Sukhomlinoff kept the fact to himself. 
He had told the Duma in January, 1915, that there were shells enough. The 
battle of Gorlice-Harnow proved the contrary. In vain Anastasia wrote to the 
Czar. Nothing was done. Anastasia flew to Petrograd, took a room in the Hotel 
Europe, and organized publicity. She summoned Duma members Alexeyenko, 
Petroff and others who might be counted on to make trouble; and gave them all 
the facts. The Duma members were to raise a big shell agitation and defy the 
censor. No bureaucrat would dare to touch them. An ultimatum was sent to 
Sukhomlinoff that the famine in shells must be divulged to the newspapers, or 
the Duma would divulge it itself. The facts were divulged and Sukhomlinoff 
was thrown out. 

Anastasia heard that former Chief of Staff and Assistant War Minister 
Polivanoff two years before the war broke out had printed a 
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ae had lost confidence in his Chief of Staff, Yanushkevitch, and Yanush- 
kevitch could not be got rid of unless the Commander left with him. 
Greater even than Anastasia’s devotion to Russia and the Slav is her 
devotion to the husband who rescued her from the unsympathetic Leuchtenber g. 
The army loved and loves Nicholas. Three days before he departed the Grand 
Duchess arrived, put on a cavalryman’s uniform and breeches, and rode with 
him along the front. The cheers killed the gun 
roar. “You will come back!” shouted the war- 
riors to their commander. ‘He will!” shouted 
Anastasia. And many declare that in saving 
Russia Anastasia has big dynastic ambitions. 
Tough and rough Grand Duke Nicholas _is the 
man to rule Muscovy in the coming time of 
storm, they say. Just now Grand Duchess An- 
astasia is fighting the Peace Party. Some peo- 
ple say that Anastasia herself raised the Peace 
Party for her own tactical aims. But the Peace 
Party had begun to grow. Thanks to Grand 
Duchess Anastasia, this party is now entirely 
squashed. 

Grand Duchess Anastasia got in again with 
her friends the Liberals. She flatters the Radical] 
Party of Prof. Miliukoff, promising a real con- 
stitution after victory. The peace men, she says, 
are all reactionaries; and they want peace today merely because they could then 
destroy what little constitution there is.

pamphlet predicting that shells would be needed by the million. 
Sukhomlinoff had used his influence to prevent the pamphlet’s 
publication. Grand Duchess Anastasia resolved that Polivanoff 
was the right man for War Minister. No copies of the pamphlet 
existed, but from a tattered manuscript Anastasia had new prints 
made and copies were sent to Czar Nicholas, to all Ministers, 
and to the Czar’s influential courtiers Orloff, Denisoff and 
Voyeikoff. Nicholas II was made by her to see that Polivanoff 
alone had foreSeen during peace the needs of a war; so he ap- 
pointed Polivanoff. 

In shells and other items of equipment Russia’s army is 
today well off. But Polivanoff could not work without Anastasia;

To diplomatic circles Grand Duchess Anastasia is the voice of Russia. Her 
coup with Polivanoff and the shells made her irresistible. Every Ambassador 
and Minister knows that throqugh her things can be done which cannot be done 
through anyone else. 

She is the first to hear when Russian of- 
fenses are needed by the allies in order to help 
the situation eleswhere; and she arranges the 
quid pro quo which Russia bis to give in ex- 
change for money and cred® In return An- 
astasia exacts agreements from the Western 
allies to keep in the field fixed numbers of men. 
In London, Paris and Rome Anastasia’s hand is 
felt.

Duchess Anastasia played a role in 
the supersession of her’husband, Nicholas, as 
Commander-in-Chief. Astute Anastasia saw that 
the war would pass through another stage un- 
favorable for Russia; she expected Riga to fall, 
and she did not see why her husband should 
be made _ responsible for other’s blunders.

been born royal would have made a good manager Yor a summer 
hotel. She has all the accomplishments which the other daughters 
of King Nicholas of Montenegro possessed separately. She can ride 
as well as Queen Elena, who is the best horsewoman in Italy; and 
she can fence better than her sister Militsa, who 15 years ago bested 
all Petrograd’s women fencers. She can play on six instruments: 
win at chess: and shoot with a revolver. She can walk 30 miles 
a day. She speaks Servian, Russian, English, French, Italian, Ger- 
man and modern Greek: and when the Albanian kingdom was 
established she set to learning Albanian “for amusement.” She 
fears nothing on earth. Since Grand Duke Nicholas has com- 
manded in the Caucasus, she has ‘ridden around the Russian posi- 
tions; twice got under fire; and once watched with composure a 
Turkish airman scattering bombs. 

Sometimes Grand Duchess Anastasia blunders. She meddled 
disastriously in the quarrel which cost the able Gen. Ruzski his 
post as commander on the Petrograd front. She is fallible. But 
if Russia can produce 20 other individuals with her nerve, brain and ruthlessness, 
Russia will win. If Russia loses it will not be “Auntie Nastya’s” fault.

IMPROVING NEGATIVES FOR PRINTING. 


EGATIVES which, from faulty development or other causes, are more or 
less imperfect in some parts may be considerably improved in many ways. 
For instance, suppose that the subject is one in which a heavy mass of 


foliage occurs in the foreground, together with a well-lit distance. Now 
in order to represent the distance correctly in the negative the foreground in many 
cases is almost entirely devoid of detail, and is shown in the print as a heavy 
black mass. In such a case, if the negative is coated (on the glass side) with 
matt varnish, containing a small amount of iodine dissolved in it (the quantity 
depending upon the circumstances of the case), heavy shadows in negative can be 
made to print much lighter and the result improved to a great extent. The 
varnish, after it is applied, will dry in a few minutes, and then over the parts not 
required to be lightened it is removed with a penknife or a piece of rag, moistened 
with a little methylated spirit or benzole. The same may be applied in the case 
of portraits and groups, only greater care is required in scraping away the varnish 
from the parts where it is not needed in order to prevent any marks from showing.

mitted, “The patent is alleged to cover all forms of auto- 
mobile rims using wedges between the rim and felly, 
holding the rim~-in its operative position on the wheel.

The United States Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals upheld Perlman and declared that the Standard 
Welding Co. was infringing on his patent. They were 
making 12,000 demountable rims a day. An injunction 
stopped that. They appealed—and lost. This was on 
Feb. 15 last. 

Perlman had come into his own in 1916; 
was filed in 1906, a whole decade before!

On 
March 16 his company was incorporated, after he had 
refused $750,000 a year for the use of his patent and a 
cash bonus of more than $1,000,000, with the remark: “I 
never was a wall flower and don’t intend being one 
now.”

Durant, the genius of the big-meloned General Motors 
Co., went in. The rest was easy. The $3,000,000 was

Ghosts of the Tower of London 


It was in the reign of Queen Elizabeth, whose ap- 
pellation of “Good Queen Bess” seems in some ways to 
have been ironically bestowed, that the Tower reached 
the height of its usefulness in disposing of enemies of 
both herself and the State. The Queen herself knew 
something of its horrors, for she had been placed there 
by her sister Mary Tudor, the previous Queen, because 
she was about to contract a marriage to which Mary 
objected. Among other persons of high and low de- 
gree, the Tower, throughout Elizabeth’s reign, was 
kept filled with priests and prelates who refused to take 
the oath of supremacy. Few of them ever emerged. 


Fut probably the most important of the prisoners 
which the prison contained while Elizabeth was on the 
throne was Sir Walter Raleigh, who aroused her anger 
by marrying one of her maids-of-honor. This was not 
only a crime in itself, in the Queen’s eyes, but it is 
declared that the Queen herself had a considerable 
personal weakness for the bridegroom. He obtained his 
release through the art of flattery and by indicting the 
following letter to her. Note the language and then 
consider that Elizabeth was then 60 years old and de- 
scribed a8 bony and angular, her hair false, her face 
liberally wrinkled and smothered with grease paint: 


“I was wont to behold her riding like Alexander, 
hunting like Diana, walking like Venus, the gentle wind 
blowing her fair hair about her pure face like a nymph, 
sometimes sitting in the shade like a goddess, some- 
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times singing like an angel, sometimes playing like 
Orpheus.” 

Sir Walter was to return to the Tower, however, in 
the time of James I, Elizabeth’s successor. After many 
years’ incarceration he was beheaded for participation 
in @ conspiracy against the throne. 

Putting aside the number of Elizabeth’s victims, it 
must be remembered that they were not, as in Mary’s 
time, justly accused rebels and usurpers, but almost in 
the majority of cases priests and laymen whose worst 
crime was in worshipping in the way they thought best, 
or honest gentlefolk who had dared to marry for love 
instead of at the will of their imperious Queen for 
reasons of State. History records that two years be- 
fere Elizabeth's death, Hentzer, the German traveler, 
counted no fewer than 300 heads set up on London 
bridge, and many more spiked about the Tower. 

In Oliver Cromwell's time, too, the Tower was sel- 
dom empty, due to the many plots against the life of 
this “uncrowned king,” which made his incumbency 
a veritable reign of terror. One of the best instances 
afforded of the atrocious things doffe within the Tower 
was the treatment of the body of Syndercombe, who 
tried twice to kill Cromwell and was finally betrayed. 
On the night before he was to be hanged and quartered 
Syndercombe obtained poison from his sister and asked 
his five attendants to leave the room, so that he might 
say his prayers alone. They considerately left, where- 
upon he cheated the hangman’s noose by several hours.

Then, wrote a chronicler of the time, Syndercombe’s 
disfigured corpse was dragged at a horse’s tail from the 
Tower to the Place of the Scaffold on Tower Hill and 
“a hole being digged, he was turned in, stark naked, 
and a stake spiked with iron was driven through him 
into the earth; that part of the stake which remains 


.above ground being all plated with iron, which may 


stand as an example of terror to all traitors for the 
time to come.” 

The history of the Tower is but a repetition of the 
instances given down to 1820, but even these, at thai 
late day, were wanting none of the revolting features 
of their predecessors. Five men, Thistlewood, David- 
son, a negro; Tidd, Ings and Brunt were hanged May 1 
of that year upon conviction of high treason growing 
out of the famous “Cato Street Conspiracy.” They al! 
made a show of vulgar heroism on the scaffold, Tidd 
dancing a jig and Thistlewood exclaiming theatrically, 
“We shall soon know the great secret.” The execu. 
tions took place at 8 o’clock in the morning and the 
bodies were left hanging for an hour. They were then 
cut down by a man wearing a crepe mask and placed 
in coffins, with the heads hanging over the edge on to 
a high wooden block. The executioner’s assistant then 
cut off the heads and handed them one by one to his 
chief, who held up each to the crowd, calling out in 
accordance with custom, ‘This is the head of a traiior.” 
The heads were then placed in the coffins with the 
bodies and buried in a common burial ground for fe!ons.
